Meat Isuled in it. keep, much longer than when cook, 
ed by any other process.

xious for a settlement and reopening of trade, but 
unfortunately a powerful minority, the war partv, 
are of sufficent influence to defeat any immediate 
effort do bring about so desirable a movement. 
Hie influence of thjs party is waning, however, 
and there is good reason for hoping that the views 
of the Ibaahorun and his party will soon prevail. 

The arrival of our present Lteut. Governor, who 
is.very popular among the Kgbas, was hailed with 
much 'pleasure by them, and it- 1* not unlikely 
that had Hi*' Excellency been able tojhave visiteti, 
them soon after his arrival , something might have 
been effected for the restoration of good feeling; 
but there were to many pressing demand* on his 
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rjersonal attention nearer home that it was per- 
haps iripoesible for him to have made that visit. 
It ii likely that he would not now be received 
with so much warath as then, bat this is perhaps 
because, they are by this time aware that though 
he migjjt aooeed to all their just claims he ia not 
the man who would make any compromise with 
wrong. 

It is said that daring the last fortnight the 
peace- party seemed so much in the ascendency 
that several of the merchants prepared to send 
down their cotton and other produce, to which 
movement the Ibaahorun seemed to have no ob- 
jection, but this aroused the war-party whose in- 
fluence again prevailed and the merchants had to 
desist. Every day however some little progress 
is effected in the^ bright direction. "The people are 
all anxious for the removal of this present obstruc- 
tions to trade. 

The Egbas are somewhat m censed at the as- 
sumption of the Protectorate of Okeodan and Ad- 
do by the Government of Lagos, bnt that fact is 
not likely to stand in the way of negotiations for 
the re-opentns of the roads. There had arrived 
at AhbeaVufa from Lagos a report that his Ex- 
cenencv the Lieut. Governor had pone to Epe 
in the "Tnvectiirator," and intended to proceed 
thence into the interior. There appears to be some 
party in this colony who habitually manufacture 
unfavourable reports to Abbeokuta, which "not 
contradicted at the time/keep np a ffvlmtr <if ir. 
- ritation afainst the Government and merchants 
<>f'l apos in the minds of the Fgbas. In such 
hard times, it might perhaps- be more desirable 
that snch people would eive a little more atten 
lion to their own affairs, and leave questions 
they do not understand alone. They-can do no 
good, and have done and mav still do much harm 
by imposing additional obtacles in the way of 
settlement.

I love to dwell on the tender re- 
collections, the kindred ties, the early affections, and 
the touching narratives and incidents which mingle 
with all I know of this primitive family abode I 
weep to. think tfmi none of those who inhabited it are 
now among the living ; and if ever I am ashamed of 
it. or if ever 1 fail in affectionate veneration for him 
who reared it. and defended it against savage violence 
and destruction, cherished all the domestic virtues 
beneath its roof. and. through the lire aud blood of a 
seven years' revolutionary War. shrunk from no dan« 
gar. no toil, no sacrifice, Jo 6erve his country, and to 
raise bis children to 'a condition better than bis own. 
' may my name, and the name of my posterity, be blott- 
ed forever from the memory of mankind !

On Tuesday last, a gloom was thrown over onr 
.whole community, hy one of the aadest accidents 
jwhich has everoccurred at this place. Weannounc- 
jed in our last issue that Lieut.-Commander Dolhin. 
iof il.M.S. Handy van appointed to the lnvestiga- 
'or. At the time of his appointment, he was on 
board the Handy np the Addo River, but as soon 
as Lieut-Commander Moultrie, who succeeded him. 
arrived on board that ship, he immediately left for 
Lagos where the Investigator was lying. This vessel 
was under orders to proceed on Thursday rooming to 
the Niger, and it was therefore necessary thai Lieut- 
Commander [Villi n should report himsolf to the Com 
roodore* and obtain his instructions for the voyage. 
The Coramooere was outside in his flag ship the 
Rattlesnale. and it seems had ordered that no more 
coal sltuuld be expended, so that Lieut. -Dol'uiu could 
uot as usual go'.out in his ship, slid unfortunately, 
instead of procuring one of the large cargo-boats, 
which are built expressly for crossing the bar. con- 
trary to the advice of every one who knew his inten 
lion, he^uxtdortook to go out in a four-pared whaler. 
NcvBrthnlfi M J he W ccg ' oded in^ettieg out. and arrived 
ou board the flag ship safe. His business being coin 
pleted, he again left the Rattlesnake to re-cross the 
bar. coming into Lagos, and was briuging with liiiu 
besides his boat's crew.-Lieuf. Atkinson, and Midship 
man Ewbatik. The first surgo that struck the boat 
capsized it. One of the Kroo men almosi_.irorued't- 
ately sauk, doubtless taken by a. shark. The three 
officers struggled to the boat, and the Kroo men, who 
are generally quite at home in the water, managed 
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and landed ou the. beach, Ihey there met Mr. Wade, 
clerk to the bouse of Banner Brothers who took them 
in his boat to the 'Investigator. 

Lieut-Commander Dolbin was long known a- 
mongst the peopff? of Lagos, He was one of the of . 
Beers of the Prometheus, and while that vessel re- 
mained in this port, he visited Abheokuta and em- 
braced every opportunity to familiarize himself with 
the people. Finally he became so devoted to the 
cause of Africa thai returning home be volunteered 
for service at this place again. Lieut. Dolbin. un- 
like a few o( us. was no needy-adventurer, daring the 
pestilence. of our climate, and the disgustiug traits of 
our rude natives for the sake of the profit it might ' 
yield him. He was heir to wealth, and besides the. 
advantage of a pleasing address, had all the influence 
hich good family, position and education could be- 
stow. Bui all these have heen sacrificed, and un- 
fortunately, notes in the case of the nohle Hauxin, % 
.ho faced imminent dealt to rescue others from 
anger, hut to a rashness, which, inasmuch as it 
rought others also to the same fate as himself was 
highly culpahle. But we have no word of reproach 
r the dead. We deeply deplore his death, aud 
mpathise most heartily with his friends and rela- 
tives at home for the loss of one so promising. Of 
Lieut- Atkinson we know nothing, hut not less 
should we sympathise with his relation? who have 
yet to learn of his sad fate.. 

And of the poor Kroo man. what shall we say ? — 
he died in the discharge of his duiy— a duty which 
however certain he might have heen of its fatal con- 
sequences he dared not even-hesitate to perform. 
Poor fellow — humhle. and unknown, let us tieverlhe- 
esr not omit a word of sorrow for his untimely end.

There was s glowing fire in a 
clean, well polished stove, and near II I saw sealed a very, 
nicely bed-room dressed, middle egad woman of lady-like 
appearance : but she waa exceedingly pale and emaciated ;

My own opinion and the opinion of every one la, ihai we 
are considered as outcasts, and counted with Ihe enemy. V7e 
and onr families wonld undonhtedly have suffered severely 
Irum these deplorable circumaunces. I firmly believe and 
it la the opfni'm.of many disinterested persons lhal had ihere 
hern any action, manv of us wonld have been shot down. 
The late Consul B. Campbell, ol happy memory, in hia ad- 
minisiration of the Consular office In ihia town, acquainted 
the president of ihe Sierra Le->ne Emlgrama Immediately of 
any Imminent dancer, in those days, which 1 shall never for- 
jM. Black men then paimlie,! the whole town while the 
Kuropeans. Kngli.h merchants, quieily enjoyed ihetr repose. 
Thf late Consul Campbell nerer, under such ctrcitmstaucea 
tvutinded ilia one and forgai the other, aa being outcasts. I 
only hope lhat in future we will he mnsldcred British sub- 
jects, and reiniml.-d of impendinc danger (which we hope 
there will be no t>wa*!nn far) nn.l noi cMiiddered as outcasts.

of Her Majesty's authority and ihc protocliou of life 
and nroperty within her colour of Lscjos.

In consequence pf this. pauer, most of the Euro- 
parfs assembled at Government House tit the 
specified time. All the British' subjects were 
sworn as special constables and requested to arm 
themselves as best tlicy could. A rendevous was 
appointed and a place indicated at. whicK tlicy 
were to operate should the necessity aruje. The 
Lieut.-Govemor explained to those present, that 
a short time ago he was informed by the Freneh 
Admiral that the ex-King had sent a message to 
htm desiring that he should tako Lagos under 
French protection as he had done Porto Novo — 
that on or about the 8th inst. the King l;ad otijeet- 
ed to the erection of a market, shed in the section 
of town in whieli he and his people live— that he 
had, in the presence of the Inspector of Police and 
the Oovcrnor'R 1 ntcrpreto.r denied that hehadever 
given away his town to the Knglish, and finally, 
that womett and children were leaving the town, 
taking with them all their portable, property, as 
if.anticipatiug a disturbance — that as soon as he, 
the Governor, became aware of these circum- 
stances he Bommoned the King to his presence at 
lfl,A.M. on Sunday morning— that ho would allow 
liiiu half alt hour's grace; but that, shiuild he not 
appear by that time, then lie would send the gun- 
boat

with the two principal chiefs, Talabi and Asho- 
gbon, would be seized and sent away as prisoners 
to Cape Coast Castle. The King was also in- 
fo r med that according to the terms of the trealy of 
cession he had forfeited his pension, and the con- 
ference concluded hy the King being fined £50 
to defray the expense of the steam tugs " Tender ' 
and "Advance," the employment of whioh was 
rendered necessary in consequence of the trouhlc 
he had induced. 

As far as we can recollect such arc the facts as 
they appeared- at the time. 

We have been to some little trouble in learning 
from both sides the details connected with ihesc oc- 
currences. . , 
In reference to ihe offer of ihe King- to givo ihe 

town to the French. 

A dav or iwo after iho departure of ihe French 
Admiral the Lieui.-Governor wrote to ihe King, in- 
forming him XX whai be had heeii told, and asking au 
explanation. The King replied denying emphatically 
thai he had ever done any thing of the kind. Before 
ihe dcp»ri.ire,or Governer Freeman, when ihe French 
admiral, then commodore, was .hore on hie first visit, 
he had seTii n messenger with his staff to salute bim. 
This he did as a mark of respect to which he thought 
the admiral's rank and position eniiiled him. He 
was sorrv thai the governor had not informed him of 
the Tact 'hoforo lite dopanure or iho admiral, for then 
race to face, ho would have denied it Tho letter 
concluded with expressions or loyally and, friendship 
to tho Government. 

ir iho French admiral had heard those ilungs from 
ihc King himself, supposing ihe interpreter rahhfiil. 
there would have been no alternative but io hold bi.m 
guihy or gross treason, hut we nil know the habii of 
the' natives to pervert any vorbnl message with which 
ihey might bo intrusted— that on tho most inning 
errand a servant must hav e a boo k -a writton mes- 
sage, otherwise ihe ohaiicos are a hundred to one. 
ho will say something directly opposite io. whai was 
intended. Bui whai is a fur more likely ihoory or ihc 
affair is. thai the thing was said by the King's messen- 
gers on ihclr own authority, in iljg free and easy con- 
versation which always lakes place on such occasions 
while ihey were waiting for iho usual glass orspmls. 
In any-caso tho Kin*; moat positively andettUlhaiically 
denies thai he ever seni auy such message. 

The next poini or dispute is ihe objection, not rc- 
rusal. io discominuo .interring ihoir dead in their 
houses':-td widening and improving iho streets in 
tho native soctiou or ihc iown, al«l to-erecting a 
market ahed in the samclocahty. Here tho ox-King 
wrote ihe Oovernor a letter in whioh, most urgently 
he implored him noi io compel them io do a thing, 
which they regarded with ihe deepest horror- From 
lime immemorial, ho said, in common with all ihe 
natives throughout this section or Africa, ihey were 
accustomed to bury iho dead in ihoir ow n ho'usos. tit 
which their fathers and iorelaihors

1 1 is nosr too hue, however, io 
complain : whether voluntary or otherwise he did affix 
the teal used instead of signature to the articles or ces- 
sion, aud has since coufirmed the act, and has been 
receiving in accordance wilb its terms, a pension of 
twelve huudrcd bagfot cowries, equivalent to the av- 
orage amount of his former revenues. 1 1 is certainly 
very desirable thai he should be advised by those in ' 
whom he has confidence to oease the use of so objec- 
tionable an expression which might again cause. him, 
aa recently, muct unnecessary trouble. 

In reference to the stampede of women and 'child- 
ren, represented as the wives and chjtdreu of the 
Ktug and Chiefs who were being seui oni of reach of 
danger, after careful' inquiry we have, learnt, that 
neither iho King nor his Chiefs, nor indeed any man 
of importance in tho town, overdid any such thing. 
Defenseless women, irresponsible men and slaves, 
inferring frem the exciting moyemont to and fro of. 
deputatious, messengers. Ate. that there would be fight.' 
iug. Bed with their property to a place of safety. But 
for this, or course, the King is not responsible, . j 
Making iho sumo iuforouco. and ignorant or the 
iree which the govornroeut could mustor in a crisis, 
many or iho natives certainly believed thore was "to be 
an uprising for iho purpose or ousting the Hngliah. 
The nM»8 or this soon reached Badagry and Porto 
Novo. Th^ihe formor place ono fellow, confiding too 
much in ihoMTjport, aud forming a: rather exaggerated 
estimate of iho\nalive powor. procured for Inmself a 
sound oastigaiioirfur utilising tho govornorand boast- 
ing oT what was to be done to tho English at Lagos.

■ItNjs not our intention to question the decia- 
s.on, thU is already before the bar of public opi- 
nion., Our remarks shall be confined to an ana- 
lysis of the' testimony of the several witnesses. 

The chargeXagainst the prisoner are : 
' Stealing 4"or more bags cowries, 
A quantity of.rico. 
The key of th.e 'warehouse 
A piece of silk handkerchiefs. 
Leaving out the rice>:of which ho was very 
considerately acquitted, tlie charges are reduced 
to three : the cowries, the key, the silk. 

First, of the cowries : we find that, early in 
July, about ii bags were left in his clurge with 
the injunction that be should " be ae economical 
at Ae could in aU kit expemee." Now if this is 
not authority to e*pend,we know nottiingof Eng- 
lish. Well, the^risoner did expend, and doubt- 
less, injudiciously ; nevertheless he has accounted 
/bf every cowry, and debited himself . for - three 
bags which he took for his own use, and nothing 
to the contrary was proved, or even attempted to 
be proved. Not being a lawyer our ideas on 
these subject* might be erroneous, but we confess 
to be unable to see any thing beyond 8 breach of 
trust, so. far, for which indeed the prisoner is an- 
swerable, but certainly not before a criminal tri- 
bunal. 

The next accusation was for stealing the key 

of the irareh juse. Let us ;r_v, if possjibje. to find 
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out how this" could be. Before the European 
clerks arrived at Porto Novo, the prisoner had 
sole charge of the keys, and after their ar- 
rival, according to his own statement, uncon- 
tradicted by any thing in the evidenee, they were 
hnng on a nail; and used as well by himself as by 
the European clerks. One of these, the senior, 
remained only a few days at Porto Novo, and re- 
turned to Lagos ill. The junior clerk^ Mr. Sim- 
monds, became ill also. " I was very ill " says he 
" and was obliged occasionally to give him tiv. 
key to get cowries." Cole, the cooper, who 
by the by, is said to entertain a feeling of hostil- 
ity to Carew, said that he took the key from out 
the coat pocket which was under ike pillow. But 
in this he is contradicted by Mr. Simmonds, who 
said that he put the coat on a chair by tic bed 
tide. Under some circumstances it would have been 
unwarrantable to have taken the ke y In this manner; 
but l e t It b e cons i dered, tint tag young roan. Bim 
monda. was ill and asleep, thai in consequence ofhbi 
illness be was tccnammed to give the key to Carew 
to enter tlie store, that the prisoner had his clothes 
in .he store, and. it being Sunday, he nf course wished 
to dress himself : further, that ihe Kru boys had to 
receive their subsistence. In the absence of special, 
injunction not to use tho key. except by permission, 
we think the takiog it in this manner a very natural 
thing. 

Lastly, .her* is the piece of silk: and here the 
leslimnnvof >he i«o witnesses. Simmonds and Cole, 
are entirely contradictory.

pretexts wound the feelings of his fellows, and assuin 
ing iheir inferiority, insult aud abuse them. A very 
distinguished man when an sttempt was made to in 
suit him. and if possible involve him in a duel.dis 
appointed his adversary by saying •• I shall not fight, 
for no gentleman would ins ilt me. and no other could." 
This is exactly the thing : no gentleman would insult 
another.

' practicable, l»th from the difficulty of procuring 
the material which the law directs should be used 
instead of thatch, and from the expense of re- 
roofing which but few persons can afford. 

At that time we were not aware of a fact of 
which we have since become cognizant, namely,

We' have heard much dissatisfaction with this 
ordinance expressed even by some of the parties 
whose names are appended to the memorial, and 
muoh blame attached to Governor Freeman, dur- 
ing whose administration the measure was pass 
od.

It was common, too, among 
ibis people, to make the day when first a youngster 
was shaven one of ceremony and feasting, and to fur. 
iher enhance the occasion by having it done-by some 
ojneJu'glHir in_rank_ ihan tlLenisslyen. who becameafte--. 
wards ihe adopted father of the individual whose <$in 
he had lathered and scraped. Can there be a more 
striking illustration of the difference produced in thp 
physiognomy of a people by ihe cultivation or ab- 
scecno hi" the beard, iban by a glance at the Niueviie 
excavations, and the Egyptian paintings ? The 
former are.. represented wiih magnificent flowing 
hoards, sometimes plated, or curled, or interwoven 
with gold thread: ihe latter have, only a miserable 
tuft hanging from ihe end of the chin. - The Jewish 
Lawgiver forbade the Israelites to cultivate their 
beards after the Egyptian fashion; and though, like 
many other Eastern nations, they wore no hair on 
he upper lip. still they allowed their whiskers to 
grow in a narrow strip from the ear to the chin, hang- 
ing down from wbteh, the lieard assumed that forked 
pendant form represented iu some of the old pictures 
of the rabbis.

Concerning Beards- 
Young men of the present day sre for ever fondling 
and caressing ihat soft downy substance, whiob they 
u-ie day hope to designate by the name of beard and 
whiskers. There was a lime, however, not merely 
in our own country (where beards have only become 
general since ihe Crimean campaign), hui even a- 
mongsi ihe refined nations of the continent.' when ai 
smooth chin, was the fashion, aa* in., the reign of 
Loois XI tt. of Franc*. Endless, indeed, hat* been 
the changes In the manly growth that fringes the 
human ohin. not only among different nations, but 
even among iho same people at different eras : at 
one time it has been irimmed so as to be diagnostic of 
an individual creed or class, aud ai others it has been 
enlarged, shorn, or docked entirely, ai the caprice of 
an emperor. 

Pieiures of the priests and fathers of the early 
-lavs of the Christian era, delineate the face as furn 
ished wiih a long flowing uncut beard, an appendage 
considered to add much to the gavity and sanotiiy ^of 
the wearer. There were not wanting, however, excep- 
tions to this rule-, men who conceived ihst it wss 
wrong to wesr suoh flowing beards, since beneath ihe 
gray hairs might lurk the contemptuous curl ofthe 
bp. and who consequently shaved clean.

Alarming Earthquake ia England. 

Early on Tuesday morning a most unmistskeabb 
shook of an eatfhquake was felt throughout a great 
part of this island. The first indication given was a 
load rambling noise, resembling distant thunder. 
This gradually increased, and a trembling of the earth 
followed. The time at which the phenomenon occur, 
ed was twenty minutes after three o'clock, and the 
tremulous motion lasted about tea seconds. Ia some 
instances the beds were perceptibly raised from the 
floor and replaced with a rattling noise. Of course 
there was considerable consternation. Doors were 
shaken, and in some cases violently closed with a 
great concussion. The prevalent idea of the disturb- 
ed sleepers was that midnight marauders were abroad, 
and in many instances the household turned out/in 
full strength to seek for tlw unseemly rut tors. From 
cellar to garret the search was carefully conducted, 
but necessarily with out any result. The shook was 
continuous and not consisting of a series of unduhv

southerly um westerly direction, this opinion being 
based upon th-i f-'i'.i that in some instances doors were 
closed which < oul.i not have been driven to by a force 
proceeding fr-itu a contrary direction. There was no 
perceptible variation in the temperature during the 
night, not a breath of wind seemed to stir, and at the 
time of the shock the sky was cloudless. 

The last phenomenon of the kind occurred on the 
!)lh of Vovctn'oor. 18,18. Such oouvulsions of the 
crust of tho earth arc not so infrequent as is general- 
ly supposed. There were similar occurrences in this 
country in 1750. I75;l. 1777. 1835. 18S9 ; in 1848 
on the lOtlt and 17th of March - and in 1852. In 
all these instances the first shock was upheavtug. fol- 
lowed by horizontal, undulatory. or vibratory move- 
ments: therwhore being accompanied withra deep hol- 
low rumbling like thunder within the earth. 

A severe shock of earthquake was felt in Liverpool 
and the neighbourhood of, Crosby. Waterloo, Bootle, 
and Cheshire. Although there was no rumbling 
noise, such as generally accompanies earthquakes, 
the upheaving of the earth and oscillation of the 
bounce were such as to cause much astonishment and 
Jismay to tho residents at bgremont. Liscard, and 
Birkenhead. The beds in the houses were for a 
second or two a degree orjwo from being horizontal. 
Sereral of the night porters were so alarmed at the 

uprising. " that they forsook their posts and sought . 
rofuge in. the streets from, as they thought, some ca- 
tastrophe. A surgeon, who was visiting a sick lady, 
| near Birkenhead, distinctly felt the house shake, and 
<ao convinced was he that it was coming down, that ho 
-immediately left his patient and made for the street. 
At lloolle. Seaforth. Waterloo, and Crosby, the shock 
was very severe. In nearly all the houses more or 
less damage ivas done to glass, ornaments. Ate. In 
l.-irerpool. I he public-lioiiaca in the neighbourhood of 
the F.xrltnugc. ^ackville-strcet. and Kvertou also suf 
fered a good deal from the smashing of glass. As far 
as we can learn, no personal injurv was sustained. 

Our information from tho Midland Counties is 
to tho effect that the shock was very iterceptiblo 
throughout StauTordshiro, Worcestershire, War- 
wickshire, Shropshire, Gloucestershire. Hertford, 
shire, Somersetshire, and other parts. At Wot 
rerhampton. about tho centre of that district, most

quake. The first shock took place at between 22 
and 28 minute*, past three. It lasted probably 
scarcely aminnte. and had hardly subsided when 
a second distinct shock was perceived, the second 
being if anything rather more severe than the first. 
To persons in bed the general sensation appeared 
to be that the whole house was being shaken from 
its fuundation, with a rapid and tinduletory. motion 
proceeding apparently from north to south, and. ac- 
companied by a sound resembling' the passing of a 
very heavy vehicle at a rapid pace. In some cases 
after the shock* had passed away, cracking and 
creaking noises were heard at intervals, as if the 
whole house had been strained and shaken, and the 
timberwork and masonry were making what build 
era would call a " setting.'' At the time mention 
ed, ». watchman waa on his customary duty at the 
Wolverhampton and Staffordshire Bank in 'the cen- 
tre and highest part of the town, when he and a po- 
1 iceman who waa with him- were terrified by the 
shaking of the bank, the trembling of the ground on 
which It stood, and the rattling of the pates of the 
church which adjoins the bank. Another police 
manwMst oh duty "near 8t. George's Church, in the 
same town, heard the gates of that edifice rattle, and 
also the vibration of windows in a warehouse close 
by. A clond of dust-appeared to rise from the earth' 
and at the same instant he left a gentle hlast of 
warm air. Sleepers left their beds in fright, and 
policemen were called to from hastily opened win- 
dows, whilst others who could not disabuse their 
minds that their houses had been clandestinely en- 
tered, searched their premises for the supposed 
burglars. A policeman on duty in a suburb ofj 
Wolverhampton states, that although the air wasi SeT ^ 
perfectly calm the surrounding trees were shaken 
and their leaves rustled. He » as also much alarm- 
ed at seeing a wall vibrating near to him. Wrot- 
tesley Hall, the seat of Lord Wrottesley. was shak. 
en throughout and the inmates. alarmed. This was 
also the case at Teddealey. the residence of Lord 
Atherton. In game preserves pheasants were ob- 
served to become alarmed as they usually are dur- 
ing the raging of a thunderstorm. Asa rule watch 
dogs were not aroused, but thero were cases in 
which they barked loudly. At Stourbridge some 
bottles containing sweetmeats were shaken from a|

LUkbtt is » super-excellont things very much 
talked about, and very liiile understood, generally 
least of all by those wh» make tbemost noise about 
it : Indeed. I should say. it is-an unerring role, that 
a noisy advocate for liberty is never a sincere one. 
Noise oomee of ignorance, interest or passion ; but 
the trne love of- Hberty dwells only in the bosoms <fr 
the pure and 

ttey mew, van they cry liberty 
lores thai most first lie wise aaiiood. 

is vital maxim of the worshippers of liberty is 
leCbristion one — Let us do onto others as ire 
would they should do unto ns ; all else who profess 
their devotion, are tyrants in disguise, which disguise 
they throw off the moment they attain the power 
against which tbey have been exeJahning. The es- 
sence of liberty is division and order, sua its preserv, 
ing principle, self-government." In proportion as this 
vombinatton is perfect, trie stale o f liberty will be 



perfect. The igponnt cannot keep' this in new, and 
the designing will not: in consequence of which, in. 
stead .of the re-adaptation of sound principles as cir- 
cumstances require, they are frequently abandoned, 
and expedients of a contrary tendency introduced, 
someumearWiih specious effect in the first instance, 
but with cer.ain evil eventually. The present limes 
are. peculiarly illustrative of this, in the desire man- 
ifested to adopt the centralization, end ochlocratic or 
mob principles. The eeieralizaiion principle is the 
eiaol opposite of the principle of division, under 
which last the nation grew to be what it ia : and its 
increase requires a re-adaptation to contin-.e its glory, 
instead of an abandonment to destroy it. The ocltlo- 
rraiie or mob priuciple. though it may appear to ne 
founded on the principle of self-government, is vir- 
tually tne reverse.' and for this reason, thst its ten 
dengy is to throw the management of affairs into t lie 

- h'anjs of a few. and those the most unworthy: whilst 
apathy and disgust keep the best as much aloof.'as 
if they were by law excluded from in.erference. This 
is an inevitable result in the Wngrun. It ia witness. 
j»d continually in ochlocrsticaUy organized parishes 

' and corporations, and has, from the first, been visi- 
ble.in different degrees in the new overgrown parlis 
mentary constituencies. The etoitement of the 
moment ia producing a partial activity, but which 
if. ftntitieua. and not essential. The cumbrous 
inachiues wiH only he towed into action by party 
atesmera In. the shape of clubs and associations. 1 
and, in ordinary times, will be completely water, 
logged, while corruption and misrule will gradu. 
ally creep in undisturbed. It will require fat 
more statesman -tike contrivances to draw men from 
their business, their pleasure, and their ease, and 
induce them sufficiently to interest themselves in 
public affairs to keep public, afhtirs in their proper 
course. The spirit of party will not accomplish this. 

Zealots in liberty are apt te suppose that it con- 
sists entirely in independence of all government , 
that is. that the less power is lodged with govern- 
ment, the more freedom is left to the citizens. But 
.the most perfec t stale of liberty consists in the most 

from government, but front individuals ; and jn this 
point of view, I apprehend, liberty is enjoyed to far 
greater extent in England than in anyother country 
in the world. In this point of view, honesty and 
peaceable behaviour are essential to the enjoyment 
of liberty. Rnlibdiy. fraud, assassination, murder, 
assult, even exposure to d uels, are all destructive ol 
a state of liberty: and. takfiffeiethption from' these 
evils, as well as fr*m any aliitrary.mterference on 
the part of government. I cannot doubt but that 

- the balance is greatly- in our favour, though we .have 
great. *ooro for improvement. IT "in any other 
country there Is greater security from individual in. 
VfjrftBrof person or property, it is enjoyed at an an. 
uuymg and dangerous sacrifice of publio. liberty, for 
which there is no compensrtion.- Besides, as in 
despotic countries the.ri la no publicity as there is 
in this, it is boubift»l r whether tapjtearances are not 
often contrary tn the reality. For instance, it has 
latterly been discovered, contrary to all fprmer.sup. 
position, that there are more suicides, in propoation 
to population, in Palis than in London ; and. I will 
add. though it has nothing to do with my. subject, 
thst there are more in Ijondon in July than in No- 
vember, which is contrary >o all former supposition 
<lso. Whether. » matt lias his pocket picked by a sharp, 
nr. or by an oppressive impost ; whether his plate ol 
jewels are seized ltv an" order of government, or are 

' cirried away by a house-breaker: whether his es- 
tste is cVsared of its gXme by the king's ptitveyot 
or by a gang of poachers ; or whetlier.be is confincil 
to his house after a certain honr by a regulation oi 

. police, or by the feaT of being robbed or murdered,— 
til neither predicament can he be said to enjoy per- 



fect liberty, which consists in security of person 
and property, without molestation or restraint, pro- 
vided there is no molestation or restraint of others. 
Tt> attain this liberty, strong government is necessa- 
ry, but strong without being vexatious, and the only 
form js.that which, in the true spirit of our ooasiitu. 
tion. consists of a simple supreme government, pre- 
siding over and keeping duly organized a scale of 
self-governments below it. It is by moral influence 
alone that liberty, as 1 have just defined it. can be 
secured, and it is only in self-governments that the 
proper moral influence exists. In proportion as the 
supreme government takes upon itself the control 
of local affairs, apathy, feebleness, -and curruption 
will creep in. (and our increasing wealth,- which should 
prove a blessings-will only hasten our ruin. I refer 
those who interest themselves in this subject, te the 
article on the V nnciples of Government in my first 
number, and to my different articles on Parochial 
Government. T intend, ere long, to consider the 
forms of goverarn-nt mo at applicable to towns and 
counties.

It is. however, perhaps, in theology that the 
popular ignorance i» most extraordinary aud vet 
- the- least perceived. There is scarcely a man or 
woman in England, who doe* Dot ttjk a little theolo- 
gy, and eighutetjtha oertaii ly baae*Th*t theology on 
the Bible : yet outside of the clerical ranks the nnro 
her of persons who know anything of the data for 
their assertions as to owners of fact, is wonderfully 
small. People will defend the '■ canon " moat bitter- 
ly, without any idea at all of the way in which the 
' canon" waa formed, or the evidence on which it 
rests, or the cause of the difference between the 
canons accepted in Rome and Geneva. Sentences 
which are mere matters of fact, when employed in 
newspapers actually shock the minds of very excel- 
lent and "well-informed people 1 aa if they were 
impious. Tell a party of well-educated Evangelical 
ladies that St. Paul quoted comic plays in bis epis- 
tles, speaking in fact from Menander instead of-Jus 
,yOwn thought, and they will, till re-assured by some 
clergyman, simply disbelieve the assertion. One* 
half of the calculations of Dr. Coleneo are very uuiio- 
portant statements of fact based on the actual ten 
of th Pentateuch ; yet so new were they to people 
who had been reading the Pentateuch all their lives, 
that they s'ruck them as impious. The religious 
newspapers write very strongly for and against Ari- 
anism. Erastfanism, and neology, and their readers 
thilik they are thereby greatly informed. Yet there 
is. perhaps, scarcely one in three whn would not be 
very grateful if he or she were told clearly what each 
of the " isms " meant. Ask decent people who real 
ly care about theology what the word " Pantheism 
signifies, and perhaps one in fifty will answer clear 
ly ; yet every reviewer and religious editor uaes the 
word as if bis readers must know all about it, and 
explanation were waste of time. 

The truth is. we believe, that with individual ex- 
ceptions the mass of mankind — and the ' educated " 
are only a drilled section of the mass — either will' 
not or cannot burden their memories beyond a cor. 
tain point, and have an iustinctive dislike for the 
labour involved in obtaining accurate but necessary 
knowledge. If a subject from any cause interests 
their imagination, or is important to their business, 
or very deeply gratifies their vanity — a very common 
impulse— they will retain all they read about it. or 
hear abotU it, sad "get up " data with very com- 
rnendablethoroughnesa. War. foretaraple, 'interests 
mon people, and while it rages newspaper reader* 
develop topographical knowledge of a most miusua 
and minute kind : but with the impulse the wish 
and iu a great degree the power to exert the mem 
cry ceases. Whatever is essential to them they re 
tain, as lawyers will retain a collection of hundreds 
of precedents, but beyond that they are content if 
they can only know just so much aa shall euHble them 
to acquire more Very rapidly whenever the need 
arises. If Spain seizes the Chinchn Islands, they 
will find out where -the Qhineha Islands are, but 
till then they will forget tbeir existenoe cotnforta 
hlv. We do not know that, provided the memory 
is wisely applied, this limitation of the strain upon 
it is at all injudicious, and at all events it cannot 
be helped. The mind, teach it (low you will, ess 
forget how to make G reek iambics, and the mass 
of men once released from compression will use tbe 
pleasant power, whether we like it or no. Only, 
life would be pleasautor to that mass if able editors 
would remember that this it the popular habit, and 
losoli directly a" well as by far-fotched and obscure 
allusion. ■ The man ia a Uildeliraud " tells then 
a good deal, but how much does it tell to tbe stock 
broker aged forty-five ?

The prophvutxi*, or meant of 
preventing taking cold, an the following, namely, 
exercise, baths, and food, and a due adaption -to 
the varying conditions of the air and water. A* 
guardians of the public health, we should with all 
our patients, and especially in our own families, 
insist on the proper clothing of children and young 
girls, for the protection and developmeat of their 
vital organ ; as well as a means of ssistance to 
their growth and strength as of preventing their 
taking cold. We should also deprecate the prac- 
tice of washing in warm water, and advorate daily 
cold water sponging or bathing, and should draw 
attention to the variations in the atmoaphesie, and 
explain their influence on the human bouy, and 
pomt out the necessity of regulating the clothing 
and habits accordingly, and explain to bronchial 
subjects the necessity of possessing, and the time 
and manner of using, a rtBpirator. — Honuoftlhic 
Review.

The Bishop or Natal ok JudiciaX Oaths. — The 
Right Rev. Dr. Coleneo has forwarded to the Society 
for Procuring the Abolition of Judicial Oaths a do- 
nation of two guineaa. accompanying his remittance 
with the following letter :— ■' 28. Sussex-place, Ken 
eintoo W.. March 80. 1854. Sir.— I cannot doubt 
that it is my duty to lend what support I can to the 
association for procuring tbe abolition of the practice 
of taking oaths in a court of justice, for the following 
reasons:— 1. The practice in question appears to 
me to be demoralising, as it teaches people to consi 
der that a lie. deliberately told in common life, with 
out an oaths is less wicked lhau a lie told under tbe 
sanction of an oatb. 2, It is superstitions, aa it 
implies that tlie Divine Judge will be more present 
when appealed to by an oath, than when a deliberate 
lie is told under ordinary circumstances. 8. It is 
illiberal, and contrary to the whole spirit of modern 
legislation, which recognises the principle thai the 
State should make no distinction between the subjects 
of the Queen on account of any difference in religi 
ous opinion, snd, above all, Bbould not persecute 
snd lay under civil disabilities in order to encourage 
and enforce certain forms of roligioos opiniou. 4. It 
is unjust, since the grosses! idolator, and the savage 
who knows nothing of the being of a God, are yet. ss 
subjects of tbe Quceo. admitted to give thoirevidsnce,

It felt as if iced. We had no trouble with the 
people. No dues were levied, nor fines demanded, 
though the Manganja were quite independent iu 
their tearing towards us. and strikingly different 
tVom what they aftet wards became. Our operations 
were confined chiefly to gaining the friendships of 
ttie different tribes, and imparting what information 
we couid with a view to induce thein to cultivate 
.cotum. F.ach fismily had its cotton patch : Booie of 
these were of considerable extent : one field, close to 
Zedzune. Cataract, I lately found to be 6TO paces on 
one side, and the cotton was of excellent quality, 
not requiring replanting ofiener than once iu three 
years, and do fear of injury by frost. Od remonstrat- 
ing with the ohief against telling their people into 
slavery, they justiBed themselves m tlje plea that 
none were sold except erimioala. ^Tbe' crime may 

. not always be very great, hot I conjecture, from the 
■ extreme ugliness of many slaves, that they are the 
degraded criminal classes ; and it is not fair to lake 
the typical negro from among them, any more than 
it would be to place" Bill Sykes, " or some of Punch' i 
,'garrolers. as the typical John Bull. When we had 
succeeded iu gaining the good will of the people 
which crowded the whole Snire Valley, the mission 
under the late Bishop Mackenzie came in;o the coun- 
try. Dr. Kirk had performed a journey from Mur- 
chisou's Cataracts across to Zelte, a Portuguese til. 
lag* upon the Zambesi. 8lave-hunters theu were 
sent along Dr. Silk's route by the sanction of the 
present Government, and railing themselves '■ my 
children." The scamps ! They joined themselve 
to another tiibe called the Ajawa. then in the act of 
migrating from the south east, and who had been 
accustomed toi take slaves annually down to Qui^. 
hmane.aDd other settlements on the coast. Furnish- 
ing the Ajawa with arms and ammunition, they 
found it eu«y to drive those who were armed only 
with bowa and arrows before them. When Dr. Kirk 
aud .Mr. Charles Livingstone and I went up to show 
Bishop Mackenzie on to the highlands, wo met a 
party of these Portuguese slavers coming with 48 
captives bound and lud towards Zetle. The head ol 

.the party we knew perfectly, having had him in our 
employment in Zelte. No force was employed, for 
even the slaves of the Governor knew that tbey were 
doing wrong, and fled leaving the whole of the cap. 
tivee ou our hands. Bishop Mackenzie received 
them gladly, and in a fertile country,, with land free, 
in the course of a year or two. might by training 
►O'lie 60 boys to habits of industry have rendered his 
mission independent as far as native support »» 
concerned Having been engaged iu the formation 
nl two missions in another part of the country, and 
having been faiuilar with the history of several, I 
never knew a mission undertaken under more favour- 
able- anspices The good Hi. hup had some 200 peo= 
pie entirely at this disposal, aud would soon have 
presented to the country an example of a free com 
inuhitv. supported by its own industry, where fail 
-aerihrgTOTttHje-ror^vhlc^ would have 

t reated immense influence , for wherever the English 
iisu-e is known it is associated with freedom aud fai 
play. We conducted Bishop Mackontie and part; 
up to the highlands, and after spending three or foil 
days with them returned, and never bad anv more 
connection with the conduct of that mission. We 
carried a boat past M urvhisuii's Cataraols, By these 
the river descends at five different leaps: of great 
beauty. 1200 feel in a distance of about 40' miles. 
Above that we hare 60 miles of fine deep rivers, 
flowing placidly but of Lake Nyassa. We touched! the 
bottom iu a bay with • line of 100. fathoms, and a 
tuihrrjrit oould find no bottom at 116 rathon*. It 
contains plenty offish, and great numbers of natives 
daily engage in catching them with nets, hooks, 
spears, torches, and poison.' The crocodiles, having 
plenty of fish to eat. rarely stuck men. It is from 
50 to (10 miles broad, and we saw at least 225 miles 
of its length. As seen from the Iske. it seoms sur- 
rounded by mouutaiiiB. awl from these furious 
storms come suddenly down and raise high boos. 
which are dangerous for a bost, but the native canoes 
are formed so as to go easily along the surface. The

Of this the Egbas complained, bill at that time we 
cared little for their complaints. Seven or eight 
months ago the Ikorodus organized a party and 
attacked suddenly the Egbas in their camp at 
Matcun. This of- course, while under the protec- 
tion of this government, they had no right to do 
without first consulting it.

Every one rejoiced then, because it wag 
believed that the immediate consequence would 
be the opening of the roads, and a revival of com- 
merce^ but the Egbas. could not think of return- 
ing home, laying down tb^nr.airms, and restuning 
the quiet occupations of farming and trad- 
ing. They must have a little more fighting, and 
no place seemed more to invite attack than Iko- 
rodu. The people of that place, all the time the 
Egbas were expending their time and energies 
in an almost purposeless war, were acquiring 
wealth by keeping open a market for us. The 
wealthy of their town had become more wealthy, 
and the poor had acquired property; while the 
people of Ahbeokuta had become poorer, except 
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Professor Roscoe on Light 

At the late meeting of the British Association, 
Professor Roscoe spoke of tbe power of the beat of 
the sun, stating that the force generated from one 
foot of the area / of the surface of that luminary was 
equal to the work which could be done by 7000 
horses.

of refuge amongst- us. What is it presumed tbe 
Egbas will do with their captives when they 
take Ikorodu P Every one knows — soil them to 
Dahomy or some other slave-dealing, people, as 
they have done ivith their lbadan captives: and 
aro we helping them to do this '? It was certainly 
bod enough for an Anti-Slavery people to use ef- 
forts to compel tho payment of a fine of slaves, 
but besides this, to aid in the destruction, of a 
prosperous ceiuutry. when we. know what the con- 
sequence of its destruction must be, is inconsis. 
font with every thing which renders our country 
respected among nations. Aud what ore we to 
gain by this? Some say the opening of trade with 
Abbcokuta We do uot behove it: on the con- 
trary, the only reason why we have now the roads 
ipen for cotton only and xitt for oil, and for ndn 
lays and not for all time, isitho existence ol this 
I'ery war with Ikorodu : whilo it is to be pre- 
sumed thst hnd tbe Kgbfts not been encouraged in 
indertake the war, thpy would have long ago gone 
home and resumed thoir arts of peace!" f ■

O'Connell as an Orator 



A stranger, bending his steps towards the hall of 
the Four Courts, enters the Court of Exchequer, and 
beholds a-portly figure standing in the centre of the 
inner bar, with head erect and shoulders thrown back ; 
ho is the very embodiment of oratorical power. 
Whatis hodoing? Assailing Mr. Attomey-Genoral 
Saurin : descanting upon the farrago of helpless ab- 
surdity with which that honourable gentleman bad 
regaled them ; ho is telling the court and Jury that 
the speech was distinguished by congenial, vulgarity, 
and contained no poetry at all : and with unusual 
daring iB browbeating the law-o(fl"(Sbrs and the court. 

at remarkable and most versatile man — that Her- 
culos amongst the orators — is Daniel O'Connell, 
or more frequently called Dan. 

Behold, again, that round and stalwart form. 
Again ho is seen in the Four Courts, pleading thcT 
cause of o-io who professed to havo been injured iu 
that which is dearest to all men — his personal ho- 
nour. I say professed, because the.- client was one 
of those- whoso own character was questionable; yet 
he caino forward, according to.tbo present usages of 
law, to demand .justice for a wrong" whioh he had 
of himself inflicted. The advocato pleaded tbe oauso 
with great energy and eloquence ; described the 
agony, real or assumed, felt by tho husband, and tho 
loss which ho had sustained from the alienation of 
the affections of Ii b wife, and brought toara to tho 
eyes of llic opposing counsel, who wsb likewise his 
political opponent and polemical antagonist — tho 
courteous and able Ned Litton. 

O'Connell had wonderful power over his audience, 
quite as great ns that possessed by Sheridan, or 
greater ; he could deal with any themo io a masterly 
manner. Noiv. in my judgement, it was a greater 
triumph to oxlract tears irom Ned Litton than a 
thousand pounds from a jury, because no one better 
knew thnn he did what a master of oratorical (lour- 
ish his celebrated opponent was. and no one had 
stronger political dislikes than Ned. The appear- 
ance of the orot-.r was greatly in his fovour : ho had 
acemmandiiig presence ; an oyo like Mars or Apollo ;

a voice soft and gentle, mellifluous or strong, over- 
whelming and terrible- the breathings of the Bute, or 
the roaring of the thund er. It was uol alone his voice 
ibat spoke ; his hand, his eve. his mootb. his foot. — 
each and all nana language of persuasion, coercion 
insinuation, or intimidation. Never in all my expe- 
rience of men hnve I known one who had such power 
ov»r the multitude : who so thoroughly ruled the peo- 
ple around him : who was 60 influential in swsyiug am" 
controling the minds and passions of his audience, or 
who had more completely within his grasp the reins 
of the political Pegasus. Hia scowl was terrible, his 
anathema withering, hia revenge crushing. I have 
seen a description of Brougham and O'Connell. in 
uhich it was said Brougham scalped hia enemies, 
while 0"Connell contented liin-.self with having killed 
■them : bat in my opinion Brougham never excelled, 
O'Connell io the use of the soalping-knife 
He nmr brooked a stogie yoiea that calmed not with a Is own, 
Or von, when at tad power tucrusa, a rival near the throne. 
He never spared a friend or tV If each eooM aurre bis turn : 
As prone to latter and lo fcwn, as curse, condemn, aod sporn. 
When wa« be ever known 10 aide or cheek bis scathing hale 1 
Who bold enough again lo brave bis matchless •Billingsgate ? 
Let poet* paint the good and bad wltb an Impa. lial pen— 
The arandest, blandest, boldest, coldest, best and worst ol 
men! 

1 wrote the foregoing lines at the foot of a poem by 
Denis Florence M'Curthy. which I need not sav was 
unlimited praise : and I ask any caudid person to as- 
sert that any human being deservea such nu eulogium 
, as tliis. If anyone doubts Mr. C ConneU s ability to 
abuse iu the most genuine Billingsgate style, let him 
road the dialogue between hira and Biddy Moriarty. 
when, in mathematical parlance, he called her a whis- 
ky-driuking parallelogram, and the potter-swipiug 
biuiilitude of the bisecliou of a vortex. 

1 have seen O'Connell upon very great occasions : I 
have seen him conducting a great case at Nisi Prius . 
I have seen him on his political rostrum iu the Corn 
Exchange : I have seen him at Tara an uncrowned 
king : I hkve beard him in all hia moods — tender, fe. 
rooious. apathetic humorous, scornful, political, poet- 
ieal, polemical— and I hesitate not to say that he 
touched each chord with the hand of a uinster. There 
was a time when I listened tohim spell-bound, rivet- 
ed ia the Bpot, and wondering how such an orator 
could have been produced. I am iu many respects 
disenchanted : and it ia my opinion that, after the 



inequal to the occasion requiring his abilities. He 
was always self-sustained, self-reliant, and com- 
manding. I have not, as 1 have already said, any 
reason personally to liko or dislike him : still i 
cannot help admiring the great power which he 
possessed, the mighty lever of eloquence, experience, 
and energy, by means of which he moved bis fol- 
lowers. — Temple Bar. 



Ban Domingo. 

Latest dates from San Domingo are to the 4th 
Sept. On the morning of the 30tb of August, lien- 
em! Gandaja attacked the insurgeul positions near 
Puerto Plata, and carried them all after a coutest 
which lasted from 0 o'clock till 11 in the forenoon. 
The works consisted of an intreuchment. with a wide 
ditch in front, and 1200 metres long, flanked by 
three redoubts, armed with six pieces of artillery, 
the armament »f one being two 34-pounders. The 
attacking force, about 6000 strong — mostly from the 
garrison at Monte Christi— advancetTiu four columns, 
led by the generol-in-chief in person and on foot. 
The loss of the insurgents is not given, while that 
of the Spaniards is set down at 8 killed. 92 wound- 
ed, and :10 or -10 " contused." General Benito Mar- 
lines, commanding the insurgeuta ' artillery, was left 
alonsv in one of the redoubts, and was there bayonet 
ed while endeavouring to work one of theguua. "Ihe 
victors captured everything in the works and camp. 
The blow is considered a severe one. and as npeninp 
the road to Santiago. As usual, when tbe Domini- 
cans found that their fire could not check the ene- 
my's advance, they fled iugloriously . Consequent 
lv. iheir losses cannot be heavy. The total coat of 
St. Domingo U)/*»|iahn. from the occupation up to the 
80th June of this year, is within a, fraction of SO. 
000.000 dols., dead loss. This is official. In the 
neighbourhood of San Domingo ciiv. and in other 
parta thero h:ts been occasional skirmishing, but 
i no action of importance. During the summer the 
smallpox raged violently in the capital, but at last 
accounts the public hoalth was improving.

We are sorry to find that the folly so .com- 
mon in our sister colony of Sierra LeoDe, of 
rejecting good English coins because they might 
Us somewhat plain, ib very prevalent here now. 
We care not how or by whom this folly was in- 
troduced amongst us, but it is certainly time 
that every one should understand that such ooins , 
as long the devices impressed upon them are per- 
ceptible, are a legal tender, and any one refusing 
them is liable to puuisUment. 

Another nuisance, ako imported from " Town," 
and for the introduction of which a late post- 
master, now filling very worthily a higher offi- 
cial position, is responsible, u Tftfirsibg four-pen- 
ny pieces, except as three-pennies. The value 
of fonr-pence every where w four pence, and, as 
in the former case, it is a violation of law uot to 
accept them at their proper value. 

The last and perhaps the greatest of these 
nuisances, is the depreciation of the copper (or 
bronze) currency- -The equivalent of a silver 
three-pence, at the present value of cowries, is 
ten strings, and hence the value of one penny- 
is three strings and thirteen cowries ; instead of 
this, one cannot obtain more than 2J strings for 
them, very much to the injury of those who have 
only pennies with which to provide for their 
daily wants— in fact causing a loss of twenty- 
five ]>er cent. 

For the general advantage we give herewith 
the equivalent in cowries of each of our coins, 
from one shilling.

Death of Jules Gerard 

Tun melancholy intelligence has_been received nf 



the death of M Jules Gerard, the celebrated travel- 
ler, better known under the name of the " lion-kil- 
ler."' M. Gdrsttl '» wiu to hare been drowned in 
ihe river Jong. 120 miles from Sierra Leone, while 
upon an exploring expedition. At the time of hia death 
Jules Gerard was about forty years of sge. Speak- 
O/on-oooo'ico. inp; of his childhood, he used to describe himself as 
a frail and limid child, longing to become a strong 
and courageous man. that he might become a pro- 
lector of lho bereaved. " This it was," ho ssid. "that 
made me ' Tho Lion-killer ; - this has been the mo- 
tive which lea roe to measure my strength with iho 
King of the Creation— wilh thai formidablo glint 
against whom I do not fear to mako war— poor 
dwarf that I am !-adverssries ; lifo for lifo chanco 
for ehanee, and God alone to witness lho light.

This being the nature of Jules Geraftl, wo^re not 
surprised to learn that "at ten years old 1 used to

In these he 
received his ■■ baptism of fire and blood." and highly 
distinguished himself during the ceremony. One 
day. while in garrison at Guelma, be was told that a 
terrible Old lion, long the terror of the Arefce, had 
tome down from the mountains, and was ravaging 
tbe country up to the very gates of the town. The 
natives were, as usual, stameneS with fear, and Ge- 
rard resolved to rid them -of their enemy or peswh in 
its jaw. He sought oat the Hon, killed him. and felt 
that a new career wis opened to Bin. This be has 
followed more or less, ever since, with great success. 
He has slain aany lions, which Wore were per- 
mitted, through dread* to oome down" to the Arab 
down, ravaging when and where they pleased. In 
this way the late Jules Gerard earned the gratitude 
of the Arabs fairly : but be took no reward from them. 
He hunted pertly from a love of sport, and partly 
from regard to Arab life and property ; and carefully 
kept his famV bright by accepting no fee for his 
services.

•na ka'o'e case of 'ate veers was that of a woman 
named Anne Detiise, who died in Paris only a few 
years since. This uuforRmate person was afflicted 
*ith bulimy from her infancy, and' while still a young 
rirl used to devour as much as 10!b of bread daily. 
Though not in indigent circumstances, ahe wss twice, 
arrested for stealing bread to satisfy her hunger. She 
ivas atleogtb admitted into the Salpltriere and placed 
under tbe treatment of Drs. Esquirol a nd arxutssat, 
but to no purpose, for she left the Salpetriere as vo- 
racious as ever. Her hunger varied in intensity ; at 
ordinary times she could manage with 131b. of bread 
per day, but for three or four mouths of the year (be 
would eat from 20ft. \o 211b.. and for ten consecutive 
years her appetite was greatly aggravated in spring 
On one occasion, when she had thought of keeping 
Good Friday as a fast day. she ate more tbau 'dtflbs. 
of food in 91 hours. As she advanced in yean her 
appetite became depraved, and she took a lilting to 
grass and flowers, especially butter-cups, of which 
she would gather and eat sn immense qusn'titr. 
To relieve the colics caused by this unnatural food 
she used to drink brandy, of which she became in- 
ordinately fond, and at last died a few houre after 
taking a whole litre at once. When ou her desth-

Another reason wby he thought ike Nyanza could 
not be the Source of the Nile was that the periods 
of ihe alleged greatest elevation of iko water did 
Dot correspond wiih the overflow of ihai river 
The word Nyanza is applied by ihe African iribef 
to any body of waier. Nyaza and Nyanza being in. 
differently used wiih the same signification. The 
Monntinna of the Moon, which woro laid down in 
some of Captain Speke's early maps, had. he said 
really no existence, or ai least ihcro was no range 
of mouuioins of Bnch a magnitude as had been des- 
cribed. The lunar roouniains were represented to 
be of the form ofahorso shoe, and to encloso the 
north end of Hie lake Tanganeikn, some of the moun- 
tains being said to be 10.000 foot high.

Because 
ihe latter have expressed their dissatibfaclion of ihe 
general state of things, and of the manner in which 
Lagos was annexed to ihe British Crown, they are 
consequently looked down upon, tho intelligent onos 
among us and our children are counted upstarts, in- 
terlopers.

brious terms ; that tho most hiimhle suggestions 
from us are visited with the abuse, scandal and per- 
secution of tho aiuhoriiios.

gour of early manhood he shewed tbat while the 
childish capacity for activity and eujoyment remained, 
the intelloct had become so far expanded as to render 
the pleasures of this age of a high order. Comparing 
the athletic games of tbe ancients with modem pur- 
suits, he noticed tbe advantages which tbe general 
diffusion of education affords to youngmen at present. 
He then, looking at youth as the season of hops, 
argued that tbe happiness drawn from anticipation j*.

nnd that, though tho hopes which are formed Til 
a fairy glamour deceive the vision, tliey are yet uW 
great incentive to exertion. Labour, if not it) exoess.

of age. went on to give Alexander. Napoleon, Ac., aa 
examples of what youth may effect. Youth again ho 
said, is the period of acquisition, uiietber intellectu- 
ally or pecuniarily, and the absence nf the necessity 
for struggling ofteu brings satiety. He ad.ised lust 
none should give up tbe attempt to couliiiue to leam. 
and school tuition should bo regarded merely as tbs 
means to that end. 

Lastly, tbe lecturer dwolt upon the fact that this 
time is tbe one at wh tch salvation must be secured : 
as this is the one object of all existence, so it is tbe 
unemost important at this age. Childhood is too young 
— more advanoed life too apathetic. Choice must be 
made at this period as exporienoe teaches. He said 
that tbe opportunities tbeo in the grasp, if neglected, 
were lo*t, either hy self indulgence . which too ofieo is 
oonsidered exouaable at this age : by procrastination, 
which indolence and worldly interest continue nnui* 
it is too. late to alter, or by a deliberate choice ol 
the world and its pursuit*. That this latter condition 
waa frequently tho most dangerous of the throe, as 
outward proprieties were preeervod and people deceiv- 
ed themselves with tho idea that they were doing 
every thing necessary to secure thoir happiness in 
both worlds. Tbe lecturer ooucludod by urging his 
hearers not to deceive themselves by any of these 
erros. but. by employing the present hours profitably, 
to onsuro an age of calm confidence iua future of 
happiness. 

The lecture was agreeably illustrated by quotations 
from Young and other able authors.

One thing I regret exceedingly is 
that the names of the memorialists were not attach 
ed to the document as it appeared in your paper, 
for the word* H Sierra Leone emigrants and 
their children'* used in it include us all, and will 
cause some portion of the opprobrium so justly 
merited by its promoters to fall on those who have 
had no pert or lot in the matter." and who enter 
tain ideas more in consonance with your own. I 
heartily agree with you in your expressions of 
hatred " for a slave dealer in any akin," and think 
that a negro advocate of slavery should be favour, 
ed with the advantage of living under the system 
he so much admires. The memorialit* seen to 
have forgotten the time when the tenure of their 
lives ami property waa held at the caprice of a 
king influenced, as all African kings are. by a few 
presen ts ; I should like to know what justice a poor 
man could obtain under such circtirnstancea. 7V 
Iteum iaaaaanu, that state of thing* ha* passed 
let those who pine for the h»ppr days' gone by, 
go further, we will wait to seo how they snail fare, 
ft is quite a satisfaction to know that one can 
not now be ordered out of this place at a moment's 
notice, aa was very lately the case with a mer 
chant at Port Novo. 

At a meeting of tho Wealeyan Missionary Socie 
ty . held some evenings since. I observed with plea- 
sure the manner in wbich some of tho speakers 
pointed out the evil of such a desire as that foi 
a return of slavery. Bishop Crowther's speech 
especially, whether intended or not as such, was 
a direct and decided reproach to the memorialists, 
when he told those present of tho vast amount of 
money and life expended on the people of Sierra 
Leone to free them from tbe chains of the man. 
stealer and from brutish ignorance. 

Do you think. Mr. Editor, that cither of the me- 
morialists, would relish having his wde or child 
torn from him and held as a Blare or pawn for a 
debt which some sudden commercial change might 
porvent his liquidating, or for a debWhat he did 
not owe- for such waa the style in the good old 
times. If either of them would like it 1 think it 



a pity, but for tbe sufferers b sake, to deprive him 
of bis desire. 1. and not 1 alone, would willingly 
become an agent in any scheme for gratifying 
him. 

I must observe however that I think, the pro- 
duction of the infamous memorial arose rather 
from ignorance, and a desire of the parties forward- 
io it. to have their names mentioned in tbe Com- 
missioner's report, than from any real desire for a 
return of the old state of things : and 1 have no 
doubt that they will ovontually discover their 
ejjrogioue folly, and we shall hsve a voluntary 
recantation of their error.

Da. H. Kales, Coroner, held an inquest ou 
Wednesday afternoon last ou the body of Lucy 
Oshunkeye, a native woman, who died suddenly 
on the same morning.. It seems that another 
woman named Fhye living id the same house 
with the deceased, having- lost some snuff, was 
complaining of her loss rather Iwutcjouflly, aud 
invoking, as is usual among these people, some 
terrible imprecations on the person who had rtol- 
it Thu displeased, Jju ey very much, and she 
told Fa ye to leave the house, or she herself weald 
do so. A very exciting quarrel ensued, and finally 
a fight between the parties. They were separated 
however by those who were standing near \>ut 
Lucy, still strove to renew the fight. While in 
this state she suddenly became faint and wits 
placed in a seat, when it was found that she was 
dead. 

The pott mortem examination disclosed tho 
fact that death was caused hy a rupture of the 
heart which, apparently 7 want for a long time' 
ulcerated, the ulcer almost penetrating tho lofi. 
auricle. According to the testimony of Dr. 

who made the examination, she could not 
have lived many wcek*,the disease having so far 
advanoed that any undue excitement would bu 
sufficient to cause death. 

The Coroner decided in accordance with tbe 
above tacts, and tho woman w ith whom she was 
fighting, who had not inflicted on the deceased 
even the slightest bruise was discharged, not 
without a sound lecture from the Coroner against

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Science 6f Headache. 

(M. L. Holbrooi, M. D-, in - Home Journaf) 

Pats in the head, or headache no doubt has its 
pathological condition in excessive action of the nerve 
centres, or (hose tissues and membranes highly en- 
dowed with nerve ramifications. It may be in the 
muscles of the head, in tbe periosteum, or in the 
brain substance. Tt may have a Multitude of causes. 
A blow on the head may occasion it A tumour may 
be the exciting caw. Ardent spirits may eicite it 
Intense excitement of the nervous system, exposure 
to a cold, damp atmosphere, or to foul air in which 
is much carbonlo acid gas, or too hot sunshine, often 
produce headache. 

" I have littTe doubt that it is often caused by bad 
air in pereous whose habits otherwise are, in tbe main, 
correct- dD» tendency^ of the cjttittoed; and impure 
air in uiiventilausd bedrooma, crowded and overheated 
churches, sshocl-houses, sod |>lac*» of public resort, to 
produce headache, ia proverbial. Anything that 
tends to prevent the complete aeration of the blood, 
as sedentary habits, want of exercise, improper bodily 
positions, as bending oyer school desks, stooping, as 
in setting, may, and often does, result in this disease. 
Corsets and tight clothing about the waist prevent 
the complete oxygenizatiou of the blood by thorough 
respiration, in the same way that confined air and 
want of exercise do, and often result in headache. 

'■ Excessive exertion of any function; may produce 
headache. An extra exertion of the muscular system, 
particularly if in cloBe rooms, or where the feet are 
kept cold and damp, and the bead dry and hot, or 
the violent exercise of any passion or emotion not 
utifrequeutly produces this disorder. Many causes 
occur-as the effect of exposure to hot sonBhine. Hot 
cakes with melted butter, bakers' bread, rich gravies 
and condiments, the indigestible and obstructing 
dressings used on turkeys and chichens on thanks- 
giving and other similar occasions, produce much of 
the headache, and often more dangerous diseases, 
■trhioh so often occur after holidays. 1 once knew s 
person who almost always had headache after eating 
old cheese, aud another who rarely failed to have an 
attack after sating buckwheat cakes covered with but- 
ter and molassos. 

" Headache is not a dangerous disease, but it is a 
very annoying on*. To. feel as if you must be a 
-martyr to it periodlcaIly T for'a lifetime, is not very 
pleasant, particularly when it is prone to appear at 
' those times when you have, or desire to make, more 
than ordinary oxortions. To be unable to make any 
engagement without fearing that it may cither pre 
vont your fulfilling it, or deslroy-yoor plcasuroor use 
fulness, is certainly most annoying.

Thk positions of the member, the bishop, and the 
je/itic differ only in degree. They all of them de- 
serve our respect just so far as what tbey say to us 
is true and important. Or, to take another parallel, 
who has a greater claim on our reverooce, viewed in 
the abstract, than the soldier fighting, and perhaps 
dying, in his country's service ? Is it, therefore, in- 
cumbent npon a young lady to look with awe and 
veneration npon every officer with whom she dances 
at a regimental ball ? Tbe rights of a Lee or Have 
lock are not inherent in every subaltern with, at most, 
two ideas in his head, and total inability to pnt even 
these together ; and it is difficult to see in what the 
difference between this and the last case consists, or 
why the clergy are to enjoy an estimation, apart alike 
from professional duties and personal merits, which 

To csrto to our!ot«W-«rx»nrple--i<hat of old age. 
Here it is important to distinguish between two dif. 
ferent seVreea in which the- word' <*Mvorenee " is used. 
We employ it sometimes to describe the sentiment 
which we feel towards weakness. In this, its second- 
ary and analogical signification, reverence is due to 
woqjen, simply In right of their sex ; to children and 
sick people, because they are helpless ; and in a cer 
tain way to lunatios, and even to drunken men. be 
cause they have no control over themselves. In this 
acceptation of the term every old man and woman 
has no doubt a just claim on our reverence. Extreme 
old age must always be weak, and, accordingly, it has 
the common right of weakness to forbearance and 
consideration. But this is not all what people intend 
when they speak of old age being venerable. They 
do not mean merely that it is to be borne with and 
humoured, and not contradicted except for its own 
good — to be regarded, in short, with a feeling some- 
what akin to that which prevents a gentleman from 
noticing an angry woman's abuse or returning s 
drunken man's blow. The veneration claimed for it 
is of the positive order. It is that which is called 
forth by strength oi.some kind — the reverence which 
we pay to women because' of their goodness, to chil- 
dren because of their innocence, to sick people be- 
cause of their patience. So in like manner we revere 
matured wisdom, extensive knowledge, proved virtue; 
and when .thaw ara.tbe .accempanimeuts of old age 
there is no mors appropriate object of veneration, in 
the truest sense of tbe term. But. unfortunately, 
old people arq not invested with these qualities sim- 
ply iu right of their .voire ; and if ifhappens that they 



a true proverb that no man ia a hero lo his valet 
and perhaps that Eobert Aske of whom Mr. Fronde' 
tells us in his history of the Pilgrimage of Grace, was 
an exception to this universal rule. But thcro must 
have been something better than reverence in the 
heart of the servant who, when he hoard that Asks 
was a prisoner, '* did oast himself upon his bed and 
cry, ■ Oh, my master ! oh. my muter I ' and there, 
ivith did die of sorrow.

'' The kidneys need only pure water as a beverage 
in addition to the fluids found in ripe fruits to be

" To treat a case of sick headache, in addition to 
the preventive measures mentioned, we may use, 
during the attack, the following: — The patient should 
occupy a cool, dry, and well-ventilatod room ; place 
the feet in hot water for a few minutes to increase the 
circulation in them, and withdraw it from the head 
drink rather freely of warm water) so as to either pro- 
duce vomiting or to dilute tho offending matters in the 
stomach, and make their removal more easy. If 
there is fever, a sponge bath will afford much relief. 
Cloths, wet in the coldest water, should be applied 
"to the head, ant) frequently changed. Sometimes a 
showering of the head in cold water will give iustau 
laueous relief. Warm or cold fomentations as are 
most agreeable over the stomach and abdomen are 
very valuable. A copious injection of tepid watsr 
into the bowels will prove highly serviceable.

Vice President Johnson on Eman- 
cipation In Tennessee. 

The Cincinnati Gazette publishes a report of a re- 
markable speech delivered by Gorernor Johnson, of 
Tennessee, a few pays before his election to the Vibe. 
Presidency. He spoke from the steps of the Capital, 
and his audience consisted of the entire coloured po- 
pulation of Nashville. The proceedings, took place at 
night, and over the vast crowd tbe torches and trans, 
parencies. closely gathered together ' near the speak, 
er, cast a ruddy glow. The -Governor commenced ht$ 
speech.af follows T 

" Coronas! inert of Nashville'. Y«» have all heard 
of the President's proclamation, by which ho an. 
nounced to the world that. the slaves iu a Urge por- 
tion of tho seceded States were thenceforth and for 
ever free. For certain reasons, which seemed wise 
to the President, the benefits of that proclamation 
did not extend to you or to your nativo State. Many 
of you consequently were left in bondage. The task- 
master's scourge was not yet broken, and tho fetters 
still galled your limba. Gradually this iniquity has 
been passing away, but the hour has come when tho 
last vestiges of it must bo removed. Consequent . 
1, too, without reference to the Presideutor any other 
person, have a proclamation to make: and, standing 
here upon the steps of the Capitol, with the past his- 
lory of the State to witness, the present condition to 
guide, end its future to encourago nie, I. Andre* 
Johnson, do hereby proclaim freedom, full, brand, and 
unconditional, to every man in Tennessee."

\Vk waste no words thin morning in arguin^'thal 
the plot to bunt New York, which failed, on IVidny 
night, was a rebel plot.

Wo owe our safety to tho promptness of the 
police and of tho fir* department, and not less to 
the incredible stupidity of tho agents who were 
bird to carry out a scheme- which in itself was in- 
geniously conceived and carefully premeditatod. 
ISut let that pass : for ihe event, like every event, 
contains a lesson for tho fuluro. 

Goucrel Dii. who is intrusted by tho Govern- 
ment wiih the military administration of this de- 
partment, iisued two orders on Saturday m refer- 
ence to this attempt lo burn Ihe city.

W ;H Tho roaaon why thoy said lajvs instead of law, and con- 
sequently why tho abbreviation is L L. D. instead of 
L. D. is. lhal ihere wore two bodies or systems of law- 
studied and laughl ir uhweiutiivereiitos, the civil law 
and the canon law, aucTtho person docteruted must bo 
a master of both. We say in this country of a dis- 
tinguished .judge or advocate that be is learned in 
the law. Xot so in the Middle Ages. They said of 
such a person,, that bo was learned in ihe laws. 
Whal Iho coEimon law is lo Englishmen and Ameri- 
cans were and, are tho civil and canon laws to most 
Europeans. Tho difference between these three 
bodies of law is a point worth noticing. 

The Common l>nw is the law of Kugbind. It wns 
a homo growth on Kuglish soil, and no exotic fiiitli a 
foreign land. It was not introduced, it grew. It 
was slowly devclopc-1 out of tho common relation* 
between man and man -by the decisions of judges 
who woro guided mainly by tho principles of justice. 
These decisions bccame-preccdents mere or less to 
succeeding judges, who also applied similar priilci- 

Sles. to new cases as they arose, and thus still further 
evsloped the law. Thd* principle* of natural equity 
are so vital and constant, that a Syslom of jurispru- 
dence that rests back on them, rather tlum on statute* 
and dicta, and allows itself lo bo modilied by them, 
is necessarily k living product ; ami thorcwu-o the 
c i>uiuie>u law, whilo iu euic sense' it it the ^auie >ys« 
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tem from age to age, is growing all the time, is shap 
log and adapting itself to new relations in society and 
new cases in litigation. It is alive : and although 
susceptible at any one time of being digested, in • 
code which exhibit tbe exact present state of the law. 
the vital principles of the law itself will work on out- 
side of the code as well as within it, will decide ne« 
cases, will enlarge the law, and will, after a while 
require a new codification. Mereover, like every, 
thing else that is vital, the cammon law sloughs off 
the useless and obsolete, as a snake does his akin 
and thoogh naturally conservative, is also necessarily 
progressive. This common law, which is tbe natural 
heritage of all Englishmen . belongs just as much to 
Americans. Oar ancestors enjoyed it and helped to 
develops it in England, and brought it with tbem as 
a sacred treasure to these shores. It lies at the foun- 
dation of the jurisprudence of every one of oar states 
Louisiana alone excepted. It has been modified and 
developed in all the states, according to tbe social 
condition and legal exigencies of each It has been 
codiflod in some of the states, as in New York ; it 
has been incorporated into statutes in others as in 
Massachusetts ; but it remains in all a vigorous sys- 
tem still, instinct with manly rights, and full of the 
very breath of liberty. It is tbe greatest glory of 
England, and has contributed quite as much as their 
political system to tbe booslsd freedom of English 
rem. 

The civil law, on the other band, is the ancient 
Roman law. ] It is less flexible and vital than tbe 
English law. TirFas perfect in its forms as tbe other ir 
admirable in its spirit. It knows nothing of any 
jury (the jury is a purely English institution), but 
leaves everything, facta and law. W the judge. The 
Romans above any people that has ever lived on tbe 
face of the earth were a nation of citizens. The 
citizens feeling during all the best sges of the Re- 
public predominated over every other feeling. Every, 
thing was subordinated to the State. Bat tbe State 
was a city. It was home. There was the sharpest 
contrast shown between tbe citizen and the non. 
citizen, as well as between! the free.nisn and tbe slave. 
To be a Roman citizen wes honor enough, and gene- 
rally protection enough, anywhere. Among a people 
who were so pre. eminently citizens! the forms of 
municipal lew were well nigh perfected. The rela- 
tion of citizen to citizen in marriage, in inheritance, 
in traffic, in debt, in court, in house, end in city, are 
»owhere..more sharply and equitably .defined (Han in 
tbe Soman law. Accordingly, the Roman law* sur- 
vived wheu the Roman dominion perished. And 
eveu in England itself, and in the United States also : 
the Admiralty Courts are guided by the forma and 
precedents of the civil law. That is the reason why 
we have no jnrv in prize ensee. Judge Belts, in bis 
prize courts in New York, adjudicates upon millions 
of dollars of properly without the Bign of a jury, 
That is Roman, not English. All tbe German Slates 
have the civil lnw. It is studied in thoir universities, 
just as Blacksinne is studied in our law school. And 
tbe fa mom's Code Napoleon in Franco, which is said 
to reflect so much honour on-tlio first Bonaparte, is 
"dvmveiriSbsiantiallyJrontthe civil law. It is, be- 
yond doubt, a moBt admirable municipal codo : and 
what wealth of legal wisdom most not the civil lav. 
contain, when so many and such divers States can 
draw from it the eubstanoe of thoir laws ! — Springfield 
Republican.

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Woman's DreSs 

The dress of woman will never le rid of its pre- 
sent absurdities — ita cumbrousncss, its extravagon- 
vie», its elslmrate nothings, its meaningless changes 
mid ils si ill more meaningless attachment to prepos- 
terons styles — until ibe ebjecis to be secured in dress- 
ing lire understood and placed in their proper order. 
These are (after, mere protection io the body) : 1st, 
health ; 2nd. comfort ; 3rd, beauty. Of two siyles 
f,[udillj healthful, that which is the more comfortable 
is to be preferred ; of iwo equally healthful and com- 
fortable, the more beautiful should have the prefer- 
once : but we should never sacrifice >be comfortable 
io the beautiful, nor the healthful to the apparently 
comfortable. For. although an onhealthful dress is 
never really comfortable, yet custom or whim trill of- 
ten mako a person insist that it is so ; as to those un- 
used to a pure atmosphere, warm, vitiated air seems 
more agreeable than cool, pure air. 

These rales are pjenerally inverted in woman's dress, 
and yet ibey are in essence the same as those applied 
in every department of art and manufactures,- What 
would be thought of an architect who should sit down 
to plan a church with bat the one idea of beauty in 
his mind ? What kind of a struciure would a bridge 
bo, if the primary regard were paid to making it 
nrreeable to the eye, and only a secondary or remote 
■mention given to the Uses it was to subserve ? Yet 
churches, bridges, furniture, machinery are all made 
handsome when desired, by adapting the ornamenta- 
tion to the object ornamented, and noi the object to 
ilio ornaments. So is it in nature. Every blade of 
grass, every corolla, however fine its tenure and de 
licale its tint, answers a purpose, is made for some 
cud, and must fulfill thai eud. But In the dress ol 
woman it is required that the eye be satisfied at any 
cost ; consequently health is disregarded, comfort 
and use unihought of. Yet, notwithstanding ibis su- 
premo regard — in fact, because of it— we get not 
. even beauty itself; for that apparel is beautiful which 
sets off the face and figure to advantago, sod bow 
will our eommon fashions stand ibis test '/ bow would 1 
they look in sculpture '! A few persons have foaturcs 
and forme so Hue thai no style of dress could make 
them look* otherwise than attractive, while some 
others have such exquisite taste, that, whatever tbe 
style, under their manipulations, it seems the most 
graceful possible te be worn > bat the vsst majority 
of women of all stations fall utterly of grace iu their 
flatly dress, and. gaining neither of the other two 
desiderais. they thus secure uo other end above ibat 
of the somicivilizod — tho simplo one of hsviog tbc 
body covered. 

One would suppose in ibe oppressive numbor of in 
toresis at the prosent dsy — amid all ihere is to do 
mid to learn ; all there is to see and to hear ; all ihe 
people ihcre are to help, and ell the books to road 
women would like that which is so sirictly personal 
as iheir own garments to combino iho grostosi 
amount of health, comfort, and beauty with the least 
outlay of lima, labour, and expense. Instead of that, 
they have an aitire which sacrifices health, is entirely 
inconsistent with comfort, as boys and men under- 
stand oomfort, and at the same lime requires, to make 



makes tbe *' ears *' longer or shorter, and ibe whole 
more distressing and useless, if possible, to Ibe bead 
than before ; and forthwith every woman rushes to 
buy a bonnet after ibe new pattern. Ex uno disct 
mu. When women shall hare learned in lime to 
pot ihc objects of dress in their right order, there 
will be seen s greater revolution in the form of their 
apparel than the world h*a-yei dreamt of in its phi 
losopby. G.

We have said that no living great example can come 
io us now without some accompanying drawback. Peo 
pie's excellence at one point leaves them open at an- 
other. A nice balance of duties is the rareei of all ex- 
amples, and indeed hardly produces a pictnre striking 
enough for general attention. Strong-minded ladies 
argue that obedient wives make bid mothers — weak, 
or negligent, or cold to their children's interests. 
These are: in ' fact, the obvious temptations of the 
''obedient" type of character, which observation 
shows, but which history, biography, and auecdote say 
nothing about. Again, tbe house conducted with 
model regularity has iu secrets which we see or 
suspect j somebody suffers to keep the machinery in 
exact order : the example of public active benevolence 
leaves things at home all at sixes and sevens ; tbe ex

Perhaps ^ 0 
difference may lie in seriousness of intention. Ii a 
a dignified thing intellectually to be a good example . 
io point a moral with effect requires a certain strength 
aadcouiinuiljr ol will which are no l common qualities- 
These are the people who influence more than their 
own generaiion for good or evil, who keep np the see. 
saw of reaction, and who. especially as warnings, ob- 
scure the working of precept and right reason in the 
observer: for whai man in sight of some notable ex- 
amplo of an error issuing in its legitimate conse- 
quences, is safe from that blind instinct of precaution 
which, accepting prncikstl experience as a gnide. and 
full of the evil ii knows, foigets every other alternative 
under the perdominating impression ? — Saturday 
Revitu. 



Death of Professor Silliman. 

The "great light'' of natural science in America 
is removed. Professor SilUman, of Yale College 
who has stood fof nearly sixiy years the acknowledged' 
head of all our philosophers in these sciences, has 
been called io hia rest. He died in his bed, on 
Thanksgiving morning. Nov. 2t. in the 8rjth year of

when he became Emeritus Professor, and thoncefor^ 
ward discontinued his labours iu college.

Professor Silliman mingled in the reunions of the 
lost college commenccmeni. in July, wtiii his usual 
vivacity and cordial amenily: but it was plain to be 
seen thai the last five yean had told upon the firm, 
nesa of his step and bis power of endurance on pub- 
lic occasions, lie was unwell week before lasi. «j»b 
to be prevented from atitendance at ihe laying of the 
corner-atone of the Hall of Art, to be built for the 
college by Ihe munificence of Mr. Street as ibe fin>t 
Slop in the eniire arcbiteciural renovation of tho 
college buildings, in which he had taken a deep and 
fatherly interest, But he seemed entirely recovered 
last week, and airoke on Thanksgiving tuoruing in 
his usual'healih. telling Ins wife what a refreshing 
night he bad passed, and hoping to join in tin Thanks- 
giving services. Uo ihen. as had been his custom 
for many years, prayed with his wife before rising, 
and repealed a morning hymn. 11 rs. Silliman loll 
hint in bod. He (old her very affectionately bow 
much ho was indebted to her kindness for Ins uiinfort. 
and received her few words in reply. Presently bo 
>aid. in a quick ui-iitucr, ■' Lift up my head." She 
was by his side in an instaui. and put her hand un- 
der his houd io raise it. but found it a dead weight 
ou her hand. Life was already gono. A most Siting 
eud of a most beautilul life. Tho model organism, 
so balanced in all its parts. and so true and regulated 
in its movements had ruu its full lime — aud slopped.

Thore are people so keenly critical, so open 
to tho faults of others, that their own line is simply 
an avoidance of mistakes ,- ail their wit and pains arc 
bestowed on shunning the errors of ibis course and 
thaU Ii is not an unpleasant exercise of ingenuity 
and practice. Practice- makes them so acutely alive 
to blunders and false principles that in lime their 
own perception goes out in ibis line, and their own 
career is left to aocident. Iu avoiding this man's 
over care, that man's indifference to appearances, such 
one's system of education, so-and-so's religious pe- 
culiarities, iu declaring against the prevailing fashion 
on one side, or strictness ou tho other, their own 
course takes no shape or consistency ; for we can hard- 
ly adopt a course, or shape out for ourselves a plan of 
life, or conduct ourselves on anysystem, without having 
some ideal, some pattern logo by. without having dis- 
tinctly approved much in ibe conduct and judgement 
>f other*, and so far thought them worthy of imitation 
This notion of progress solely by waTniug must eud 
in lakiug ihe reverse of wrong for right, for it des- 
troys ibe consiruoiivo elcmcm 

In looking around us, wo observo, without being

apprenticeship of fourt-oen years. If tho docroe i 
properly and effectually executed, it will release the 
emancipados of whose pondage, contrary to treaty 
engagements, Lord Palmorston Spoke at the end 
of last session — emancipados assigned to t he caro of 
tho Brazilian Qovenrment by the English and 
Brazilian Mixed Commission of Bio de Janeiro, 
which ceased to exist in 1845.

comber 28. 1833, have expired, are set free. Tito 
letters of emancipation of those Africans will bo 
prepared with tho greatest speed, and without any 
exist to thorn, by tho Judge of Orphans of the capi- 
tal and captains of provinces, observing the form 
hitherto adopted ; and for th'is purpose tho Go- 
vcmniont in the capital and the residents of ihe 
provinces will give tho necessary orders." It need 
not be said that thiB is a consequence of the speech 
of Lord Palmerston about theso emameipadoi, the 
report of which reached Rio in tho middloof Au-

For se- 
veral years past the Free African Wages Fund has 
formed part of the imperial budget, and has been 
expended with other funds of public deposits, the 
Government, of course, acknowledging itself debt- 
or to the trust.— Globe. 



Is reference to the war iu ihe interior, the list 
/roAtabas the following : 

On tbe 7th inst., 9 kidnappers of Ibadsn took 18 
persons, men, women, and children at tbeEgba farm 
village of Test prisoners. The success of this expe- 
dition against a harmless village seems to have given 
rise to another, for on the 12th inst,, s large body of 
'Ibadaru suddenly emerged from the forest Li theeaat 
of Oshielle. fell upon ihe villages in that direction, 
and took as prisoners whom thev could catch, bui es- 
pecially many young people and children. They ad- 
vanced on three roads towards Oshielle, which they 
approached to within two miles, pursuing and catch- 
in" ibe people who fled before them. 

The lownships of Ikija. lporo and Kenis seem to 
have losi roost. The exact amount of people taken 
is noi known as yet ; »e hear the numbers mention- 
-ed to range botween 100 and »000 : bui msnj who 
were ihoughi to be lost have made iheir appearance 
since, having hid themselves in the bush, which tbe 
enemy did noi search, l*ing in great hurry to return 
with iheir captives to Ibadsn. It is said ihoy rested 
themselves for a liulo while at tbe river Ashs, About 
4 of ihc kidnappers were taken capiivc. who stated, 
they had left Ibadon very early in the morning, and 
their object had been to take Oshielle by surprise. A 
young man. a member of our Church at Ake. left Ab- 
bookuta in the morning of ihe very day : after he lefi 
Oshielle, he met Rome peoplo who said lbadans were 
coming, hut ho did noi think them to be near, and| 
weni on. when suddenly five men camo runniup 
against him. one of wboro laid hold on him, bill he 
threw his adversary down, when the last of ihe five, 
the throe others having run on in pursu'u of slaves, 
gave liitn two sevore cms with Im cuilass which frac- 
\ored his Bkull. he fainted and fell, and his enemy 
made bis escape, leaving biui for dead. After a short 
time he recovered '-himself and crept into iho bush, 
where he sron heard that ilia kidnappers were return- 
ing towards Ihndnn, whereupon ho manaRed to go to 
Abbcokuta. Tins happened about 10 o'clock, a.m. and 
the party' ntusi have been the outpost of iho lbadans 
Many armed men have now lett Abbcokuta to pro- 
tect those fnrins, which are halfway between this and 
ll.ndaii. and which weie never disturbed during tbe 
whole lime, of ihii recent war, as ihere was an ancieni 
tremy between Ilaidan and Abbeokuta. ihsi they 
should noi kidnap each othor in ihoir farms. On 
^his account iho Egbas had buili houses in these parts, 
and lived there altogether with tbeir families, only 
visiting ibe lown for iransacting business.

Great Fin at AbbeoVuta. 

On Sunday morning the 22ud instant, about 
half past 8 o'clock, a fire broke out in the town- 
ship of Itoku, AhbeokuU, and swept through 
Ijrbore, Kempta, Own, and all the intervehinfr 
townetep. away to Aro (Hte, where it consumed 
almost all the property of the Europeans, good" 
and produce, including tbe valuable stock of ma- 
chinery and 3,188 pounds of clean cotton, be- 
longing to the West Africa Company. Hie prin- 
cipal sufferers beside* the W. A. C. were Ttonbu 
and Messrs. Savage, Rebiero and George. All 
the skill and -energy of the European and other 
civilbted residents at Abbeoknta were exerted in 
vain j bo rapid and destructive was the spread 
of the devouring element that not even the 
clothes of those living in the ill-fated neighbour- 
hood were saved. Even the iron houae of ihe 
W. A. C. afforded no protection to the property 
stored in it. Ihroogh ihe exertions of Mr. 
Mason of the W. A. C. the lower part of the 
factory yard, in which waa considerable property 
belonging to a few native traders of Lagos jvas 
saved. 

The fire is said to have originated in this way : 
A number of persons bad assembled to celebrate 
the birth of a eh ild on the 8th day after its birth, 
by gun-firing, feasting, &c. A quantity of gun- 
powder was lea open on the ground, which ex- 
ploding by a spark from- a gun, ignited the thatch 
roofs, while a very strong Hormattan wind was 
blowing. The flames in eonseqnenoe spread with 
such rapidity that most of the merry-makers, 
and the innocent babe, the cause of the nativities, 
perished before any means of rescue could reach 
them. In less than two hours the fire bad burnt 
through four of five townships, from 21 to 8 
miles. Both the Wesleyan sod Church Mission 
Chapel were destroyed, but the compound of 
the former, including the dwelling, was saved. 
There are conflicting accounts of the number of 
lives lost, bnt they probably do not exceed 50. 
In our next we hopu to receive further intel- 
ligence. 

OS Sunday, the 5th prox.,the Right Rev. the 
Bishop of Sierra Leone, will hold an Ordination 
Service at St. Peter's Church , Isji. The candi- 
dates for holy orders, we learn, are Rev. Messrs. 
Smith, Maoaulay, Morgan, Wood and Moore, 
as Priests ; and Mr. Allen, as Deacon. Tho 
Service will be at 7 in the morniug, and not at 
11 us many suppose. 

On Thursday the 2nd prox. there will also be a 
Confirmation Service at tbe same place. The 
number ol candidates for confirmation we under- 
stand will be very large.

Commercial Progress of the Colonies 

At a meeting of tbe Statistical Society, bold at 
their rooms in St James's squsre on the 15th ult.. 
Colonel Sykee. M. P.. in the chair, a paper by Mr. 
K. T. Blakely. upon the commercial progress uf the 
colonies, was read. The writer reviewed the change 
of opiuiou which had arisen in the mother country in 
relation to the government of our colonial empire 
during tlio last twenty years.

Hurra for St. Domingo ! 

THK CRISIS IN BTAIS. 

It is a fact now beyond doubt that the Narvaos 
Cabinet has rcsigned'on the refusal of the Queen 
to authorize the evaluation of St. Domingo ; and it 
took this resolution after a very serioua manifes- 
tation on tho part of the Hritish Cabiuot in favour 
of tbe insurgents iu St. Domingo. 

Six attompts have been made in a fow days to 
form a new Ministry, and, discouraged by a sextu- 
ple check, tlw^oenreqfuosted Narraei to resume 
the direction of affairs. It is therefore allowable to 
suppose that tbe Queen bas yiolded, and that the 
pnnciplo of nationalities will obtain a brilliant tri- 
umph in the Eastern part of the island of Haytt. 

It is never too late to repair injustice, and if tbe 
Spanish Government, deceivod by Satana, was de- 
luded for a timo as to tho real sentiment* of the 
Dominiran population, it has learnt the truth by 
cruel experience. A small people of 120,000 souls, 
only able to raieo 12.000 volunteers, imperfectly 
armed has kept all the disposable force* of Spain 
in chock for tho last six months. This peoplo wish 
to be free or die. Hesitation ia no longer possible ; 
either tho Cabinet of Madrid will withdraw its 
trooua from a country it has no right to occupy, or 
it wSl accept before the world the part of the but- 
cher of the Domingan population.

Admiralty regulations with great stringency for men 
on service on tha-east and nest coasts. Every man 
is required to,ttke quinine when within a certain 
idistauce of -the coasts ; and it is regularly continued 
in eifiht grain doses every morning to those boat- 
cruising on the eoasta or in the river and crooks. A 
great deal of .tjiis costly quinine is thus forced down 
,<he throats of the sailors, and. says Mr. Mailer, if tho 
' conehisioiis drawn fiom tlio.Zanibosi- experience bo 
Icorrect, uselessly. As fe> the efficacy of quiuiue, he 
states : " We have had proof that it would not «£vert 
fever though taken with the greatest regularity in 
small or largo doses. It may possibly modify tho 
attack. I have adverted to this before, and noticed 
that in our Drst journey up Iho river all the men in 
ITiosTTTp bul six look q'uinWrBgulurly ; the six were 
oliler bands than tho rest, and refused it, but 
hRd less fever thau tho others. Of fifty-four men who 
came from the fforr/on. but six loft tbe river with- 
out having haii fever, though quinine was given to 
ihom in the' Admiralty dose' every morning ; and 
nf these six, five subsequently Buffered. Lator, tho 
daily use was discontinued in the expedition, but 
without any increase ill the number of cases. But 
as wo hnd no doubt of its inefflcacy aa a prophylalie, 
so had wo as linlc thatievor would not pass away 
without its use: though, as we havo soon, it will often , 
go on to a fatal termination in spite of ita adminis- 
tration in any quantitv.". 

Mr. Mailer's paper is so abto throughout— oneof 
the dearest and "most conv,,leto clinical hisWtes in 
brief that we have ever read— that his observations - 
aro at least woll worthy of notot and call for tho at- 
tention of tbe medie»l authorities of tho Admiralty. 
Tho ilnilv eight-grain dose of quinino it to many a 
Jack Tar a nauseating draught; but if conducive to 
health of course this is cheaply purchased at so small 
a coo* Mr. Holler doubts, however, whether the ex- 
penditure and the nausea are not both sorcowbat 
wasted. Further experience, ho says, has convinced 
him of the substantial accuracy of the opinion which 
on the former ex podi tion lie had formed aud expressed : 
" that a far better propbylatic than quinino exists in 
tho use of a stimulus, such as a glass of rum. given at 
sunrise: from four to six u, m. being tho period at 
which the greatest cold is experienced, and, in conse- 
quence o"f tho depression of the vital powers, the men 
are more liable to uiaiarinus inlluoncos.''

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' Meanness. 

Meakkess ill not gWe respect or even pity gratis, 
and therefore never shows itself less pleasantly than 
in face of distress, whether iu the shape of (alien 
greatness or of humbler miser; entirely helpless and 
abject. Thus a mob will hoot at a deposed king, 
and a judge has been known to play off his wit at a 
wretched prisoner's expense. It wea alike meanness 
of that appetito-hunting nobleman who, being asked 
for money by a beggar, on the plea that he was fam- 
ishing with huuger. declared him a happy fellow, 
and " envied him too much to relieve him." There 
is always some trick in meanness: things are laid 
and doue for something differeut from their avowed 
or implied purpose. Avarice isconslanly confounded 
with meanness because it is apt to betray its victims 
., in this direclleoyjwt in fact it is an honesler things 
It is a-question for the casuists which impulse pre- 
dominated in the case of the great Duke of Marl- 
borough, who. baring left off the winner of sixpence 
after an evening at piquet, itisis'ed with troublesome 
importunity that bis frieud should get change far' a 
guinea in ordet to pay liim.on the ground that ho 
wanted the sii peuce for his chair homo. Ila-carried 



is tonally a bombastio inflation of language in lliit, 
strain which shows that no strict analogy can ration- 
ally be drawn between the deportment ef man with 
his equal and of man with bis Maker, towards whom 
we cannot do otherwise than give inadequate offer- 
ings of faith and service, with the hope of. and 
even, as it seems to us. some view to. immeasurably 
greater returns. 

It is perhaps a fit, but not very agreeable, conclusion 
to arrive at, after the consideration of this subject, 
that people, gentle or simple, are never in such dan- 
ger of being mean, and never betray such a fellowship 
with the thing itself, as when tbey are readiest to 
charge meanness against others, and oocnpy them- 
selves most with the tricks and shabbinesses of the 
people about them or-conceraed with tbsm. — Satur- 
day Revitii.

bnt we prefer to suppose that tho fatal touch of the 
silver overcame him on the instant : tho cheat was 
put, not upon his friend, but himself. It cannot be 
denied, however, that this fatal fascination of coin on 
the senses — the sordid love of the touch, the chink, 1 
aud the sight of it — has a great deal to do with the 
more notorious exhibitions of meanness, though it is 
not of the essence of it. 

Thero is no subject iD greater favour . with satirists 
thau meanness, nor is there a surer cur.! with a cer- 
tain class of readers > but it is not really a good sub- 
ject for delineation in its bare degradation. To say 
nothing of French writers who delight in a base mi. 
nuteness of portraiture. Mr. Dickens, Mr. Trollope, 
even Thackeray, never keep so near the ground as 
when drawing some sordid picture of meanness in 
elaborate detail. It is necessary, too. to make it ex- 
aggerated and extreme, to avoid treading on the 
reader's toes: and thns it is often a mere-caricature, 
of some disease of nature whioh we ought Is shut 
our eyes upon rather than expose. The Teal ouriosi- 
ty and interest of she thiug and all its teaching are 
to be found in the study of the real living subject, 
when. meanness is not seldom modified by_counieract. 
ing influences intoasort of picliiresqueuese not in- 
compatible with sympathy, or is painfully startling 
from its discordance with our ideas of congruity. 
The meanness of great wits often seems to imply 
that some moral obliquity must result (as we see in 
the case of precocious children) from a want of har- 
mony of parts and an (ixoessivo disproporlioned de- 
velopment of the brain. ' There iB something awful 
-in the meanness of such minds as Bacon and Goethe, 
viewed in conneotion with a gigantic iutellecl, which 
tempers our disgust with wonder and a cast of tragic 
- pity ; where as all m ere fan cy piouiiies of- thU pettiest 
of vices induce in their readers a poor smug com. 
nlacency. It depends curiously on the humour of 
the writer or historian how far this quality tinctures 
tho characters with which they deal. I n ^Jjo 
grand style we detect very little of what is merely 
tueau : the personages are great in their errors as 
well as in their virtues ; but (he more familliar 
searchers into motives have a scent for meanness 
which amounts to an instinct, and in this department 
— in showing the poo; figure our poets sometimes 
make — no one is better 'at smelling a rat than Dr. 
Johnson, or more unflinching, in a finely candid way, 
in exposing it. 

. Meanness neod not be in the act itself,- but may 
depend <m the person that performs it. A poor mas, 
or one of the humblest class, is not mean to claim 
the reward for a lost article restored ; but we should 
consider a gentleman mean who exacted his rights in 
this respect. Nor is it mean, as some' people think, 
for servants and officials to receive gratuities for ex 
tra services, though ebmo persons shrink from this 
form of remuneration from mistaken ideas on the 
subject. Nothing strikes this class-^as more con 
temptible than mere grateful thinks whon they know 
that the obliged person is in a position to express 
his sense of obligation in a moro serviceable form, 
and find him profuse of words in proportion as he is 
sparing of other things. But. independently of self 
interest, no class is so critical aud suspicious of 
meanness as the poor in their estimate of their bet- 
tors. And wo may add a word on another aspect 
of tho subject Thero aro people, nowadays, who 
have not words to express their disgust at the mean, 
now of men who, in serving God and doing their 
duty, avow th? hope of heaven as moiivo. and not 
6olely the love of good for its own sake.

Jealousy, indeed, is a childish quite as muoh as it is 
a feminine foible : whatever jealousy accompanies 
the relation in question, lying perhaps, for the most 
part, on lhe children's side'. Theblder the children 
are, tho moro tact aud delicacy their temper and dis- 
poaition'wllltoerUuily require from the woman who 
has undertaken to supply to them a mother's place 
but there is no awkwardness about discharging such 
duties, which is not surpassed by the other invariable 
difficulties of a married woman's life. For what 
awkwardness exists, the peots aro to blame.

— Many a val 
unble hint is to be obtained from an intelligent 
practical labouring man, which may lead the philoso.

6uchss firo-irohs fend- 
ers and the fronts of •' bright. *U»es," when nol in 
use. bv shaking a little powdered Time ou lliem oul 
of a muslin bag. which is found sufficient lo prevent 
their rusting. Another instance, very different and 
far rooredilicnle. bearing upon the same principles— 
the manufacturers of needles, wnlcb-springs, cutlery, 
Ac. . generally introduce n small package of quick- 
lime into the box or parcel with polished steel goods, 
as scurity from rust, before sending it to distant con- 
suixrora.x>ruit«mng.it^way; for furt her use. T hese 
cases ore extremely curious, because, as a general 
rule, bright steel or iron has a most powerful affinity 
for oxygen ; consequently it is very readily acted 
upon by damp, and is rusted in a abort time, either 
by deoomposiAg the water and obtaining oxygen from 
that source, or direct from the atmosphere. It it 
nol absolutely essential that the quicklime should 
be in actual contact with the metal, but if somewhere 
near, as in the case of tbe parcol of lime packed up 
with the needles or watch-springs, the bright metal 
will remain a long while without tbo least alteration* 

t in its appearance : the lime (whiob fe already an 
oxide of calcium) either receiving an additional-dose 
of oxygen, or being converted into a carbonate of 
Ime^-BniUinj/Siat.

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- Bishop Colenso's Appeal 

The Judicial Commiiteeof the Privy Council 
have taken lime m oonsider.their decision on ihe ap- 
plicatiou of Dr Colenso, Bishop of Natal. The 
bishop has noi exactly apfiealed troin ibe sentence 
by which Dr. Gray, the Bishop of Capetown, affected 
to d«po3e him from bis office. Whether he may or 
may not do t>o bv.aiid-by will depend on' ibe decision 
at which Ibe Judicial Committee may arrivn as to ihe 
more immediate object of his application : for Bishop 
Colenso uot only treats the sentence pronounced at 
Capetown aa of uo legal validity, but denies the pre 
. tended jurisdiction on which it was founded. His 
position is that the letters patent by which He holds 
his own episcopal office constitute a title that can 
only' be annulled by their recall fcr Borne logal cause 
of forfeiinre. He denies that the Bishop ol Cape- 
town bai power to try him for heresy at all. But 
in the event of the Judicial Committee being of a 
contrary opinion, and only in that alternative, Vie 
praya to be heard by way of appeal from Dr Gray's 1 
sentence. The Judicial Committee hare therefore 
fire; to decide the question whether the proceedings 
before the Bishop of Capetown were not null and 
void, Should they declare affirmatively on this 
point, the case, so far as this application is concern- 
ed, will be at an end. Dr. Colenso will then lose 
the opportunity he has so loug bought of establish- 
ing ihe legality of critical opinions before ibe highest 
ecclesiastical court, and be aridliis metropolitan will 
have to 6ghi oui their quarrel on anoiher Held 
Should, however, the Judicial Committee recognise 
the jurisdiction of the Bishop of Capetown, ihey will 
ITsvifurther 10 decide whether an appleal lies imme 
Jiately to them . Tbe Bishop of Capetown denies the 
right of the Privy Council to meddle ai this stage of 
the' affair. He appeared by counsel before tbe Ju- 
dicial Committee, but under protest, to urge thai 
ihejinly appeal from his sentence lies to the Arch- 
bishop of Canterbury. The Judicial Commiuee mav 
not have to consider this point ; hui if they should 
affirm tbe jurisdiction of Dr. Gray, they must iheu 
pronounce for or against Dr. Colenso's ulterior claim 
to be heard by them on appeal 

Dr. Colenso's counsel contend ihat when ihe 
Church of England takes a position in any British 
colony, all tbe lav, us«ge,and jurisdiction of the 
Church at borne, so far as they are capable of being 
exercised, within, the colony, accompany her, This 
Dr. Gray denies. He asserts that he has nothing 
to do wiih tbe legal statutes and ordinances proper 
to the Establishment in this country, and falls back 
fur some purposes upon the letters patent which in- 
vested him with the character of Metropolitan, and 
tor others upon a supposed common law of the Catho- 
lic Church. Of course the Judicial C^mmi'tce could 
take no notice of any declaration of ulterior inieu 
tions which Dt. Cray ratty have cjt pressed ; but in 
aii estimate of iheae proceedings from an outside 
poini of view, we may observe thai he has publicly 
stated his determination noi to be bound by auy do 
_jasion-ofJier Majesty iu Cou ncil which may purport 
10 restore Dr ColcBso toTis diocescvaod -hfts^ 
announced 'his resolution, unler certain circuin 
.stances, io proceed to ihe consecration of anew 
Bishop of Natal. It is with this view that he and 
two of his suffragans have assumed to constitute 
their diocese the Church of South Africa, in order 
to mark the distinctness, euiireness, and self-depend- 
ence of their ecclesiastical organization. 

While the learned ruembem of the Judicial Com- 
mittee are elaborating their decision, we will take 
leave to ask a questiou suggested by these proceed- 
ings. Why should the ablest lawyers in Ettgland be 
' occupied at. the present monieut in settling a dispute 
about heresy between twb colonial bishops? It is, of 
course, important to Dr. Colenso to secure an op- 
port unity of purging himself before the chief tribu- 
nal of ecclesiastical appeal from the charge of pro- 
mulgating uusouud opinions ; and there tony be some 
clergymen at homo fond of dabbling in loose opinions 
who would rather those opiuious were tested in the 
ponon of a colonial brother ihan in ibeir own. But 
the queadau which the Judicial Cotutniiice is asked 
to decide has not arisen within the National Church. 
It is an ^African quarrel. When disputes about 
heresy arise here, aud ecclesiastical prosecutions are 
nuUWteoV we are all concerned, beoause they affeci 
41 Churohof wbioh the law makos us all members. 
Bui iu the Colonies it is not so. Iu each of them 
Anglican churchmen form ono of many roligious 
communities, uniieU only by voluutary lies. Other 
Colonial Churches settle their internal differences 
without troubling anybody outside ihetr own limits; 
and why cannot the Anglicans doilicsalno? Sir 
Hugh Cairus maintained bafore the Judicial Com- 
luiilco lliul Dr. Gray had coercive jurisdiction by 
virtue of In* Uuen pau.uL. lfw.u is uircly 



to iasue no papers of this kind. Each Colonial 
Church contains within itself the elements of spiritu- 
il authority sufficient for the regulation of iis af- 
fairs, including the appointment of bishops, a potTer 
which is exercised in some of tuem — in Canada for 
eximple. .Parliament carefully abstains from every 
aci whicu might look like interference with tbe pet, 
feci freedom of religion and churches in the Colonics, 
and it would be well if the crown observed a similur 
caution. The present practise is a relic of ihe old 
system of providing for every imaginary want of ihe 
Colonies, as if they wore not well able to take care 
of iheir own interests. In political and civil affairs 
we have withdrawn from ihe pretence of maternal 
management, and we might do so wiih advantage in 
rnaners of religion. Looking at ihe recent multipli- 
cation of Colouial bishoprics, some of them contain- 
ing not more than four or five clergymen, we suspect 
ihat the wishes of the colonists are noi much constat- 
ed in these matters, and that the Crown has be> 
made the instrument of busy prelates ai home. But, 
however this may be. ihere can be no reason why we 
should interfere, whether by the exercise of ihe 
royal prerogative or otherwise, with ihe purely 
spiritual affairs of ihe colonists, and ii would be well 
t these letters patent, which, whether valid, or, as it 
is more probable, illusory, are unnecessary and mis. 
chievous. were in future withheld. — Daily News.

The IfrpLDEKCE or an IIistohical Idea. — It is 
to the history of ideas and of instti utiotis — which are, 
iu faci. ono thing from two points of view — that we 
must look for the solution of ai least hull the moral 
and political problems of the day. Ii is therefore 
with the greatest pleasuro thai we welcome a singu- 
larly able treaties on the growth aud history of one 
great institution, which, though it has notv pasted 
away, has influenced, directly or indirectly, not only 
ihe course of events throughout Europe, but the 
ideas, morel, political, and social, which liave swayed 
European history. In ibe Araold ( Prize Essay for 
1863, Mr. Bryce has laid bef.rre the public, iu a 
marvellously short space. <tud in a masterly munuer, 
history, noi so much of the Holy Roman h.'mpiro 
itself, as of the ideas which the Empire embodied, 
and of the changing opinions and theories by which an 
institution which iu later days seemed, and indeed, 
was, a mere mass of anomalies, was kepi alive. -Thy 
great historical faci learnt from even a cursory study 
of the annals of ihe Holy Uomoo Empire the al- 
most in.extinguishable vitality of the i n ipre^aion 
made on the imaginations of uiaukinJ by the power 
of Route. As early, at lca<t. as tbe daya of Polybiu6 
the nations of antiquity had become impressed with 
ihe notion thai Rome «**s destined 10 gather together 
what was then the whole world in one gigantic pnlitir. 
al system. Moreover. Polybius himself, and other 
theorists of his day. looked upon this system as des- 
tined to a long, if not an indefinite. euJuunc. . 
What ihe instiuci of mankind bad foretold while 
Rome was vet a " free stale " was actually aw-oii.-

helped, thai no anxiety on their part can undo the 
last or affect ihe future, ihey put aside all thought 
joth-of^xuit and future, and live ottlt for the present, 
making thelbesi of everything. There is a biner 
drop ai the bottom of the cup, bui they rarely drink 
down 10 it. There is a skeleton in the chamber, bui 
hey keep the door locked, and rarely pass ihat way 
and' fed. clothed, lodged, without need ' of care o 
heir pan, thoy come to lead ihe life of children— 
linle children. This power of living for the present 
seems to be possessed, by all alike. It is by no 
means coufioed to the class of which I am now speak- 
ing. The dark, morose, sullen ruffian, and ihe con- 
science-stricken melancholy oritninal, who is the con- 
vict of our imagination, has no existence in reality 
or is to be found only during the first few months 
after conviction. On the contrary, such unvaried 
ohecrfuluess. such general forbearance, such a power 
of taking everything pleasantly, as animates, almost 
wiilfoai- excepiionrihose tfjtt have been long in con- 
finement, is uot perhaps fP)o met with iu any other 
social circle in iho world. Look into the exercise- 
grotttids at Freerointle, and you will say ihat uo pany 
of pleasure was evor apparently so free from disturb- 
ing influences, or displayed so great au amount of 
tranquil enjoyment as the denouncod and exiled men 
before you. Aud so completely is this ihe result of 
other causes than light punishment, that those un- 
dergoing the additional and terribly severe aotcoces 
for attempting to escape, and other prison offences, 
are as careless and happyas the rest. Loaded, many 
of them, wiih 98 lb irons day and night, condemned 
to wear thetn for one to ihroo years : placed, some of 
i hem so loaded, on 1th of bread a day for aixty or 
HOvcuty days at a time : and presenting, after bucIi 
lasts, suoh a spectacle of emaciation that, if ihey were

Empire itself appear through the whole middle age, 
not what it seems now, a gorgeous anachronism, but 
an insiituiiou. divine aud nocossory, having iis found- 
ation in the very nature and order of lhings."—

DlsraeU on the Church 

TWO VIEW'S. v. - 

The Church has done more for national education 
thau all other ageuciea put together: — dono this. of. 
late years, in spite of the marked, vindictive, rono- 
mous animosity of the Education Office, where Mr. 
Lowe and his accomplices havo noi hcsitaied to im- 
pose especial disadvantages and disabilities on 
Church schools. Iho influence lima acquired i* her 
best sCL-ority and her most powerful weapon : in nils 
way she secures to herself those ciu-ly affection* 
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which arc never forgotten in after life : in this wa; 
she gains access to ihe multitude as yei untaught 
and irreligio is, which listens to the schoolmaster 
where ii would bar the door against the clergyman. 
Through the education of the children she may win 
ibe heart* of tbe faibers. and make the rising gener- 
ation ber own. To complete the uniou of the coloni- 
al with ibe mother Church — 10 reform the constitu- 
tion of Convocation and make it a teal and effective 
Church Parliament— to nstore the laity to thai piece 
0 f consultation and influence in all matters not pure- 
ly spiritual which ihey held in ihe Apostolic age ; 
these and all oiher measures which may be needed 
to make ihe Church more popular, more united, more 
of B*vhigTealiiT in tho imaginaiions of the people, 
will be heartily accepted by all who are not in then 
hearts auxious 10 see ihe Church overthrown. And 
thus supported, consolidated, strengthened, the 
Church may look forward wiih confideuce to tbe re- 
sult of the nen eucounter wiih ihe tools of tbe Li- 
beration Society. 

Bui n more serious danger threatens her from with- 
in There is a pany, of which Mr. Disraeli spoke 
with unmitigated, but perfecily just, contempt and 
ibhoi rente, which is willing enough 10 maintain the 
temporal privileges of. the Church, hut eager to de- 
story her principles, to sap her theological founda- 
tions and 10 drain her teaching of all those sacred 
doctrines of Christianity winch give value 10 her 
(wrvices. and make her privileges a blessing and a 
hertefit to the people. We arc not hero concerned 
either wiih ihe truih or the originality of the views 
of the school to which we refer. They .-Lay be deep 
scholars, or ihey may be mere shallow imitators ; 
they may have been profound thinkers, or they may 
have first learned ihe existence of doubt and difficult! 
from ihosc whom tliey went io enlighten ; may have 
acquired scepticism from Zulus, and nicked up tho 
principle* of criticism in translations from the Ger- 
man. Thcv mav 1* right, or they may be uuerly 
and fatally in error. All that concerm ns is, that 
they arc not. and cannot suppose thomselves to be. 
Churchmen. They know ihat ihey do noi believe 
what ihe Church liclievcs ; tlisi lliev despise whai 
she holds sacred : thtti sho relies ou whai ihey pro- 
nounce io be a delusion. Yei ihey coutiuue to lake 
her pay r.uJ hold her digniiies, while- ihey preocb 
and write againsi hor faith. They rajlagainsi iheArn- 
clesby which they ore bound. and the Liturgy io which 
thov have subscribed the rccortl of their entire approv- 
a\ And yet. in the name of liberty of conscience, ihey 
c'siui impunity. U"d call it persecution when honesi 
men try to drive them from the posts which they hold 
by falsehood mid usj for the purposes of treason. The 
presence of surh men in the Church is a grievous 
wrong. The creeds which they repudiate are, as 
Mr. Disraeli beautifully said, the litle-decds of the 
people • ibe laws which bind the clergy io pTeach 
ihe faith of iheir flocka and or the ancient Church, 
and uot the fancies of their own brain. That n 
Colenso should be forced upon Nutal, or a Jowett 
upon Oxford, is a distinct infringement of the 
liberty of conscience and tho religions rights of 
the diocese and -tho university, each of which is 
entitled to he t.mght bv nono who do not behove 
ihe doctrines of the Church And these intruders 
ought, according to the law of England and to 
thu plain law written in all houcst hoartB. to bo 
expelled from the functions Ihey cannot fulfil and 
the salaries thev so porscveringly retain. But 
only one power' can dp this ; and unhappily that 
power is in bad hands. By n perversion of the 
acknowledged supremacy ot tho Crown, the su^ 
premo-. jurisdiction over , the Church has passed 
uuo tho bands ofa knot of lawyers, who are-not 
seldom men of questionable orthodoxy, and not 
always Christians of any sort. Theee men in the 
first place, are quite ignorant of theology, and, in 
the next, hnvo a natural bias towards such writ- 
ting as " Essays and Reviews," and such prelates 
os Dr. Co'enso." Thus it happens that the Su 
premo Court of tho Church inspires no confidence; 
no confidonce iu its competence, no confidence it 
its intogritv. Its recent decision in the face of 
facts, of plain English, of obvious irutb,;,,and 
honesty, that tho Church of England does not aa, 
sort that doctrine of everlasting punishmont which 
»bc does assert in the strictest possible terms over 
and over again, has so completely shaken public 
trust in its authority, that no sentence it could 
pronounce would havo tho least moral weight with 
any party. It is unfit to be trusted with the guar- 
dianship of Church discipline ; it ia despised by 
the public ; and the necessity for a now court of 
appeal is plain to all save those who have an inte- 
rest In iruunteiuing the authority of that which ac- 
quitted Mr. Wilson. Now that this necessity has 
been recognised and avowed by a statesman of Mr 
Huraolis eminence and power, wc may hope to 



have it satisfied ; and then, and not till then, "will 
the faithful members of tbe Church feel thsvt their 
rights of conscience are >eaHy respected, and be 
freed from that painful anxiety regarding their 
future position which recent decisions have awak- 
ened in so many thousands of loyal and believing 
hearts. — Standard. 



But. if we simply set down with a smile this 
policy of puerile reaction, we cannot speak quite 
as calmly of Mr. Disraeli's wanton attack on what 
he is pleased to nint at has "tbo Broad Church,'' 
meaning thereby the Church of England not yet 
subjected to his law of close corporation eedeaias- 
tieal. He attacks it for being so broad that it in- 
cludes those who haTeno belief; and. considering 
ill things, it is rather refreshing to see this new 
defender of the faith making bis venerable first ap- 
pearance. Wo shall not retort what many think, 
that a Church of those who believed in nothing 
would certainly include tho Tory leader himself; 
for we hold that man's faith or doubt is sacred, and, 
shunning his bad example, we respect even Mr. 
Disraeli's inner thoughts. But. if any instinct of 
good taste could control the railing of his fluent 
tongue, we might hope to see it induce reticence, 
if not regard for those who in good faith hare 
thought out painful problems, and have faced the 
frown ofauthority in order that they might give 
adequate expression to honest doubt. The sneer 
at the " second-hand learning '' of the new school _ 
is amusing when it comes from thfe second hand 
orator on tho memory of •■ the Duke," and is di- 
rected against iho erudition of aJowett. Theas- 
nertion that the new men dony tho " principle of 
inspiration " requires audacity, when their main 
thought is that inspiration is not confined to one 
book. But the most astounding result of Disraeli 
logic is fonnd in his osscrtion that a " comprehen- 
atve Church." because it tends to " repudiate creeds 
and reject artideB." must end in " craving credul- 
ity "— '■ in the incantations of Cwndia and the 
Corybantian howl." W hat a wonderful education ! 
Has a ■■ distinct creed " spared Romaniam from er- 
ror ? or literalism of human interpretation saved 
the "Jumpere" of Wales from worse than Cory 
bantian howling ? PosBibly, M r. Diiraelt'a master- 
piece in lihol was reacboa-wbon he foresaw, as tho 
ultimate product of doiical discussions uxregnlat- 
od by his contemplated policy of repression, " a 
IlisBOlutencss of life and morals ieldom equalled 
in the history of man " If second-hand learn- 
ing " is scarcely tho Bpocial crime of a Colenso 
or a Templo, assuredly dissoluteness ia not the 
chargo which tho mo»t hardened of foes would 
Ding at a Maurice or a Jowett. Whatever may 
be tbo errors to which any of those writers in- 
cline it is worse than an outrage— it is an t ana- 
chronism— to propose that their doctrine should 
bo correct od by the enactment o£ fresh paros 
aud penalties, or suppressed under a new term 
of spurious Popery, with Benjamin Dteraell for 
its lawgiver. The most onhod x, and.'at maybe 
adde<LJhe-mogt JinsJjsh and jraotica^ uuholdora 
if tbo national creed, such as a BishopTTato, a 
Deau Stanley, or even a M'Causland, know that 
the questions which have been raised by earnest 
and conscientious men are to be settled by the 
force of fair and fearless dobato. on the soud and 
imperishable ground of eternal truth — Datlm 
Telegraph.

He slso knetr 
something of astrouomy, for Herodotus says* that 
Tbsles predicted tho year of an eclipse. He divided 
tho heavens into five zones, snd approached ss'rtear ^ , 
to^ha-actua! tinte-of thtrBolar revolution that be cor- * ' 
reeled the Grecian calendar and made the year 365 
Jays long. He particularly noticed the attractivo 
power of the magnet, aud the "effect of friction iu ex- 
alting electricity in amber ; and te both these sub- 
stanoes he attributed a kind of animation which, be 
suppvsod was the only original source of all motiou ; 
thus throwing out au idea which is held by some phi- 
losophers at the present day, end whieh many modem 
experiments have tended to prove ; at least, Pro feast* 
Grove has shown in his " Correlation of lbs Physloal 
Forces," that the variad forces of nature are not se- 
parate and distinct, but are mere modifications of one 
and tho same groat force, whatever that is. * 
Tbe school or sect founded by Tbales lasted long 
and produced many eminent philosophers — men who 
laboured hard in the cause of science, of whom we 
shall speslt hereafter ; aud although thsir minds were 
iriyhped by a false theology, they discovered many 
itoudrous facts which we now regard as common- place. 
Tbsles was called one of tho seven wise men of Greece, 
and died through mere infirmity, at the age of uine^ 
ty, wliilu attending the Olympic games. He left lie. 
hind him. for iliu guidance of his fullnwers. a series 
of maxims, only a few ol which we have space to give ; 
•' Health of body, competent fortune, and « oultivi*^ 
ed rniud are the chief sources of happiness. *' " Be 
careful not to do that youinelf which you blame in 
another. " " Stop the mouth of slander l.v prudence.''

PROTESTANTISM IN FRANCE. 
All the Christian communities seem now in e 
slate of crises. What a misfortune it is for Caibo- 
Heism that the innpportune Encyclical of the Pope 
bas appeared at this moment ! There new wai ■ 
more favourable one to rally round this great reli- 
gion! unity of the sects, which, ainee they have been 
separated from it. have not been able to find a solid 
bun. For some time, especially since 1848. when 
the French clergy showed themselves so wisely 
liberal, aud since the re-establishment of the Empire, 
■which surrounded the Catholio religion with so 
much honour and respect, Protestantism had had 
freah losses every day. and Catholicism made fresh 
-conquests. It is well keown what progress it had 
mad* ia^ngW.aenBMy.wjd America, not to 
■peak of whit it had dime in China, Africa, and all 
distant region*, where its intrepid missionaries go 
to preach at the peril of their lives. 

Even the most enlightened and indifferent men 
in oar European societies feel themselves drawn to- 
wards it, we do not say by conviction of that faith 
which believes without reasoning, but by a powerful 
sympathy which did not contribute a little to re-es- 
tablish its benefloient authority over the masses. All 
the old struggles of the modem mind against an old 
religion which was freed from its abuses had ceased. 
The philosopher and the priest joined hands to work 
in concert for the progress of humanity ; the one 
by the diffusion of the enlightenment of science, the 
other by preaching and practising charity. 

The old dissenting sects themselves, whose separ- 
ationfrom the Church could be explained at the pe- 
riod in which it took place, on account of the enor- 
mous abuses Catholicism included then, aeeiug that 
these abuses bad ceased, showed for some time past 
a tendency, plainer and plainer every day.'to re-en- 
ter the pale of Christian unity, provided that unity 
did not show itself too exclusive and was more pene- 
trated by the great spirit of toleration which shines 
forth in ovory page of the Gospel. The publication 
of the Encyclical has stopped this salutary move- 
ment short, and has double looked, ao to speak, the 
entrance to OatholioUm te any parson who does noi 
wish to go back to th e doctrines of the Middle Ages 
and ourse the progress of dvllristton. 

However this may be. the injury caused Catholi- 
cism by this deplorable manifestation of Rome i» 
touch decreased by the deep dissensions which are 
breaking out between the different Protectant parties 
in France. We know nothing more sad. nothing 
more illogical, not to employ a stronger and more 
just word, than the quarrel got up at this moment 
by those of the Protestants nho call themselves 
orthodox, and those who give themselves the title ol 
Independents aud Liberals. _ 

The eleotions for the trieunial ■' Conseil Presby- 
tsral " are about to take place, and it 'is about to be 
deoided which party will gain the victory, that of M 
G uiiot who is at the head of the '■ orthodoxet ' or that 
of the Minister Coquerel Junior, who has put 
himself at the head of the. Liberals. The ques- 
tioni'sof great gravity. The " orlAooVreV' w» h 
to romaio attached to the dogma of the divinity of 
Christ : the Independents maintain that this dog. 
ma is by no means essential to their faith. The 
publication of M. Renen's book had already struck 
a heavy blow at Protsstsntisro. which has nothing for 
a -basis but the divinity of Christ and the revelation 
of the holy books.

But- on the 0tn8r 
hand, how dare M. Coquerel and his adherents claim 
the right of being ministers or even faithful mem- 
bers of a religion the divinity of which they have

The Politics ol Crinoline 

We are not the authors of the announcement, and 
must not be blamed for being its bearers. It is s 
letter from Psris which tells ns, as it tells the rest 
of the world, tbst the ladies of the Faubourg St. 
Germains have abandoned the nee of crinoline! 
That the news will give dissatisfaction to our lsdy 
readers is not to be doubted. Aod. as as a mandate 
of fashion^ it would most assuredly cause s revolution 
of a very serious character. The institution is one 
which/has been repeatedly threatened of late. It is 
eveu said that the Empress of the French and a few 
devoted ladies of her Court hsve contemplated its 
abolition with sufficient earnestness to go through 
several dress rehearsals of the effect. The result, 
however, ss yet, has not been favourable to the 
ohange. except perhaps, to the extent of procuring 
the adoption of certain substitutes for the rude resort 
of »teel— something less rigid, and therefore more 
flowing and graceful, though equally— what do the 
milliners call it 1—bcmt—U when in repose. Not, 
however, that the sUelboopt of the wealthy and well- 
dressed were even open to the oommon charges made 
against the garment— of enoompassing their wearers 
like a cage and tfltkg about in a ridiculous style, to 
say no worse of it, in the manner of specimens to be 
seen any day in the publio thoroughfares, looking in- 
to shop windows, getting into omnibuses, and so 
forth. It is the caricatured orinolihee that have 
brought their originals into disfavour, and with some 
uncompromising persons into contempt. The fashion 
is ospable of being made pleasing to the eye. unob- 
jectionable to the idea, and convenient to the experi- 
ence. If foolish women, servants, and others will 
set about athletio household tasks in a costume in- 
tended only for what is cslled " dress.'' tbey must 
expect to incur ridicule, as would a gentleman if he 
went out and played at cricket in a costume adapted 
for a morning concert or an evening party. But this 
is no reason why crinoline should not be very effeo- 
tive in proper places and with proper advantages. 
Beyond the modifications hinted at above— and how 
wo came to be let into this secret we scarcely dare to 
say— ws do not believe that the institution will un- 
dergo any ohange, for the present at any rate. 
Why then, it may bo asked, why then this " more- 



ment " on the part of the ladies of the Faubourg St. 
Germains? Why are the Montmorencies and the 
Bohaus and the rest of the high-born non-contents 
of the gay capital to appear for the future like classic 
nymphs in comparison with their many-skirted neigh, 
boors' Our readers may depend upon it that the 
demonstration is political and not tashwoable. It is 
surely not to he expected that »be Court of Napoleon 
III. will follow the lead of the Legitimist party, even 
in suoh a matter ss winoline. Why. the dignity of 
the Empress herself is involved in its retention : for 
was it not her Majesty, in later times at least, who 
first introduced the mode t So far indeed, from the 
crinoline being abandoned at the French Court, we 
may expect that it will become fuller than ever, by 
way of counteraction to the Legitimist movement, 
which, it is suggested by some of those wonderful .

place cleared by the Egbas for aecurine their re- 
treat to their camp after attacking tho market 
village, but the position was secured by the Ikoro- 
dus. and they were consequently able to inflict se- 
vere punishment on the Egbas for their temerity, 
a number of them having been taken prisoners, aud 
others killed and wounded iu trying to reach their 
camp. Further on we passed through some farms 
woll stocked with casaTa. yams, &o . all of which 
are abundant and cheap in the town ; eko is selling 
three for seven cowrios. while hero for the same 
quantity wo pay sixty cowries. Their supply of 
salt was not abundant, but the opening of the 
market has enabled them to purchase several 
bags, and there is good demand for this article, 
not only for their own use, but for salo to neigh- 
bouring towns, with which communication is still 
open. The road to the town, like all African roads, 
is very rugged, and one feels weary before he ia 
half way, but just there is a fine rivulet of pure 
sweet water. 

Tbe town stands on a plateau sixty or seventy feet 
above the level of the lagoon. All around it is a 
dense forest, from half to Iwo milos wide, reaching 
to and in contaot with the walls, which like othor Af- 
rican walls are msde of clay, dug on the spot, and built 
up on the town side of the ditch from which it is dug 
— the ditch itself forming a portion of the defences. 
Within the walls and close to it. begins more forest, 
so that even should ait enemy succeed in clearing the 
wall, he could be checkod while making way through 
the thick and knotted undergrowth of this second 
forest, which is very carefully proserved. 

Wc entered tho towu by the south gate within 
which we found the guard, all lying on their arms, 
ready fur duty. We passed alonj; through a crowd, ^ 
of soldiers, and women and children, to the "dWeT>J ?. a *f^^i.'?"

sounds. He preferred stringed instruments to the 
flute, because the performer could convoy instruction 
to the mind while playing it. by accompanying it .

As a georoelrican he was a distinguished man. and 
had studied astronomy while in Egypt. All his knon- 
ledgB on Ihese subjects he gave to hiB mors exclusive 
followers, who were called ' Mathematicians,' and who 
were permitted to take notes of the lecturefljn writing, 
and to propose tjuestions and make remarks on tbesub- 
ject of the discourse. Others of his followers he in- 
structed in morals, social economy and politic* ; and 
ha sent them into tho cities of Greece to instruct tho 
people in the principles cf government, and to assist 
them in framing laws for the common good.

■ The Great Cardiaftl Wis;»man 



Wr regret to learn that the long illness of hit, 
eminence Cardinal Wiseman hss at longth reached a 
fatal termination. He died on ihe 16th, at the com- 
paratively early age of 63. 

' Nicholaa Wiseman was ibe sou of ihe. late Mr. 
Jas. Wiseman, merchant, at WatoWbrd and of Se- 
ville. in which latter city the late Cardinal was boru 
on the 2nd of August. 1803: The family of Wise- 
man is one of sonsiderable nntiaarty. and they ap- 
pear to have had hndsiniee'cojinty of Essex since 
the reign of Ed ward IV. Soon after the Reformation. 
Kir John Wiseman, who had been one of the Audi, 
tors of the Exchequer under Henry VIII.. and wo* 
knighted for bis bravery at tho Battle of Spurs, ac- 
quired by purchase Much Caiifiold-park in that 
.tuunir._Uj8^raii(!8on....\SLilliatB| wliojjntrrle.l^io 
the noble family of Capel. afterwards Enrls of Eir- 
sex. was created a baronet by fiiu'g Charles I. in 
lflSS. and a vounger hrotlicr of the second: baronoi 
wa» Lord Bishop of Dromore. The title has con- 
tinned in a direct line of succession down to the pre- 
sent time, and is now represented by Sir William 
Saltonstall Wiseman, eighth barocei, who-ia a captain 
in the Royal Navy. From a younger branch of tins 
family the late Cardinal.irudiUonally.cIaimeddescent. 
His pmiuenoa'a mother, whose maiden name was 
Strange, and' whoa* family, in spite of large cmiBeca- 
tiona of their property under Oliver Cromwell, is 
■till seated at Aylward * Town Castje/in the county 
of Kilkvunv. lived to see her son elevated to a Car- 
liiual's hat. and died full of years ill 1651. 

Though boru upou Spauisli soil, young Nicholas 
Wiseman, when he was little mero than .five years 
old was sent to England. . He arrived at Ports- 
mouth in Jariaaar-WOS, in the Melpomene frigate. 
Oapt. Parker, and v,as acnt, while still very young, 
to boarding school at Waierford. In March. 1310. 
he wal\*renaferred thence to the Romau Catholic 
College of St. Cuthbert. at lisltaw, near Durham, 
where he remai.ied ninil 1818. In that year ho ob- 
tained leave to quit Ushaw for Rome, where he amv- 
ed'to Dewmbtr ot that year, and became one of the 
first members the English College, then recently 
founded at Rome, h. the next year ho had the 
houourof preaching before the Urea Pope. Piu* > 1L. 



In tbft^frllowing »pring ho recced holy order*- 
and in 182" was nominated Professor of Oi rental, 
bmiroiises in the Roman University, luiug at that 
time Vice-Kecwr of the tuglish College, to the 
rectorship of which he was promoted in the year 
L8V0- He had already distinguished himself, not 
merely as a theologian, but tUso as a scholar, for if 
18S7 be composed and printed a learned work, en- 
titled Karat Striata, chiefly drawn from Oriental 
manuscripts in the Library of the Vatiean- 

Dr. Wiseman reinmed to England in 1835. and 
in the winter of that year delivered a series of lec- 
tures during the season of Advont, at the Sardinian 
Chapel, in Lincoln s-inn-fields. In the Lent of the 
following year, at the request of the late Biahop 
Bramslon, then Viear-Apostohc of the London D.s. 
trust, he delivered at St. Mary s, Moornelds, another 
course of lectures, in which he vindicated, - at con- 
sideTafiUrlengttirlBe princrnal -dootrine^-and -prric- 
tices of the Roman Catholic Chnreh. and with such 
success that ihe Roman Catholics of the metropolis 
presented him with a gold medal, commemoranve 
of their gratitude and of their high regard for his 
talents and . acquirements. These '• lectures " were 
speedily followed' by a 7Veaftje on Ihe Holy Eucha- 
rht which occasioned a theological controversy with 
Dr. Turton, ihe late Bishop of Ely, and by another 
work, in two volumes, entittled Lectures on ike con- 
nexion between Science and Revealed Religion. In 
jhe- Lent of the year 1837. when -he happened to be 
in Rome, he delivered four lecttres on the ' Offices 
and Coremomea of Holy Week," .which were after- 
wards given to the world as a separate publieutiou-

The Fathers of Philosophy — VI 

Wbitbkb seines had done much for mankind, or 
the useful arts were practiced to a large extent at 
thai period of the world's history in which our Fa- 
ther* of Philosophy lived, is an important question 
and vre may here endeavour to give a brief idea of 
what hsd really been accomplished by pre-Christian 
genius snd ingenuity. The patriarch Lameck wan 
the father ot Uie useful arts, since one of his Sons. 
•Tubal, first built touts to shield his poor fellow-Wing* 
from summer's heai and winter's cold'; Jabal solaced 
ih« afflicted, snd gave enjoymeut to the othorwise 
weary hours hy playing on the harp and organ, 
which latter, we may suppose, was a collection of 
hollow reed*; Tubal Cain first worked in metsls, 
snd, as the song says. " he fashioned the first plow- 
share;" and Lantech'* daughter, Naahmah gave 
employment to the women by inventing or introduc- 
ing spinning and wearing, among the early nomadic 
antediluvians.

From 
Athens he went io Miletus, and listened to the clos- 
ing instrnetion of Anaximenes, and returned back at 
2U years of age to bia adopted city, where tor 3u 
years he taught philosophy, and numbered among 
his pnpils Euripides, before-mentioned, and Pericles, 
the orator and states-man. Gradually bia success 
excited ervy. for be taught doctrines much opposed 
to the vulgar errors and superstition ; lie^deprired 
the gods of much of their divinity, and as at couse- 

3uence was thrown into "prison and condemned to 
eath. When told hie sentence he remarked. " Na- 
ture long ago prouounoed the name sentence against 
me ;" and when coudoled with by one of Lis frieudn. 
he replied, with an amount of fortitude and vanity, 
" It is not I who have lost the Atheuiau«,.bot the 
Athenians who haro lost me." Pericles, with much 
difficulty, at last got the sentence commuted tva fins 
snd banishment. He then retired to Lampsactw. 
where he devoted his time to the 'instruction of 
youth; there be died, belored by all, 448 B. C. 
Above all the meaner motives ol mankind, and acarar- 
ly- touched— with ordinar y-passions, he lived a tius_ 
philosopher, and sought with oouviucing earoestnets 
to diffuse the doctrines be h«ld. When the news ef 
the doatlt of one of hi» *u» brought to hira while 
lecturing, lie calmly observed, " 1 luew that 1 beget 
bim mortal ;" and when pressed to chouse a place of 
interment, he aaid, '• The way to the grave is every, 
where open." He requested mm the Jut of bit 
death might be commetuorateii by a public holiday, 
which was strictly ohserved. A totub wua erected 
over him, andau epitaph o; the foiicwing tenor en- 
grareu thereon : ^_ _ _ i 

"Tblt tomb great Anaaagorasooufines, 
Whose mind explored tbe path's u: Ueavenly tr t;Iu" ■ 

He thought that the heavens were a. solid vault in 
which lumiuous-bodies were fixed ; th'aos -were solid. 

1 had beeo raised from the oanh by the swift 
movement of the circumambient ether, set on fire, 
hy its best, and kept in place by the rapid motion of 
the heavens. To set off this he taught that (he winds 
were proJooed by the rarefaction of the air, and that 
the rainbow was produced by the solar rsr* : and 
alio that the moon was a solid body illuminated by 
the sun, and divided into hills aud valleys, land and 
water. He discovered that comets were wandering 
stars, aud that the fixed stars were in a separate re. 
gion, far distant from the sun and moon. An absurd 
notion to us, but on* .whioh showed in him much 
thought and ingenuity, was an ' atomio ides, that all 
substances were composed of atoms of the same ma- 
terial, or, as the poet haa expressed it : 

" With Anaxagoras great patera's law 
It similarity: and every oompoond form 
Consists of pens minute, each lies is* whale; 
And bona It made of bone, and Josh of nssh: 
And blood, and Bra. and earth, and many goM. 
Are, la tbeir tmaltest portions, still ibt tame. - 

This idea modern chemistry has completely ex- 
ploded, but it is creditable to the author, as he taught 
it to meet certain objections to the atomic notion 
which the more learned priests were advancing.

He w«« 
the first of the philosophers who had conceived mind

The company owniug ibeso sloamers offer to the 
public, according to their printed regulations, so 
much aerviee »r nciionimoilajtinh for »o much money, 
and they have placed on hoard their ships, pursers,' 
stewards, waiters, cooks, for Ihe purpose of per- 
forming in an efficient manner ths -sorvice which 
they, bv the .receipt »f the stipulated amount, contract 
in furnish. For the samo amount, tbey do not prb'- 
vido for une class of men, white men for instance, so 
much attention and courtesy, nnd for auothcr, blardi 
men for instance, snniueb inconvenience, antioynnoe 
and iilsult, from'Vnrscrs and the rest, down to the 
boot black. Yct'tw some of these ships, a black man 
if he inaklra any pretensions to rcspectabilty, can 
never travel witliout having to endure, no.t. only all 
. tho ineon-p pieimn whic h such ser vants of the c om- 
pany "as arc ubov* meiitioucd are always in n posmuti 
lo inlKct, bin coarse and vulgnrreuuirka about '• uig 
gors," and other rudo expressions calculated iu tho 
highest degree lo annoy and insult. 

But my purpose at present is only to sputtk o.. n 
particular ease, on board tho Calabar on her last

The Preface to the" History of 
Julius Caesar." 

Thr following is tho preface to the Eraporor .Na- 
poleon's » History of Julius Ctesar : " — > 

" Historical truth ought to be no less sacred than 
religion. If the precept* of faith elevate our soul 
above the interests of this world, the lessons of his- 
tory in their torn inspire os with the love of-what is 
beautiful and just, the hatred of that which opposes 
^an obstacle to the progress of humanity. To be 
profitable, these lessons require certain conditions. 
It is necessary that the facta should be reproduced 
with rigorous exactitude," that political or social 
changes should be philoanpliically analweilrthat-tbe 



piquant attraction of details in the life of public meu 
should not turn away attention from the part they 
here played in politics,- and should not cause their 
proTidentiaLniission to be forgotten. 
: V Too frequently the writer presents to us the dif- 
fcrent phases of history its* spontaneous events, with, 
oui searching for their true origin and their natural 
'■ : aedfirjti« iii previous facts similarly to the painter, 
- who, in reproducing the accidents of nature, only looks 
to their picturesque effect, without being able to give 
their scientific demonstration in his picture. ■ The 
historian must "be more than a painter ; like the 
geologist who explains the phenomena of the globe, 
he ought to disclose. the secret of the transformation 
of society. - ' 

-' But what is tho method of arriving at truth in 
. writing history 1 It is to follow the rules of logic. 
Let us first take for certain that a great effect is al- 
ways duo to a great cause, never to a small one ; in 
other words, an' accident apparently insignificant

crosses the sea to carry the Roman eagles into an un- 
known country, bat the conquest of which will 
strong then that of Gaul.t it is to seek the pearls 
which were believed to exist in the waters of Great 
Britain. J If. after having vanquished the redoubt- 
able enemies otltaly beyond the Alps, he meditates 
an expedition against the Farthiana to avenge, the 
defeat of-Crassos. it is, say certain historians, because 
au active life suited his nature, and his health was 
better when upon a campaign ; J if he gratefully 
accepts from the Senate a laurel crown, and wears it 
with pride, it is to hide his bald head : if -lastly, he was 
assassinated by those whom he had overwhelmed 
with benefits, it is because he meant to make himself 
king — aa if ho was not thus greater - than any king 
to his contemporaries as well as to posterity.

There are general 
causes, either moral er physical, which operate in

Equally sb logio shows us in important events their 
reason for being imperative, just so we must recog- 
nise both in the long duration of an institution the 
proof uf its excellence, arid in the incontestable in- 
Uueuco of a muu upon his age the proof of his ge- 
nius. ' 

" The task consits, then, in seeking the Vital ele- 
ment which made up the stieught of the institution 
as well as- tho predominating idea which caused Irian 
to act.

the peculiarity uf genius to survive annihilation, and 
to extend its empire over future generations ?

Cicero, his adversary, is forced 
to exclaim ; — 'All the actions of Cmsar. his writing!- 
his words, his promise?, his thoughts, have greater 
power after his death than if he still lived.' * For 
ages it has been sufficient to tell the world that such 
had b een the will of Cesar to pi* *™ ftf rfrld' 
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obedience. 

The above shows Sufficiently the object I propose 
to myself in writing this history. That object is to 
prove that when Providence raises up - such men as 
C'sssar. Charlemagne, and Napoleon, it is to trace 
out for peoples the course they ought to pursue, .to 
set the seal of their genius upon a new era. and to 
accomplish the labour of several ages in a few years. 
Happy the nations who understand aud follow them '. 
wretched they who misconceive and strive against 
them!' They act like ihe Jews — they, crucify tbeii 
Messiah .;_tbey.*re blind and guilty.; Wind id notper- 
ceiving the importance of thoir efforts to arrest fhe 
definitive triumph oi good'; guilty, inasmuch as thej 
only retard progress, by shackling her prompt anil

" In effect, neither' the murder of fcteear nor th 
captivity of St. Helena have been able irretrievably 
to' destroy two popular causes overthrow u1>y a league 
disguising itself under the mask of liberty. In kill- 
ing Cesser, Brutus plunged Rome into the horrors of 
civil war : he did not prevent the reign of Augustus, 
but he rendered those of Nero and Caligula possible! 
Neither has the ostracism of Napoleon by associated

The trade is comparatively of recent origin, having only 
commenced in 1845. in whlch-yenr the value of the export 
was but £199 : in 1853 it haaCreached £188,000 : of late 
years, owing principally to the war amongst the native tribes, 
it has somewhat lallen ofT, and in 1864 the crop was only 
£78.000 

Ike greater part of these nuts, probably three-foorths,are 
exported to France, where they are converted Into ah oil 
which is sold as olive oil. and is largely used for domestic 
purposes, 

The recent tailing off in the ground-nut crop has led the 
merchants to direct their attention to cotton, and steps arc 
being taken to induce tbe natives Ho adopt Its cultivation, 
ffttecn tons and a half having been exported In 1864 . 
The policy of this measure appears doubtful : there is no

Female Intellect. 

We often meet- with men who are incapable of any 
real intellectual 'process whatever, whose utmost 
achievement is to repeat formults which they have 
learned by heart. And we often/ moet with men 
who uoL^gab/ understand what they see and hear and 
end. huTcaii go ou and make inferences and dis- 
coveries for themselves. But we seldom meet with 
men who can thoroughly understand and appreciate 
anything that is" set before them, but havo never in 
their whole lives thought out «ny matter for.ihem- 
selves. This is a state of mind which men common- 
ly £ther rise above or fall below. But it strikes us a» 
being exactly tbe case with a very large class of wo- 
men. and it seems to no the highest intellectual range 
which any large class of women are h'kely to reach. 
Those who rise above it are quite exceptional. Ol 
course, there are multitudes of women who fall be- 
low it. but we believe that ihe'nuhibcr of women who 
reach to it is quite enough to make the intellectual 
capacity of women, as a body, pretty nearly ou a level 
with the intellectual capacity of metfasabody. . In- 
tellectual giantesses are still rarer jhan intellectual 
giants, but we suspect that, 'nitcllectual dwarfs, pain- 
lully commou arnoug both sexes, are still more com- 
mon among men than among women .... 
What strikes one. when one gets a Hula below the 

surfacewith womeu of the sort which no mean clever 

.women, well e du cated -ac cording to ib cTecoiv adstaud . 
ard. but not pretendiug to any special genius or spe". 
cial attainments — is the vast amount of intellectual 
power which is utterly wasted. Men seldom uttorlj 
waste their powers ; wbett'ihey have any power, ihoy 
generally use it iu some way or other. But take a 
woman, naturally iuielligent, but educate ! us womeu 
generally are. aud put any subject clearly and scien. 
lificaily before her. arid you are suppriscd ut the waste 
of power. You are suppriseilo find that so little is 
known where there is a capacity for knowing bo much. 
Y/ou ptit before her clear aud accurate views of his- 
tory, .philology, or any other subject. > You hardly 
know which most to wonder at— the cloarues.8 and 
readiness with which your teaching is taken iu, or 
tho fact that a mind capable of taking iu so much 
should have found out ■ absolutely nothing for itself. 
It seems inexplicaWt}, thai where the' receptive pew 



witbont to make it begin anything, and the almost 
to be expected from it is to take in what is set before 
it. It will, in its highest form, be able to develop 
and to apply, to recognise iustances and parallels, 
but notsirictly to discover anything. Such a miud 
will take a keen delight in working out the applica- 
tion of a law. though the law would never have sug- 
gested itself without external help. Now, if .'we ad. 
mit the doctrine which all men and most women hold- 
as to the position of women in the world, this is ex- 
actly tho sort of intellect which suits their position. 
If, as the Apostle tells us. the woman is created for 
the, rrian; this is exactly the sort of woman that » 
oaarr would wish to have created for him. A man of 
intelligence and information wishes to find, in a wife 
or sister or female companion of any kind; one who- 
is iu some sort his intellectual equal, and yet in some 
sort his intellectual iuferior. He does not want a 
teacher, a disputant, no nvertbrowcr of his first prin- 
ciples : he has malo friends and male enemies who 
will do all those services for him. But he wants one ,. 
who is 'essentially receptive, who can unberstand. ap- .' 
prcciate. and develop what he sets before her. who ' 
can act as a keen critic of details, who can even point- 
out bis flaws and inconsistencies, but who will not 
boisterously attack the principles from which he starts. ' 
Such a function, and a most amiable aud honourable- 
functiou it is. manifestly requires a very high devel- ' 
opraent of those faculties which we have called re- 
ceptive, while it would be iucousiateitt with the pre- 
sence, iu auyktruug degree, of those powers which 
we call creative — those by which men act as teachers 
aud rulers of their kind.— Saturday Review.

Abolitionism in Spain. 

' 1 -- Thi great principle* which underlie -the emanoi. 
paiion movement are everywhere gaiuing ground. 
Soroo few mouths ago, we announced tho formation 
iti Mailt id- of an Anli.Slnvery Associntion. which had 
held a preliminary meeting, and appointed a com- 
mission to inquire 
of negro emaiiui[ 

the Dutch colonic.". Three subsequent meetings 
were held, at the last of which it was found that lite 
members were not unanimous upon the basis it was 
proposed to give the Association j whereupon a cer- 
tain number, mure radical in principle lhau their col. 
leagues, at one* withdrew, and took mcsBures for the 
formation of a new Society. For some months tlte 
work of organization went quietly on. the object be- 
ing tosecure a number of " radical abolitionists." who. 
Ifeing agreed upon the basis and the constitution of 
the Association, would co-operate harmoniously. This 
object appears to havexbeeit successfully accomplish, 
ed, and on Sunday, the'Snd of April ultimo, a public 
meeting was convened and held in the Academy of 
Jurisprudence,. Madrid, at one o'clock in tlte day 
•Our correspondent writes that a great number of in- 
vitatioris hud been issued, but no one dared .scarcely 
hope far a correspondingly barge attendance. The 
founder! were, therefore, agreeably disappointed, and 
exceedingly gratified to. find the hall crowded lo ex. 
■cess. Don Antouia Maria Segovia, a member of'the 
Chamber of Deputies. waa,.cflbid t 0 the Chair, and 
was supported right and f»Qjhy the first and second 
Secretaries, Don Julio L. VBsarrondo and Don Ma. 
fiano Carre ras y Gonzales. The Chairman informed 
Ihe Mealing that it had been convened to receive the 
report of the preliminary labours of the founders of 
the propoacd Society, aud to constitute it formally, if 

' the* Meeting approved of its objects. The founders 
thought the time had come for Spain to study the itn. 
porlsnt question of the abolition of Slavety. not' only 
as a duty to humanity, civilization, nnd justice, but 
as necessary, for the vindication of tlte national lion, 
our. so seriously compromised by -the infringement 
of international -engagements, a fact which inflicted 
disgrace up'-n the Spanish people. Kvetfts in the 
United States were assuming such a form, an* ware 
acquiring' such rapid development, that it was ab- 
solutely necessary to anticipate the day when the 

■ question of abolition would be forced upon the atten- 
tion of Spanish statesmen, and it was better to con. 
aider it calmly, under no pressure, and with tlte de- 
liberation which its importance, political; social, and 
economical demanded. He then called upon the 
Secretary to.suhmii to the meeting an outline of the 
preliminary proceedings of the founders: and this 
having been done, and a statement made setting forth 
the objects snd the<"nn«tiiuti-m of the Association, 
the Chairman ittvited those of the gentlemen present 
who felt inolined to become member* to advance to 
the table. Upon this invitation the entire assembly 
roae. and it appeared to have become a point which 
should inscribe his name first upon the lists prepared 
for this purpose. The scene is described as a most 
remarkable one. 

A brief discusaion now followed' on a nutter of de. 
tail anri'i'i was resolved to havo three classes of mrjm- 
beni. namely, subscribers, correspondents, and 
•• members of merit." Up latter to include exclusive- 
ly any owners of slaves who should emancipate them. 
The meeting then preceded to appoint a nominating 
commission, its ogico being to select the Executive 
Committee.

The eause of Africa— the cause of philanthropy, 
of science, and of every good measure, have suffered a 
severe loss in the death of the late Henry Christ;, 
of London. Ho was a man of immense weulth which 
he used liberally for the promotion of good in what, 
ever form it might present itself to his attention : 
and yet there, narer was one less ostentatious and 
obtrusive in all he did. He was a member of tbe 
Society of : Friends, although he did not comform to 
the style of dress of those benefactors of mankind. 

We copy the following from the Morning Star for 
tho advantage of those to whom he was not personally 
known : — 

We deeply regret to announce the death of M r. Hen- 
ry Christy, who was well known and highly -esteemed 
in the walks of philanthropy snd science. For some 
years past he has devoted no small share of his time 
and. fortune to the personal exploration of the Pyre- 
nees, and of other parts of the Continent where the 
discovery of flint implements has thrown so strange a 
light upon the early history of mankind. His latci 
researches, which were undertaken in conjunction 
with the distinguished French taomt M. Lartct. have 
proved of the greatest vslne to science ; aud he pro.

During tho Irish famine he devoted 
himself personally to the mitigation of the disease 
aud suffering which had awakoned his benevolent 
sympathy, and bis own life nearly fell a sacrifice to 
his enoris in this good cause. He was a man of 
lingulnrly varied endowments, and took as much 
pleasure ill dispensing knowledge as ho did in its ac- 
quisbiiin.

him that tie had lakeu the things according to hie di- 
rection, and was sending them by the beater of ilia 
note. Ho afterwards came to town and enquired 
alwitt the things, when he was told that if he could 
not find tho roan who had stated that ho had been 
scut by Mr. Willoughby. he would be detained. 
He wont and searched for Osiwo to come ami take 
the articles, left at' the Police station. After making 
search for the man.' he told the inspector that ne 
could not find him ; ho was then arrosted and 
charged with tho crime:

had left some of the salt he had seized with htm 
to besentforso^hisi^warnto Lagos, Short- 
ly after a man came to Eopeyam mforming htm 
that he was sent by the Inspector for the salt, 
and also to require him, Bopeyam, to assist in the 
seizure of the property of Osiwo. When Bope- 
yam hesitated he was informed that the Govern- 
or required the work to be done, and if 
he refused to do it he would incur serious conse- 
quences. For some time Ropeyarn seemed to 
have been uncerUiri, hut at last he went, not be- 
fore however, on a hint from him, his wife had pro- 
ceeded them to warn the man Osiwo. All being 
over tlte plundered property was placed in a 
canoe to be token to Lagos. Ropeyarn was still 
uncertain as to whether all was right, and in 
order to bo made positive he wrote to the In- 
spector of Puliee, sending the things Beiied, with 
a list of them. Receiving; no answer to his letter, 
he went himself to the Inspector, and for the first 
time, was informed of the character of the 
work in which he was made to participate ; he 
was also reqniredtt produce the true culprit or be 
himself answerable; but by that time the crimi- 
nal had fled snd Ropeyarn was oommitted to bo 
tried for the offence. 

Now it is certain that Ropeyarn had partici- 
pated in the robbery, but it is equally certain, to 
any one who would be at the trouble of inform- 
ing himself of the circumstances, that his parti- 
cipation was by no means a guilty one. Rope 
yarn is ignorantand iUiterate.and differs from any 
other native only in this, that-having served in 
n man-of-war, he had acquired the habit of obey- 
ing the orders of his superiors witkmt qUettioH; 
wlien therefore he was told that the act in 
which he was required to assist was by order 
of the governor, it is vory unlikely that he 
would disobey, particularly when only a day 
or two before the Police Inspector, very un- 
warrantably, compelled him to aid in what 
must have seemed to .him a' very similar pro- 
ceeding. Besides, this .we are at a loss to 
understand- how at the total the facts could have 
been ignored, that he had written to the Inspeot- 
or about the matter, that not receiving an 
answer he had come himself to enquire about it, 
thntwhen he had failed to find the oulprit, al- 
though the opportunity of escape was open to 
him, he had voluntarily returned to the Police 
Inspector, and tfiat } ho had sent hitf wife before- 
hand to warn the man Osiwo that his house 
and goods were to be seized-Miow, wc ask, could 
his judges not only ignore all these facts, but 
conolude that he, the only guiltless man of the 
party, was the principal, and condemn him to 
two years imprisonment, while tho others were 
only sentenced each to ax months ?■ 
We fear that such a mistake is not confined to 



this case, but that in other instances, both the) 
guilty have escaped and the innocent punished, 
and this after our worthy Chief Magistrate and his 
Assessors have taken the best care to do full ju»< 
ties.. The fault is due not to them, but to what wo 
consider the defective system adopted in their 
court in' the trial of natives, by which we be- 
Ueve they are seldom able to understand fully the 
facts on both sides. The English spoken by tho*" 
who undertake to interpret is such that but few 
persons, who have not had a long and intimate if • 
irypnvoVajn'w wjili tri* peyiple can nneWwtaeidi sard 



not only are- these mterpreters . generally onablu 
to reproduce, in intelligible English, whatis sppk- 
en by the natives, bat they seldom usdetaitaud'saf • 

fieiantly tbe English addressed to therofy the M»< 
gistrates themselves. As the best evidonce of thi < 
fact there can be seen in this very court the novel 
feature of interpreting English into English, tho 
English of the natives into the English of the Eu- 
ropean, and even with this we do not believo » 
proper understanding of what is said can bo ob- 
tained, because, except with the well-educated na- 
tives, these people eoaaor express themselves in 
Bnglish. The great dt'iltralttm of our courts aro 
well-educated natives as interpretersif-men who 
can easily underitautAmd reproduce the language 
of the jodge into the native language, and sic* xtrn. 
Such, it might be objected; are difficult to proeuro. 
—then there is bnt one other course, to adopt to 
secure the ends of justice, namely, that these peo- 
ple be permitted lo have advocates who would bo 
at ihe trouble, by frequent iriterviews, toaeqoire 
a full knowledge of their case, and present it at 
their trial in BUch manner as the customs of courts 
every where justify-, for *• beneTe.it. nttarlj im. 
rK-rsibre in the majority of eases to amiv- at • foil 
know ledge of a native jwfaeer by hearing once only 
each person's account of it.

Hirer Gambiaba* imperceptibly been enlisted on the 
side of the Pagans in endeavours to check the pro- 
grass of Moslem faith and conquest on this part of 
Africa, but for this there appears no foundation what- 
ever. The local Government has carefully abstained 
from any inteference in the civil and religious wars 
in which the tribes in the neighbourhood periodically 
wage' against each other, and whenever it-has come 
into collision with them it has been for the viudica. 
tion of its fights against their aggression ; indeed 
inquiry shows that in the greater number of instances 
which interference has been called for of late years, 
ihe 'Pagans, and not the Moslems, have been the sub 
jest of it. There is no doubt but that Mohammedism 
is slowly but steadily making its way south, and that 
it will probably eventually exercise its sway over the 
whole of the countries iu which we have established 
ourselves; but. although it is impossible not to hope 
that the day may be far distant, any attempt on our 
part to impede its. progress would be as useless as it 
would be unjust. 

We have numerous treaties with the natives, 
beginning from 1896 ; they relate, in some instances, 
to cessions of territory, and always contain engage- 
ments for the protection of trade, the sboliliou of 
slave export, and the preservation of peace. They 
are not entered into by the natives without gtcat con- 
sideration, and as they are rarely, if ever, broken, ihov

-All labour is performed by the domestic slaves of 
the family, who. as n rule, are kindly treated and are 
not Often parted with, except under circumstances of 
necessity.

In point of unheallhitess the climate of tbe Gam- 
bia probably varies little from that of the otber settle- 
ments. There is considerable sickness during and 
after the rains, but many of the merchants, finding 
that their business makes but light demands upon 
them during that season, are in the habit of passing 
in England the worst months of the year. Military 
officers who suffer in health to any considerable ex 
tent are at once invalided, and cjvil officers are afford 
ed every facility for obtaining the advantages of a 
change of climate : thus not only are very few Eu- 
ropeans compelled to remain in the Colony for any 
length of lime without a change, but there is also a 
consequent diminution in ihc number of deaths from 
the effects of the climate. 

It bos often been urged that the unhcallhincss of

It would, how- 
ever, be a subject of much regret if this small, harm- 
less, and useful community should thus be abandoned 
to destruction through the fear of our becoming in- 
volved in unnecessary reponsibililies. and it is to be 
hoped that tbe local Government may. without risk 
lo itsef, find some means of extending to them the 
protection they seek. Such a step would furlhor our 
ob^ioiug that influence on the northern sido of the 
river ol which, a» has been slated, wo are reaping 
the benefits on the south. 

Tho natives not boiug British subjects, with the 
exception of the fow residing permanently in the 
Colour, are not, of course, liable to direct taxation 
but the principal part of the revenue being 'derived 
from an export duly on ground nut*, the produce of 
their labour, they do coutiibute largely, though in- 
directly, their share of taxaliou.

From 
lfil'.l to ISM portions of land on the Bullom shore 
on the opposite sido of the river, and' a tract of coun- 
try along iho liokel river, were also obtained from the 
natives but tbe secessions have never, been turned to 
any pi'uclictil :iccou:.t.

duction of iron shipbuilding has almost extinguished 
the timber trade. After deducting ihe, value of the 
principal articles of export, there still remains a nu- 
merous class of miscellaneous articles the total value 
of which, during each of the last two years, in not far 
short of the total value of the exports of the Colon; 

10 years since Willi the exception of ginger and 
arrowroot, but s small proportion. of the arlioles ex- 
ported from the Colony is raised within the peninsula. 
The Quiah and Sherlirn districts now belonging to 
the Colony contribute a considerable share, but by 
far tho greater quantity of exports comes from the 
interior, the numerous rivers by which the country

The cultivation of cotton is attracting sumo atten- 
tion, but tho country possesses such peculiar aptitude-, 
for the production of oil seeds. :md re-'inl researches 
have tienlo known eo many different ponrces fiom 
which valuable aud useful oils can b.* obtained, that 
it is hardly likely that cotton -growing will, for the 
present, bo carried -»n extensively, or with much 
.■igonr. 

"flic imports of the Colony (IvCturn No. P, Appen- 
dix) are chiefly cotton and silk gooda, tobacco, wind 
and spirits. '* miscellaneous " articles, serving I06iv«ll 
considerably the total value. There w nothing iu thn 
character of tho imports for the last It) years to call 
for particular observation. 

Return No. 10 (Appendix), exhibits lb" total value 
of tho imports and exports of the Colony for the last 

11 years, and shows how groat lias been tbo increase 
of both within this period, on inc.roosc which, from its 
gradual and steady growth, is evidently duo to s cor- 
responding development of tho resources of tho coun- 
try. There is no doubt but that much of this im- 
provement in tho producing and consuming powers of 
the Colony is duo lo the acquisition of the Shcbro and 
Quiah toiritorios, the former of which possesses a river 
that affords the only access to a largo extent of coun- 
try, and. through which, consequently, all goods in- 
tended fur consumption ill the interior must pas?, 
paying us duties thereon. 1 1 is true that traders may 
tako advantage of the CaUinaa river, situated some 
distance -to tho south, lo iutrodiicc their goods into 
tho interior without tho payment of ilnljj but them 
is a dangerous bar ai its month, which niiisl always be 
an impediment to its use. Hi-aidcs the adranlago 
which the possession of this Highway inio the interior- 
atTorda. the laud of Shorbro is very fertile, and promis- 
es to add materially to the agricultural woahjfl of 



Colony. The occupation of those territories and of 
Bulama havo had iho offeel of preserving peace aud 
ordor over a considerable extent of couulry hitherto 
iiable to tho disturbing influence of constant nalive 
wars, and thus onabling the people to follow their vr- 
■linary occupations in security.

Reports of proceedings irt Courts 
of Law— How Far Allowable. 

The Lord Chief Justice said :— There is no ques 
tion that in point of law a report of proceedings ir 
courts of justice, if fair, impartial and truthful, al- 
though it may contain matter whioh if it were not 
containod in such a report would be libellouB — is pri 
vileged. It is equally certain 'hat fair comments 
upon the proceedings of a court of justice, or the re- 
sult of them, are in like manner privileged and pro- 
tected. The administration of justice is matter of 
universal interest to the whole public. The direction 
of the judge, the verdict of the jury, the decree of 
court of equity, may be all made subjects of free com. 
ment. It is. the interest of all of us that it should 
be ao. But in commenting on such matters a public 
writer, as much as a private writer, is bound to attend 
to the truth, and to put forward the truth honestly 
and in good faith and to the beet of his knowledge and 
ability. It is not to be expected that in discharging 
this duty of a public journalist he will always be infal 
lible. His judgment may be biassed, one way orthe 
other, without the sligheet reflexion upon his good 
faith ; and, therefore if his comments are fair, no one 
has a right to complain. But it is for thejury to say 
whether a given comment upon proceedings of a court

Our Government, though not altogether with us, is 
not openly opposed. . . . The cause of the abolition 
of Slavery may now be considered as fairly planted ie . 
Spain. 

These Bigns of the tiroes are indeed encouraging, 
though it m jst not be imagined that the friends of the 
cause in Spain are likely to have a quiet time of it. 
Tho partisans of Slavery and the slave-trade are active, 
and powerful -, and. to advocate their views and policy, 
have set on foot an organ of their own, called Lo Iti* 
de Cuba, to which they are giving an extensive cir- 
culation. Their opponents have- also a periodical, 
titled, La Rnista Hisf ana-Americana, but though . 
il pleads for abolition, it has a somewhat more politi- 
cal character than is thought desirable, wherefore 
they are about to issue a BoUtin, specially dedicated 
to the treatment of the emancipation question. It 
is to be hoped tbat, aided by other and daily orgs"* 
of the Madrid press — which has snnounccd itseUhj 
favour of tbo new movement — the public mind will' 
be speedily enlightened ; and when this is done, tbe" 
Government will find itself compelled to meet the- 
demand for emancipation, by some decided measuff* 
in that direction. *Tho abolition party in Spain is »•* 
without (dements of strength in Cuba. 1 f rumours, 
which havo found their way into print may be credit- 
ed, a large and an influential party in that island H 
decidedly in favour of emancipation. It has existed-, 
many yoars, but many of its leaders were expatriated . 
in coriscqneuco of iheir opinions, and tho local 
Govemieut persecuted their adherents into silence, 
though they could not suppress tho progress of ideas 
and tho developcment of principles. We may new 
hopo that tho wonderful advance of the anti-slavery 
policy in the United 8tate»f,fwbioh has resulted in 
the total emancipation of the slave population, msf 
stimulate the champions of the cause in Cuba to re- 
newed efforts. Of tbeir final success we entertain n» 
doubt whatevor.

Governor, written at the request of the Bashorto 
- and Chiefs of that place, to the effect as follows : 

1.— That the Bashorcn and Chiefs of Abbeoku- 
ta accept the terms required of them by this Gov. 
_ L erupent, regarding the robberies committed by 
their people on the Hirer Ogun. on the property 
. . of British Subjects and Lagos Traders. 

9.— That they will not interfere with the Bead 
i between Ikorodu and Ibadari; aud tbat it is their 
sincere desire to sit down within their own terri- 
tories in peace. 

3.— That they will, (as required by this Govern- 
ment), »Uow the property of Europeans and La- 
gos Traders to pais down from Abbeokuta to La- 
gos without hinderance on their part. 

,4 —That they sincerely offer to His Excellen 
ey the Lieutenant Governor, their best thanks for 
his act of kindness in liberating twelve of their 
people taken prisoners in war) and that they did 
not regard this act as a sign of begging, as had 
been reported. 

5. — That as soon as they should have received a 
reply from Hie Excellency, they would send suita- 
ble messengers down, and arrange the proposed 
arbitration for the settlement of the claims of thr- 
Government.- on account of the before-mentioned 
robberies in the River Ogun. 

■ AND WHEREAS His Excellency the Lieoten- 
ant-Gdvernor baa since received suitable messen 
ger» from the Basboruk and War Chiefs of Abbe, 
oiuta, bearing their respective staves, and fully 
oonfljming (he acceptation of the above terms by 
■- the Government of Abbeokuta, as intimated by the 
Biy- Haunt Towssekd. in hia-said despatch of 
the fourth of July, above referred to. 

AND WHEREAS His Excellency the Lieute- 
nant-Governor accepting this assurance of the 
Bashoroi* and War Chiefs of Abbeokuta, as 
offered by then in good faith, is willing thst the 
one point (to whii-h they state it is impossible 
for them in justice to accede), shall remain a sub- 
ject for future negotiation.

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We have before had occasion to point out the 
great danger of a practice very common in this 
oonntry dnring the wet season, no nieau that of 
several persons Bleeping in a close room with a 
fire buring in it Even without the fire the 
practice wonld be dangerous, for air which has 
been breathed and re-broathedj from being load- 
ed witb exhalations from the lungs becomes 
poisonous and cannot be inhaled with safety. 
Fire gives off the same noxious vapours to the 
air as tbe breath, and the two things, a fire and 
sei eral persons breathing, combined in the same 
room is certain to destroy life, by suffocation. A 
whole family, father, mother and children at Ab- 
beokuta were found, some dead, others dying 
from this cause, not long ago, and they would 
all have died had not' timely and effluent aid 
been afforded. A similar accident has just oc- 
curred here a day or two ago. It was raining 
very much) the room was damp, a fir* was made 
in tt, and the family having taken the fatal pre- 
caution of well-closing the room went to sleep 
around the fixe. Tne next morning they were 
all found insensible — partly suffocated from in- 
haling carbonic acid,, the deadly gas which was 
gives off from combustion and respiration simul- 



taneously going on in the same close room. This 
iB no doubt a fruitful cause of the ill health which 
is so prevalent among our natives in the wet 
season. 

Such of our missionaries who do not regard it 
as sinful to refer to scientific matters in the p u l. 
pit, would doubtless be doing a religious dutv 
to warn their people apinnRt so injurious a prac- 
tice ; and the teachers ot our schools sfiould in- 
struct their pupils in these things. We are 
doubtless under as great moral obligation to take 
care of the health of the body as of the soul. 

Whenever any one is found insensible from 
such cause, he should be immediately brought 
into the open air, and cold water dashed on his 
face and head : strong vin»<*nr. or better,' aromatic 
vinegar, rubbed about his noarils, and held un. 
der them ; stimulatino; clysters, any thing that 
will bum slightly, shuUld be given, uud a healthy 
person should breathe into his nostrils in order 
to innate the kings. Alx»<! all, call the doctor * 
immediately if one can be hid. 

Life in a French Family. 

DtBtKO one of my visits U< Paris, I happened to 
make the acquaintance of a Frenchman, * fio » as n _ 
markable for speaking English in a most admirable 
manner. 

Every one who has resided in France must have 
noticed the extreme anxiety tvinced by a Frenchman 
to air the smallest amount of English which he may 
posseas. Your Englishman, who may perimpB oeau 
elegant French scholar, as far as books go. but who is 
not accustomed to the society of Frauchmi n. is mor- 
bidly sensitive aa to his 6liorlL'.miug9 in thi- language. 
i.nd, except at the last nece>aitv, prefers silence to 
conversation. Therefore he is thought to be proud 
and hsughty. while ha ia only diffident. His com- 
paniona naturally judge him by themselves, and. feel- 
ing that uuder the some circumstance* the v would be 
chattering away in high glee ;it Hisplayinj; their ac- 
complishments, imagine that he can only k ep silence 
through pride. If a Frenchman has thn e words of 
English, out they. are sure to come in the tint three 
minutes. He is uot at all funicular aboi.t the pro- 
nunciation, and when you set him right. Is-ighsgood. 
humouredly at bimsolf, and takes advantage qjjhe 
correction. 

1 once travelled from Boulogne to Pi ris witb a 
very amusing companion. He only knew one wonl 
of English, uauiely. " sliokang ." but ho I let uo op- 
portunity of bringing routid the couversati in. so that 
be might use his favffufiie expression. If 1 asked 
a question about a cathedral, be diverged into a his- 
tory of monasteries, and pronounced them, to l a 
''abokang. " If I asked hui whether he h id been m 
Englaud, ho remarked that he waa afraid ol the ''shok- 
ang " mat de mer. when 1 spoke of tbe theatres, he 
compared ihe French stylo of acting with me English 
stage, which lie pronounced in ho " shokauu,." Some- 
times he objected to the '' shokang " vibri tiou of ihe> 
carriages, and ho was never remiss -in pointing out 
certain babtts and customs of the people, merely for 
tbe purpose of telling me — with perfect n-ulh— that 
they were "shokang." At last I used 10 know 
whenever this word was approaching. 1 waited W 
it. aud could uot but admire the consummate art 
with which it was introduuoeil." 

If you ask your way in Paris, and your interlocutor 
hnppeits to know the words-'.' right "«r '' left " ho# 
delighted he is to fiud so admirable an opportunity of 
displaying hie knowledge: and when you return 
thanks for tbe assistance, he is sure to say . " Oh ysis : 
night I" I think that he is the happier nil day for 
the feeling (hat he has displayed his mastery over the 
English language. 

Knowing, therefore, this custom of the people, I 
was by no means surprised hv being mldre-oed in rtf 
native language whilu sciuc.i at a uafu and iinbibiag 
absintbe. but I was very much astonished to bear a 
sentence delivered unhesitatingly, and without mora 
than the- slightest infus-on of accent. Naturally urn 
sutered into converse ion. :tt--l 1 could not but express 
my admiration of the porf-vt mnnnor in which RV 
new acquaintance spnkc English. L thought that he 
must have resided in Englaud for roady years, but be 
told me that he had been in that country for thn* 
weeks, for tho purpose of improving his accent,. arid 
tbat — of all places in tbe world — he hnJ taken lodg- 
ings in Houndsditob, having been recommended tow 
so by a oompatriot, whs must either have been a vary 
ignorsqt or a very waggish personage. However, be 
had not restricted himself to tbat remarkable locality, 
but Bad very wisely betaken hi mself to the bajsaars, the 
parks, aud tbe markets by day, and to the thealresby 
night. The oonsequeuce of this energetic proceed- 
ing was that his English was really wonderful for a 
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foreigner- and as for accuracy end purity, it surpass 
ed that of most Englishmen. 

He had also deeply studied the technical language 
^aed in various Jfrofeesione. and I once heard him 
rebuke a talkative hoy by telling him to bsol in Ihe 
y\tcV of his jawin^-tacka. I could heardly believe 
that I had heard riplitly. Lnt when called upon to ex- 
plain tbe terms employed, be did so in the the fullest 
manner, and said that he had learned the expression 
from one of Marryat'a mimical novels. 

We happened ti- ii.o-t once or twic at the same 
cafe\ aud siiucli up cj-jiic- an acquaintance, so thst 
after a while I used sometimes to accompany him 
home and dine with him and his lively little wife. 
Unlike her husband, sho could speak no Eng lish, t 
fact at which he was railier gratified than otherwise 
'tbinkino it convenient for a man to he able to talk 
before his wife without being understood 

When next 1 projected a visit lo Paris I wrote to 

M. T .asking him to look out for a convenient 

lodging for ire. He wrote back to say tbat ha bed 



hopes that my interlocutor might have been the of- 
ficer who took the fort, but it turned out that he wa>> 
rn command of the relieving force. To return to our 
domicile, which was ou the second floor, and extend- 
ed through three sides of a square.

With equal politeness, the man asked for the reason 
of the prohibition The gendarme replied that Mot), 
sieur had been taking rather }oo much absinthe, 
Monaieur blandly repudiated the imputation. '■ Per. 
baps.'' said the geiidarme, " though Monsieur does 
not believe my assertion, he will take my advice." 
Whorejpon. Monsieur yiolded t'.ie point, took off his 
hat politely to the gendarme, who' touched his own 
chapcau in return, and walked quietly away. 

On wet days I mostly remaineiMn my room, aud 
learned many valuable secrets of the kitchen, some 
of which have stood me in good stead ever since. I 
learned to make all sorts of preparations out of eggs 
and field herbs, how to dresa frogs, how to brew 
coffee, and bow to cook a rabbit with raiatns — a dish 
that must be seen to be believed ; also loosed to read 
to Mfdame, snd watch her perform bar daily tasks. 

My host was a profeueur— i. e., a teacher of lan- 
guages—a vocation for which he had a special gift 
being able to speak Spanish as perfectly as English.

The plaiuiiff in this suit claimed £1,250 ibe value 
of 300 rolls of tobacco, part of the cargo of the shiy 
Barros I '' from Babia, shipped to tbe order of 
Senhor Maciol of Whydah, and deliverable in bis 
absence to B. A. Lopez aud J. F. Blanco. 

The demand had been made for lhe tubscoo by 
plaiuiiff through his partner J. M. de Caivalho, and 
as tbe supercargo refused to comply with it. be bad 
entered proceedings against him 10 recover tbe value 
of the shipment Plaintiffs representative stated 
that after lhe arrival of lhe Barros I., ho on receiv- 
ing instructious from, bis partner, bad wtitteii the 
defendant requesting him to forward any latter be 
might have for his partner, and to deliver the S0l> 
rolls of tobacco shipped to Senr. Maciol as be tvss 
thorized to receive them ; defendant replied tbat 
he had tobacco on board for Senr. Msciel. but for 
certain reason* which he could not at that lime ex- 
plain, he was una bis to comply witb tbe request. He 
ihon wrote him again on the subject, and received au 
answer to the same effect. At last, the defendant 
wrote to say that he could »ot deliver 'the tobacco, as 
he had received intelligence of the death of Sanr. 
Maciel, and he had instructions not to deliver tbe 
cargo under those circumalauces. That he Mr. Cat- 
valbo then requested a copy of lite instructions to en- , 
able him to proceed to protect the interest of bis 
partner s client. The supercargo replied tbat as 
his orders were given him by Messrs. A. lopes of 
Bahja, it was to those geutlemen he would have to 
make explanations if he had incurred any responsi- 
bility. That the plaintiff then entered thia action 
against the supercargo, for the purpose of compelling 
him to shew "bis instruction* ot -authority" fev *•* 
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Tbe Mveral letters referred to above were produced 
tai read. 

The defendant stated that he was supercargo of ibe 
"Branco I j" thai he had received instructions io de- 
nrer at Whydah, to Senr. Maciel, 300 rolls of tobac- 
^o, or in his absence, to B. A. Lopez and J. F. 
Branco, but in lhe event of his receiving information 
jf the death of Senr. Maciel. he was to diepo-«e of the 
lobsccofor tbe beneBi of the shippers. Thai ho bad 
received news of the deatK of the consignee aloog 
the coast, and be had therefore acted in accordance 
viih the orders given him. The letter of instructions 
was produced and translated.

I could not help laughing at my friend's ill-con- 
cealed anxiety to. become, the owner of my steed : 
but I still shook my bead, in sign of negation, 
Snowball. as I called the. pretty coolblack creature, 
was not for sale. 

My friend, lorn Rawlinson, of the Stock Exchange, 
. who prides himself above all things upon his know- 
ledge of horseflesh, rode in silence beside me for a 
whUe, and then broke out again. 

" 1 aay, King, do oblige me. I've taken a parti 
eular fancy to your nag, and- 1 know you're not the 
man to run me np because I say so. I'll give you 
any fair price— name it yourself, bat let us have a 
ileal. Why, man, you'd get a decent hack for half

This was-ecoru-deeJer in Chicago, whose book-keeper 
I then was. and whose good wife had. nursed me. a 
lonely stranger, through one of the swamp fevers 
which are not uncommon iu tltat ' Venice of the 
"West," where the housed rest on files driven into the 
muddy alluvial soil. 

I shall be sorry to lose you. Mr. King,' said the 



were the scene of many dreadful ootragesTaltemateiy 
committed by whites and aborigines, and vague but 
sboeking'rumours reached the frontier direct in which 
I was a sojourner. Still the glittering bait of Colum 
bian gold was too potent to fail of iu effect, and num- 
bers beside myself came crowding into .Lecompton 
eager;/ inquiring for means of transport, and listen- 
ing with a fearful interest u> every wild story of the 
half-explored region beforf ihem. 

"<Tbe greater part of the emigrants were of Ame 
rican origin, some of them Western formers driving 
their own huge waggons in which their families sat 
commodiously enough behind the team of strong 
northern horses or big Kentucky mules, while many 



from Europe, The latter. Germans and Irish for 
the most part, with a small sprinkling of English and 
Welsh, were by far the poorest, the most ignorant and 
helpless, of the party. Their seamy resources, whe- 
ther brought from their distant homes or boarded 
from the gains o f a term of service among the Allan - 
tic cities, were fast becoming exhausted, and the JEI 
Dorado of their dreams seemed as remote as ever'. 
Many of these poor people, ill versed in geography, 
had been led by steamboat agents and others to be- 
lieve that the gold country lay within easy reach of 
the last river-side quay or railwaystation ; and they 
broke out into passionate grief or indigpation on 
looming how grossly they had been deceived. Iu this 
emergency aid arrived. A Yankee speculator set up 
an office in Lecompton. issued a flaming prospectus, 
and advertised his projects in the border newspapers. 
Dr. Ignotus Fiesclii Smith announced himself as at 
once a capitalist and one of the earliest pioneers of 
the Indian territory. He offered the help of his 
means and his experience to intending emigrants and 
was willing to snpply information grails; and to con- 
tract, on ' absurdly trifling and egregiously unremu- 
nerutive terms/ for the conveyance of families and 
goods across the plains and mountains of the wild 
we»t. Dr. I. F. Smith — thus — ran his printed pro- 
misses — would 'guarantee absolute immunity from 
dinger, suffering, or privation,' he would furnish ' the 
most intelligent and hardyguides and hunters.'would 
propitiate, elude, or discomfit the warlike tribes, 
would feed everybody, gaurd everybody, aud convey 
the whole multitude to their journey's enaSaafe and 
sound, for a very slender pecuniary censideratioi 

''There Is an amazing amount of gullibility in 
the United States, after all, for no ' spec' is too au- 
dacious or glaring for acceptance on the part of at 
least a portion of the public. So it proved on the 
present occasion. A great many emigrants entered 
into a contract with the doctor to convey them to 
Lytton . oo the Eraser Kiver. in British Columbia. 
I was among the number. I csn truly say that I

Ignotua is a queer given none, ain't it f he 
said on another occasion ; ' the minister "to Salem 
poorhoNSc; ho invented it for me. I guess. I was 
picked up in the streets of Salem, wrapped in an old 
• shawl, tho ugliest baby in the Union, I've hoard tell. 
Not knowing what, to call me, they wrote me Smith, 
and as it was just then that the chap tried to shoot 
ike old King of the Freuoh. Fieechi was tanked to 
me. as well as Ignotu). Well, I growod. I've tried 
most callings. I'm a real doctor of Augusta. College, 
and here's my diploma to prove it. I'm young 
enough yet. and I mean to be President afore 1 die.' 



it was that poured out of the Bfreets of Lecotnptoa 
and struck into the renowned ' Oregon trail.' Iihaj 
not been necessary for the doctor to provide means of 
conveyance for all the passengers. The farmers u 
1 have said, drove their own waggons, which formed 
carriages by day and tents by night for iheaccom. 
modation of their families. But the Europeans, and 
many of the New Englanders, were of course d'esii. 
lute of such vehicles, end for them Dr. Smith bad 
provided'iransport. Several waggons bad been pnr. 
chased or built, and these were crammed with nomea 
and children, with clothes, food,, cooking utensils 
bedding, and necessaries of various kinds.' These' 
waggons were variously horsed. Some were dragged

motion by the exertions of a string of Indian ponies, 
piebald or brindled for the most part, and looking al- 
most rat-like in- their dtminutiveness when compared 
with the big-boned importations from Kentucky. It 
was an understood thing that the able-bodied men 
were to walk, and to assist in the management of tho 
teams ; but those who could afford to pay for such ^ 
luxury as a pony were duly provided, lie doctor hav- 
ing made an advantageous barter for some half.tamed 
animals brought in by an Indian half-breed, and I 
was one of this band of the privileged. 

Let me try |p explain how the staff of the etpe. 
dition wos composed. First of all, there was Dr. I. 
F. Smith, physician in ordinary, contractor, and 
manager of the community. Then there were two 
satellites of the doctor's whom be called his ' mates' 
by word of mouth, but who in the prospectus had been 
euphemtsed into 'assistant deputies' — Hi ram Hall 
and Ben Tubber. There waa a cook, a French ere. 
ole, a gay laughing fellow, who played the riddle, 
and who was life and soul of the caravan when a halt 
was called ; there were the cook 'a boy a mulatto lad 
and runaway slave, and seven or eight teamsters, 
Besides these we had for guides and hunters the Indi- 
an half-breed who had sold the ponies, two sayage 
kinsmen of his who. accompanied him. end a prorojw 
of two or three more, who were to meet us at Yellow- 
stone Bock, out on the prairies of the Plane. So far. 
so good. 

" There were plenty of weapons belonging to the 
party : but we^vere far from trusting to our own vslour 
in case of assault. Another caravan waa to set oat 



under a sense of bitter wrong. Tbo northern prairie*- ;'t The start at last took place, and a motley throng 



nearly at the same time, from soother point on the 
frontier, bound for Oregon, and escorted by dragoons. 
We wefBsto join this caravou, and travel under the 
protectionvHts soldiers, so far as our roads lay to- 
gether > and whenjhey diverged, tho doctor assured 
us tbat^he most dsugcrous part of the journey would 
be over ; further, that ilte^Uuited States officer iu 
command would not refuse to^detsch a party to guard 
to the Brii ish borders. \^ 
' We set off confidently, gay witfrSwpos of the 
bright fortunes in store for us in llicfur NorJjj-Wosi.* 
As we passed out of the Lecompton, some of theidlors 
gave us a cheer in answer to tbehurrabs-of the Irish 
the 'hoch hochs' of the Germans, and the shrill clam- 
our of the women. But I noticed that ono or two 
bearded old trappers, rough men of the wilderness^ 
clad in greasy skins, anjl as grim and rude as bears 
masquerading in humarf sbape, eyed us with a sort 
of scornful pity, and shook their grizzled heads as 
they watched the train of waggons rattlo merrily by. 

" The first part of tho long journey gave ua little 
to complain of. Our .progress, to be sure, was tedi- 
ously slow, but for this we were prepared ; food was 
plentiful, and there was no. danger, and but little 
fatigue. We were soon across the frontier, and out 
of the territory 'of the United States, but we found 
the plains of the Platte well watered, abounding in 
grass for our cattle, and brushwood to make oar fires 
when we camped, and free from hostile savages. For 
the latter, indeed, we had littlo reason to care irkcbi' 
for' we had met and joined the other caravan at 
Marysvillo. beyond Fort Leavenworth, siid we ware 
under tlte protection of a strong detachment of 
dragoons, hardened to the rugged warfare of the bor- 
ders. Our principal trouble was" in' fording the no- 
merous feeders of the Platte river, on which occasion 
the waggons were apt to stick in the slimy blue mud. 
untila number of men. waist deep in slush and water, 
literally put their shoulders to tho wheels, and heav- 
ed the huge machine np tbe.yieldiug bonk.- One or 
two of the children sickened of ague, and ono w»s 
bitfe'h" by i t thate ; but Dr. Smith . showed geWttine,. 
skill in attending the sufferers, and set them right 
by ptompt and' vigorous measures, thereby winning 
morelgood will aud admiration front every woman hi 
the party.

Two 
ol them were laiby dark-complexioned Mlasourians, with 
reckless mien, and whisky written on'ihelr blotched faces: 
bnt still tbey werfbold muscular men, who knew their trade 
Two were mere lads_, recent draughts from sojnejjjleghany 
farm, and quite raw to prairie life i the other wer#-flaxeu 
beaded Germans, well-meaning enough, bnt very Ineipert 
where horses were In question. ' The joot and hla boy 
were general lavonrites, hul Ibe galdes hardly pleased me 
la the Brsl place, even^fler they were Joined by three other 
Indians al Ibe Yellowstone Boeli, Ibey breaght in no frcsb 
meal. 

They made no pretence of hunting, bnt lounged eboal 



Violent reproseeei wore also lavished on thaj laatoess of 
lbs guides, and IbemlHtary officer was appealed to to exert 
bis aulborily in wapslliog lh« bair-breed sad his dusky 
kindred to bant lor as. In terms of the agreement. The 
offloer spoke Unly, the doctor suavely, and the red-skinned 
attendant* of the caravan were Induced io sally forth ; bnt -

-VTe found the gras|jianob less plentiful and succulent, 
to the west of the nwattalns. It was a stony region wuUJi 
we were traverslDg. and the animals lost flesh and strength 
from Ibe difflonlty ofpleking np snfflclenl nntrloent ameog 
the boulders and pebbles. Over vast tracts. Im, extended a 
carpet of charred turf sad white ashes, where the graaa aad 
flowery weeds had been wantonly set on Ore by careless 
emigrants or roving savages. Bat when we got Into the 
well-watered rigion on Ibe banks of Lewis Biver, we fend 
verSanl pasture enough, and onr Jaded quadrupeds reooftaV- 
ed their strength aad elceknesa.

Injustice to Jurymen. 

Vert, wonderful talcs are told of the power of Es- 
quimaux to go for many days together without food 
One good 'ihonl will, when nothing raoro is to be had 
nerve them for a week. After eating a seal or two. 
and drinking a gollon or mora a' whale oil, tbey are 
fit "for fasting. This state of stomach would be ex-' 
ceodingly useful io iho Britishju^man. if heeould. 
early irr the morning, breakfitst'sjo plentifully that 
hanger— at least pressing hunger— would not assail 
him for lay three da) s. be would be quite certain to 
iio full jtwiee. according in law. to all cases in the ar.

We. however, incline to the 
opinion that justise would be no worse administered 
than it now is were two things got rid of as soon as 
possible. Those two things are the requirement of ab 
lolute unanimity in the verdict of a jury, and the ridi- 
culous law which pi events jurymen while iu delibera. 
tion from having victuals and drink iu moderation 
Ii is hy no means necessary tbai such latitude should 
be allowed as thai which a Cork jury took not long 
since. Whiskey is noi always conducive to wise con- 
clusions, nor does nu unlimited supply of . tobacco 
necessarily lead to the discovery of the truth. But 
on ihe other" hand, starvation may overcome sense 
end thirst fores consciences — neither of which results 
is in the leasi degree desirable in the administration 
of jnstice. Tt is lime ihe matter hub iak„n in hand 
seriously. The judges never fail to show iheir sense 
of Ihe folly of the stupid regulations as to food and 
drink for jurymen. There would then be no opposi 
lion from them to any measure for tbe amendment 
of tlio law. The present Parliament is too far gone 
in iho throes ef death to dispose even of so small a 
matter as this. ' But in the next, when it has_,goi 
its own House in workiug order, we hope to see the 
attention of the Government so. strongly called to 
tile question that tbey will be coni|iellod to make 
speedy provision for a change iu the law. We 
cannot too soon get rid of the barbarous practice of 
starving jurors. — Morning Star. 

There is still >n amount of antique barbarism in- 
herent in our judicial systems, for which it is not 
easy to account. The jurymen complained that they

Now. however well apparently a moderate indulgence 
in such potent liquids as port, sherry, ioddy, and 
braudy-and-waier may be borne by many during the 
colder months of the year, iu iho warmer ones the 
general use of such beverages is extremely noxious. 
During the former season, when every source of the 
development of animal heal is often advantageous to 
cert"in constitutions, and the preservation of ibe 
layer of fat beneath the akin is beneficial to all. a 
judicious employment of alcoholic liquids may be 
followed. But even iheu caution is necessary in the 
daily use of them as ordinary articles of diet. Aflcr a 
free addiciion to spirituous fluids ihe Dlood in the sr. 
teries has been fuutid to approach thai of the veins, 
thus explaining the cases of suflooaiion observed iu 
certain anomalous instances of the death of drunkards. 
The oxygen which alcohol absorbs in becoming con- 
verted into acetic acid arid water, and afterwards car- 
bonic acid and water, never arrives at ihe constituents 
of the brood. Upou the union of these w ith oxygea 
depends the transformation of venous into arterial 
blood, one of the most important conditions of the 
normal metamorphosis of I issue. We s re fully aware 
uf the very different views which ba»ebeen taken of 
the changes undergone and influences produced by al- 
cohol in the human body. But whether the theories 
of Liebig, Lehtnann. Lallemaud. Moleschon, and of 
others be followed, il mailers not as to the point that 
men who. if nut feeling ihe heller, do not feel the 
worse, after the use of i he si rougcr alcoholic beverages 
iu winter, cannot, wilb atiyihiug like ibe same iin |iu- 
nity, iudulge in theui during warm weather. The 
system, fired by ihe external warintL surrounding it 
on all sides, needs rather cooliugttan furlliof excite- 
ment, ami tile irritable vascular and nervous sy*:oins 
demand toning down iu lieu of being eo-.ttinu lUsly 
goaded by slitnulauta to augmented action. Tltore 
is something extremely refreshiug to ihe jaded man 
of business, as well as lo the idle man of pleasure, 
even in iho thought of enjoying the iced champagne, 
glass of old port, chaue cajc of brandy ai a Hsb din- 
ner at Greenwich, or a choice reunion at tbe Star and, 
Garlcr.

wires at the Rdimo vUlaeee, to whom thegtKxls 
were forwarded through Ebute Meta. At this lat- 
ter place it was the "duty of tbe veteran corporal 
to stop them, but the influence .of his inamorata, 
t seems, always prevailed, and the goods and 
carriers passed on withont further molestation ; 
for having passed the chief guards at Ebute 
Meta unchallenged, all tbe other guards od tbe 
road concluded that they were privileged. 

The plan worked admirably for some time, but 
unfortunately, the affections of^the very engag- 
ing lady to whose influence it owed its suc- 
cess found another object in the form of a more 
yonthful swain at Edimo — a rash step on her 
part, which she before long reg-retted, but too 
late ; the jealousy of tbe lower, tbe anger of the 
old chief whose gains were - so hendles^ifiinter/v 
rupted, and tbe indignity of the 4tettppointed 
young man who found bis affections thus trifled 
with, all concurred to brtng about an expose 1 . 

Now, to all this smuggling tbe people of the 
Edimo villages were a party. On two or three 
,'occasions before, tbey were found breaking tbe 
j blockade, and when reprimanded had resorted to 
jopen violence, once nearly severing the arm of 
lone of the Irregulars engaged by this govern- 
Iment to maintain the blockade. But tbey were 
jalways submissive witen called to acconntrbefore 
the Governor, and tbey were forgiven as often 
as they promised that tbey would not again 
offend. On the last occasion, on account of tbe 
complicity of tbe police officer in charge of the 
landing at Ebute Meta, no notice, it seems, was 
intended to be taken of their participation in tbe 
smuggling, nor was the force of Houses and Ir- 
regulars from Lagos^with whom tbey fought 
scut with any hostile intention, but simply for 
the purpose of repairing tbe roads passing 
through our own territory and terminating at 
their villages. This they opposed when un- 
armed men were sent to tbe work, and it became 
necessary to send with them an armed force 
for their protection. As the work progressed to- 
wards Edimo, indications of hostility were per* 
mve^ amontrettiM i»»op4»ef^ They 
had sent away their women and children, aban- 
doned their houses, and betaken themselves to 
an encampment. Prepared for the worst, how. 
ever, the working party still went forward, until 
on Wednesday the 9th inst. they were met and' 
attacked by about 800 men. Of course, the 
Houses were instructed not to attack, but if 
assailed not only to defend themselves but proceed 
to destroy the villages. 

In the. engagement ' 1G men were wounded, 13 
ITuusas and 3 Irregulars, and 2 of the .latter kill- 
ed- Tho Houses, 49 in number, charged at the_

The Doings of Convocation. 

Tni proceedings of Cuavooatyn during the last 
week have justified the remarks which we recently 
made as to tho importance .of the objects aimed at, 
and the nnsnimiiy of all parties in their accomplish- 
ment. Without a particle of rfngrarious feeling. 
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with solemn earnestness, with creditable learning, 
and with practical wisdom, the members of the Lower 
House have debated the petition to the Queen sent 
down by the bishops, and hate agreed" to the sub- 
ctaooe and wording of a new Canon in lieu of the 
Thirty-sixth, and in conformity with the reoommen 
dations of the Royal ComissioD and the wish of the 
Cabinet. This ii by far the most important piece 
of basioess transacted Ly the Synod since the enact- 
ment of the Canons of 1608. and is worthy of notice 
for many reasons. It simplifies the terms in which 
the clergy stow their agreement with the doctrine 
and discipline of the Church. It substitutes a de- 
claration against simony instead of the oath. It 
brings tbe Canon Law into harmony with the pro- 
posed alterations in tbe Act of Uniformity : and. 
which is no small matter, it shows the readiness of 
the Church to concur with the State in the promo- 
tion of unquestionable improvements in our ecclesi- 
astical system: The Dean of Westminster 

^acknowledged the graciousness of the conduct of the 
Government in this matter : and never was an im 
portant change effected with so much quietude, can. 
tion, good feeling, and gratitude. 

The change thus effected bears only directly upon 
the clergy, but indirectly it involves a great deal 
more. To tbe clergy it is a relief, but because the 
new terms are less stringent end more easy of defi 
nition than the old ones. The new form of Declar- 
ation is as follows : — " I. A. B.. assent to the thirty, 
nine Articles of Beligion. and to tbe Book of Com- 
mon Prayer, and of ordering bishops, priests, and 
deacons : I believe the doctrine of the United Church 
of England and Ireland, as therein set forth, to be 
agreeable to the Word of God : and in public prayer 
and administration of the sacraments I will use the 
form in tbe said book prescribed, and none other, 
except so far as ahall be ordered by lawful authority." 
This form is considered to b* sufficiently stringent 
to bind every honest man to the faith and discipline 
of the Church : while it guards against the laxity 
which would admit men to be clergymen without any 
guarantee that their religions convictions are in ac- 
cordance with what the Church, by her formularies, 
puts into their mouth. It is comprehensive without 
being lax. ind stringent without being burdedsome. 
It does not bind the subscribers to minute points, 
while it does secure their adherence to essential doc- 
trines, and maintains the Prayer-book as the stand- 
ard of uniformity. The burden, whatever it was, 
which some of the clergy have hitherto complained 
of. was not bound upon theroAy the Church, but by 
the State. It was by no Canon, but by the Act* of 
Uniformity, that the old .form of subscription was 
enacted. Where tbe Church has been left to herself 
she has generally been less enacting. But the Act 
of Uniformity was passed in bad times, and when 
there was a disposition to go beyond what was neces- 
sary in providing securities for clerical orthodoxy. 
And although none but Dissenters could wish that

which is at this moment making her a praise and a 
blessing to this great eonn'.ry !— Morning Post. 

A Real Heroine. 

Amosost the numerous examples of patriotism 
loyalty, and real heroism, wbich remain hid in the 
annals of the old historians, and are scarcely known 
even in the countries which ought so justly to be 
proud of them, the following may be quoted as one 
of the most striking :— 

The young and beautiful Constance of Cezelli, be- 
longing to a rich and ancient family of Montpelier. 
had espoused Sir Barri, of St. Annex, invested by 
the French King. Herjry IV.. with the government 
of Leucate. in Languedoc, which, in the sixteenth 
century, was an important place, and surrounded with 
strong walls, demolished in 1661. 

It was in 1990. at the time when the death of 
Henry HI. bad just revived the troubles of the 
League, that 6.000 Spaniards disembarked in the 
neighbourhood of Narbonne. to reinforce the leaguers 
(Catholic party, opposed to the then Protestant 
Henry IV.) of Marshal de Joyeose. Their bands al- 
ready infesting the couutry. Du Barri was charged 
by the King to communicate an order to tbe Duke 
of Montmorency, Governor of Languedoc. by word of 
mouth — the King being afraid to transmit it in writ- 
iog lest Du Barri should fall into the hands of the 
enemy. . Bnt Du Barri was met by a numerous party 
of Spanish soldiers, who took him prisoner, and im- 
mediately marched towards the castle of Leucate 
making sure that, the Governor being in their power, 
the gates would at once be opened to them. Never- 
theless, while the detachment was losing time pi 
ing and burning the Tillages. Da Barri found means 
to warn his wife, and to recommend her to defend 
tbe town the King had confided to him. 

Constance was then at Montpelier. In vain did 
her relations, in their fearful solicitude, conjure her 
to remain with them, representing to her that it was 
impossible for a garrison discouraged by the loss of disorder, 
its chief to resist the enemy — that a ransom would 
be sufficient to deliver her husband. 

The noble wife better understood all the extent of 
her duties. She instantly embarked at Maguelone. 
arrived aTLeucale, assembled the soldiers and tbe 
inhabitants, whose resolution was already giving way 
and made them swear to defend themselves unto 



modem churchmanship requires the amendment of 
some important points, of which that of clerical sub- 
scription is perhaps the most pressing. 

Thus a great step is gained in (Church legislation. 
It is a great step, as showing the increased accepta- 
bility of the Church among all classes. It is great, 
too. as showing how usefully Convocation can work 
when a fair opportunity is given it. It is a proof 
how ready the Church is to adapt herself to the re. 
quirements of the community ; and . it is a sign of 
the times as evidencing how gradually the ties be 
twoen Church and State are being simplified and re- 
laxed. It is impprtant/joo. because it leaves less 
aud less grievance 1 -' to Dissenters. If it be true, as 
some alleged, that many men now doing duty as Dis. 
senting ministers would have been glad to accept holy 
- orders in the Ofanrah but for the severity of the sub- 
scription required, that obstacle no longer exists 
Further, it may reasonably be expected that, a prSi 
cedent having been set by the licence to amend tbe 
thirty-sixth Canon, a similar licence may be granted 
to v repeal or modernize other Canon, now either ob- 
solete or useless. Hsppily the tendency of the times 
is towards the Church as a working institution. It 
is seen that she is a power in the community — a 
power for the custody of revealed- truth ),a power for 
the increase of religion and morality : a power for 
education and charity; a power for loyalty, order, 
and public law ; a power that is the more appreciated 
the more freely it is allowed to work. The people 
understand the Church .better aud trust her more. 
The middle classes, long neglected by ber or lost to 
her influence, flock to her free and open churches, 
throng her choirs, and sustain her setvices. Io pro- 
portion ns she recedes from the pretensions of a le. 
sal establishment, and throws herself upon the love 
m her members, sbe grows in stature and in strength

At the olid of three hours, the besiegers 
wero repulsed on every point, and, mad with shame 
and fury, thev then declared to the horoino who had 
vanquished them that, if she did not immediately 
snrrcirder the placo. they would put her nusband to 
doath. 

Constance offered, without hesitation, all she pos- 
sessed to ransom the life of a tenderly beloved bus 
band. r 

" Noblojijdy.'' replied tbe officer, bearing the flag 
of truce, admitted Into the great hall of the castle, 
where she wss presiding over a oeuncil formed of the 
principal citizens and officers of tho town— ' you 
hnvo obstinately resisted tho soldiers of bis Majesty 
Philip II. of Spain, and of his sugust dsughter the 



has not pleased Heaven to preserve sny legitimate 
male heir of tho King, Henry II.. her grandfather 
" Now, therefore, no compromise will be listened 
to, no mercy will be shown yon. no other ransom win 
we accept, but Leucate itself, if you still hesitate 
the lord of Barri— -mark me well—dies on the gallows 
at the foot of these walls ! " 

Here ConBtance. who. after tbe combat, had again 
become a wife aud woman, shed abundant tears 
then remained some instant plunged in stupor end 
grief. Her heart was wrung with a frightful Strug, 
gle between affection and duty . Che members of tbe 
council, respecting her affliction, remained in deep 
silence. Ail at once she proudly raises her bead, her 
eyes bright with noble thoughts. 
" I possess considerable wealth." she calmly said-. 
I have already offered it, and I again offer it far 
my husband's ransom. If my life must be sacrificed 
to satisfy your vengeance, it is yours : but do not la, 
lieve that I will ransom the life of my husband by a 
base and^oowaHly action. He would himself be 
ashamed to live at that price. Aa for the brave men 
you here behold assembled around me. they will 
never surrender to the Spaniard ! They will sooser 
bury themselves beneath the ruins of their town.* 
Then, pointing to tbe white standards projecting 
from the sides of the hall.—" We have sworn to re- 
main faithful to that glorious standard which King ' 
Henry has unfurled on the road to victory and hon. 
our.'' (Henry's words at the celebrated battle of 
Ivry.) 

»At these noble worda. all present, transported with 
admiration, replied by acclamations, which were pro- 
longed by the crowd of inhabitants who thronged the 
court-yard of the castle, 

The Spaniard withdrew, and Constance, resuming 
the cuirass, helmet, and spear, went to give ihe ne- 
cessary orders for the fresh attack she had to expect 
In fact, in a few. hours, the trumpets sounded to 
arms. It waathe last effort of the Spaniards, for 
the pressing orders of the Duke of I'm ma called 
them to rejoin Mayenne, the chief of the leaguers, 
so that tbe assault was given with the utmost fury. 
But the heroine fought, as before, at tbe bead of the 
besieged, and the resistance was intrepid and ob- 
stinate.

unfortunate Du Barri. 

With loud cries, they demanded the death of the 
leaguer. But it was for Constance to display at once 
nil the virtue of real heroism, valour, greatness of 
soul, and humanity. 

Pale with grief, clothed in her mourning robes, 
>ho presented herself before the soldiers, aud when 
her presence had suddenly compressed all their voci- 
ferations of death, she, in a voice broken by ber ter- 
rible emotions, declared that she took tbe prisoner 
jnder her safeguard^ and would not permit one crime 
to be avenged by another. 

And the soldiers, bowing their heads, silently dis- 
persed. 

In a few weeks after, the notables of tho town of ■ 
Leucato. as well as a compauy of mou-at-aruis. vers 
assembled in the town-hall, when a ouptaiu came is, 
aud, stretching forth his hand to command silence- 
lie announced that a courier from tho King had just 
brought an ordon nanoe to the oastle. by virtue of 
which Constance of Cezelli was named governess of 
the fortified town of Leucate. until her young sou, 
Hercules du Barri. should attain his majority. 

At those words, the oitreeas •respectfully uncover- 
ed their beads, and throwing their hats in the air, 
cried out : 

Long live our Lady Constance— long live tie 
King!" 

Leucate again, in the following century, sustained 
a famo'iB siege against the Spaniards, who were un- 
able to obtain possession of it.

come commencing tit three hundred tad eightr aa. 
millions in 1866-67, aud advancing to four hund~d 
and eighteeu millions in 1880-81. Wo likewiaeV 
uraate au aununl expenditure, including interest o 
the debt, declining ftom three hundred million* ,!* 
1866-67, to one hundred and forty-five railliow ,,u 
hundred aud sixty-eight thooaand one hundred and' 
thirty-four dollar* iu 1880-81. It ie true that tZ 
internal revenue receipts for the current year are 
likely to fall short of two hundred millions, but the 
amendments to the law. passed at the last session of 
Congress, have not yet fully come into operation and 
tbe re-opening of the South to 'trade may be reasoa. 
ably expected to materially augment tbe revenue" 
We have allowed for an increase of the receipts for 
customs duties at the rate of a million a year com- 
mencing aith eight millions, and progressing regular! 
ly to ninety-three millions. 

Our estimates of expenditure are of course bated 
upon a peaoe rooting : but It will iovseeo, by a com- 
pari ton appended to the tables, that we have made 
a fair allowance for itslncreaee itt proportion to the 
expenditure. While tbe cost of the civil service, the 
War and Navy Departments and Pensions and In- 
diana in 1859, was only sixty-six. millions three and 
hundred and forty-six thousand two hundred and 
twenty.four dollars, we provide for an expenditure of 
one hundred and thirty million's of dolatr* in 1881. 
We have added half a million each year to the cost * 
of the Civil Service, and have deducted an equiva. 
lent sum from the list of pensiona, aa it is only na- 
tural to suppose that the decease of pensioners 
would bo in keeping with this progressive scale. 
Tlte currency being an important feature in our na- 
tional debt, we have provided for ite funding at the 
rate of fifty millions a year, commencing in 1869-70, 
so that at the end of twelve years only national and 
Stale bank notes would be In circulation. Time, if 
all went well with its, the liquidation of the princi- 
pal of the debt ntigltt he accomplished without any 
resort to extraordinary measures in the present g<sn. 
eration.— New York Heratd.

For this 
it is true, he pays htm — and all the circumstances 
considered, well — much better than Europeans 
are paid at home — if the amount be measured by 
what it will purchase. There is wrong, though, 
not to an equal extent, on both sides, and to cure 
this wrong, we know of no better method than 
that which has just been resortaJ to. We wish 
that every man of influence and position in La- 
g09 was present to-day, the sight could not fail In 
make a very favourable impression upon him. 
When a man is convinced that his employer re- 
gards him, not as a mere instrument or machine, 
but as a fellow human being, who is helping 
him to tho execution of bis plans — plans on which, 
perhaps, all his hopes of success for the future 
are based, when be is convinced of this, we assert, 
he cannot but show some corresponding desire 
and effort to serve him more faithfully, and as 
this feeling increases on both sides so are both 
benefited.

. the head of the extensive sugar refilling firm at 
Fryer,. BensoiHknd Forstfl-r, of Manchester, is the in 
tremor and patentee ufaji apparatus, celled a "-Con 
outer.' 1 for; the purpose of rapidly condensing the 
juice of the sugarcane. His firm have purchased- a 
number of estutes in' the island o/'Amigua, onwhiclt 
they purpose to carry out their plaus.' Mr. Fryer 
took with him a working model of hia apparatus — one 
similar in ever; lltiug but size to those which are 
intended for ordinary use, and has prepared a qujtn 
tit; of the Conorete. which he has exported with' the 
object of testing the effect of a sea voyage ou it 

The solution of the Concrete iu'no way differs from

The problem ho set before himself wis no less 
than to evaporate, ea nearly ne ■ftossible. \o' ptrjtst

aible time, with not more than a definite amount of 
hejtf.* '(be different parts of this probfem seem so 
. -irreconcilable eqntradiclory, that it need not be 
wondered, al if' its eolutiou have cost the inventor 
the thought and labour of ten years. A simple illus- 
tration of. the tray in which it hits at length been ac 
complighed by hint may be given in tlto cflcci o: 
throwing a tumblerful of water upon a stone rove 
ment, exposed to wind and sunshine. Every drop ol 
the water would be diied up long before tlie .same 
quantity could be boiled away in a small Jeep pan., 
even upon a very .hot fire, and. yet no purtie'e would 
at any time have been hotter than the warmed Hags, 
The machine- Mnslsts of three prtiacir^tT' parts— 
the Tbat, tlto' Cti.indfr, and the Drum. I will 

- describ each iu order :— 

I The Tray is placed as close as possible in the 
sugar mill, and receives the juice direct from the roll, 
ers. It is of cast iron, 30 feet long by «, feet wide, 
and, I think 0 im-headce]'. It is crossed by rib* ot 
ledges, which roil fiont one n'.lo nearly to tin- ulliii. 

- tlte vacant spare* being on nltrrnato sides of the tray. 
It it not cast in one pieeo. but in several length*, 
iwhtvi fit into each other, and sli-.uld any length be 



being' very great. 



II. On leaving the Tray the liquor is passed at 
once into the second part of the machine, tilled the 
Cylinder. This is of copper. SO feet long and 3 feet 
6 inches in- diameter, and it is kept slowly revolv- 
ing about six times in a minute by a small engine 
attached for the purpose. The cylinder ia partially 
open at. the ends only, a "uarrow ledge being left, 
retaining a shallow quantity of the liquor in the 
lowest part, from which the conatant revolution of 
the cylinder carries up-a thin pelliclp-or film of syrup. 
The outside of the cylinder is heated (in a way which 
I cannot describe) by waste heat from the tray, or its 
furnace, or both. Through ihe inside of the oylin. 
der is driven a blast of air strongly heated. How. 
ever hot this air be made, it is impossible by its 
means to burn the syrup, the heat being instantane- 
ously absorbed by the panicles of water as they are 
carried off by the blast. 

By soma ingenious arrangement, with the details 
of which I am unacquainted, the liquor is coutinu. 
ously passed into, and removed from the interior of 
the cylender. Wbettjt is remembered that its inner 
surface exposal to-the drying action 'of the' hot blast 
a surface of syrup oMruore than one hundred and 
ninety, two square feel, we cannot wonder that the 
desiccation proceeds very rapidly. On the removal 
of the liquor, afler a stay in the cylinder of very fen 
minutes, all possibility of fermentation is at tin eud. 
and tlto concentrated syrup might in this slate be safe- 
ly stored in bottles or casks for shipment. * 

To do this would, -heweverr be to carry with the 
sugar a small quantity of water.itnd to incur the risk 
of leakage. It is therefore passed to the third ard 
lost part of t he machine, called the Drum, 

HI. This is a large cylinder of iron and copper, d 
feet long.and 4 f eet indiameter, heated within br 



waste steam' from the sarfaoengiue; and the syrup is 
distributed along its surface. 

The drum is driven slowly at the rate of about two 
revolutions in a minute, and its surface is swept over 
by a hot blast, which removes from the syrup the 
last particles of water, thus finishing the formation 
of the .Concrete. This is taken off as fast as it is 
formed, by a scraper attached for the purpose. 
While warm it is plastic, and may be cast into blocks 
of any convenient shape and size j but it hardens, 
as it cools, into' the stale in which it was exhibited 
J? T .Mr'JR.'yerj_t. hjajlocture. In litis state it may 
safely be packed for shipment iu lags, or Auguilla 
matting.' Might not- the manufacture of similar 
matting be introduced as a new branch of industry 
here? - ... 

Whoever has been about a windmill with vertical 
rollers, where the frame in exposed to wind and sun., 
shine, may have observed 'what seems to be real Cou. 
creto naturally formed, ou a small scale, iu the 
splashes of juice which have hardened upon exposed 
portions of the frariio and the wall. The same may 
oe seen sometimes even upon the ripe canes iu the 
Bold, wheu the skin has cracked, and the small 
quantity of juice which exudes hardens upon the out 
siao of tho cane. 

There are, 1 believe, two ways in which Mr. Fryer 
produces tits hot. blast, bull cannot describe either 
fully. Beth are equally effective; and he recommends 
for adoption hero the least liable'lo derangement. 

1 cannot forbear drawing attention to the admire 
ble and almost natural simplicity of his machine, A 
list Tray, any pan of which mny bo at any time replac- 
ed in case of injury, n Copper Cvliuwer, and an iron 
and copper Drum seem to make up a combination 
which triiguTbe entrusted oven to our labourers with- 
out possibility of derangement. It is true that the dif- 
ferent parts ate of largo dimensions ; and this, espe- 



The economy, of fuel is evident from' ibis descria. 
lion, so great a part of the desiccation being effeeiS 
by the same Are which drives the moving parts of 
the machine, by waste heat, and by ntrlizaUun 0 f.i b ' 
latent heat of the steam given off from the boili Jt 
cane juice. Its work is not estimated by guess, but 
koowu and measured by what it hag actually done ami 
is di-ing. This, as was stated in the rpport of the 
lecture, is not less than lOcwt. per hour, or 5 bo-s- 
heads ill a working day of ten hours — 80 hotheads a 
week. The ecooomyof labour is as great as tliat of 
fuel, for there is no skimming, and no lifting by hand 
of the syrup from one part of the machine to another 
-The machine is teut out complete in every part 
with the smull engine spoken of. aud its furnace aoii 
boiler, aud all tbe steam-Sues and chimneys uecessarj 
so.that no additional building U required. Iu totaj 
dimensions . from end to end. do not exceed a length 
of 45 feet, and its cost is about £ 1,000. When ms 
machine can he so placed as to take off tbe crops of 
several estates, it would be an easy business to dis. 
tribute both the first cost and the subsequeut cose of 
working among them. 

I shall be glad if this imperfeot description oftbe 
way in which an apparent impossibility is made easy 
aud certain, and the egg fairly set up on its end. should 
prove of interest to the planters of our island.

ple.of Sierra Loone, and not they only but those of 
tbe other colonies,, willjom, thai, the home authorities 
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m sy appoint some other person, free from that taint 
of prejudice whieh is one of Governor Blackall s char- 
scteristics.

Tag speech delivered by .Mr. Disraeli on the bus 
tinge at Ayleabury betrays* a perfect oousciousnes' 
nf too up-hill nature of ibe task which the righ 
hon. gentleman, as tbe leader of the Opposition iti 
tbe. Howie of Commons, was compelled to under- 
take. There is nothing to successful as success, 
and against au admitted si:d unquestionable success 
on Iho part of liia political opponents Mr. Disraeli 
was forced to contend. Without i be slightest ap- 
preach to a party cry, without the least preteucc 
or calling on ibe country to withhold its supports 
from iho present Administration, the Oppositiou 
chief was nevertheless ex officio obliged to cavil at 
the policay of the Government, and to draw on his 
imagination fo riho se wondrously beneficial measures

friends occupied, the Treasury benches. The En 
glish are, however, a practical people, aud infinitely 
prefer dealing with substantial facts to endeavouring 
10 discern either visions •' loomiug iu the fut'tro,' 
or unreal phantoms of what uudor^ peculiar circunv 
ilauces might bare existed in the past.

Then why 
should they uot vote in the land of their birth as 
well as in that of their adoption ? 

The British West Indies are mainly peopled by 
blacks who were slaves down to 1838. All manner 
of horrible predicliuosof outrage, riot, robbery, sedi- 
tion, and desolation, were put forth by their own- 
ers to prevent their emancipation. These failed - 
they were emancipated ; they have since been 
regarded by the laws exactly like other subjects; 
they testify, vote, serve on juries, and . bold office, 
precisely like whites ; yet Queen Victoria has no 
more loyal subjects tnan tbeyV no colonics more quiet 
or'freer from tumult and sedition, than those they 
iuhabit. They are gradually improring in industry 
and good habits where improvement is needed ; they 
are steadily buying land and acquiring property. 
Antigua and Trinidad are buppassed in productive- 
ness, in thrift, and in the price of arable land per 
acre, by no other British colonies ; even Jamaica al- 
ways relatively thriftless aud profligate, is improving, 
In those islauds the blacks are to the whites aa three 
to one; yet no one complains that equality before the 
law baa led to the spoliation, or oppressing, or abuse, 
of the latter. Vet those blacks were, till recently, 
the alaves ol the whites— ^ gr ossly tbusgj slaves at 
that. r . 

Why not try justice here ? 

Brazil is a slave-holding empire, and has ever been. 
She was till recenllya marl for Africuii slm'ee.. Her 
foremost men are tired of slavery, but have not yet 
entured to grapple with it. but Brazil, though up- 
holding' slavery, knows oo political disparity among 
freemen. The slave of yesterday, being freed, has 
all the rights and privileges of any free citizen. 

Can we not, now that slavery is dead, safely ei- 
teod the like to a race entirely free? 

Men of the South ! let us have a true peace, based 
on universal right and justice. Let ua speedily ob- 
literate all proscriptions, all disfranchisements, all 
heart-burniugs. all truces of past hostilities: L et us

The Prospect of the Negroes. 

The probable position ol the negroes in the United 
States, now that peace is re-established, occupies the 
attention of tho Paris Opinion Rationale, which con- 
siders as exaggerated the fears entertained by many 
persons that the settlement of so many millions of 
unemployed blacks must be atteuded with great diffi- 
culty, if no', danger. Our contemporary expresses it- 
self in these Uttns : 

" Tbe blacks are said to be lazy : for thom liberty 
will be simply liberty to do nothing, and tltey will 
become a national trouble snd a burden without com- 
pensation. We cannot share in so sweeping an 
opinion.. The blacks are capable', under a reevsw of 
liberty, of performing regular and profitable work ; 
thoy have other wants besides those of the far ascitis 
order : and these other wants,, spontaneously and of 
necessity developed by contact with the active life of 
men of other races, will, ss we cannot doubt, stimulate 
the blacks to remarkable exertion of productive forces. 
We are not uttering any random opinion ; we can 
point to the living proofs of what we advance. There 
exists, as every one knows, and even in the vicinity 
of the United States, a country iu which the blacks, 
entirely their own musters, have formed, during two- 
thirds of a century, an independent State. If there 
is a country on the earth where they are permitted 
lo wholly give themselves up to their natural instincts, 
it is beyond contradiction the island of Hayti. But 
what hits actually happened in this negro Republic ? 
Let figures answer the question. The Hsylian ne- 
Ferhape you bare groos exported in 1841, twenty-one million pounis 
of coffee, six millions and a half pounds of logwood, 
and l;)0,000 feet of mahogany. But in 1803 tltey 
furnished to foreign merchants sevonty-oue million 
pounds of coffee, one hundred snd sixteen million 
pounds of logwood, and two million feet of mahogany. 
I'bcso facts are unanswerable, and wo might add n 
host of other! drawn from the history of the black 
n\>ce in the United States themselves. The doraon- 
Thls bit of curiosity having'stnttton will becoioo much more complete yet. if we

Mr. .Iambs Chopper, of Kendal has sent the fol 
lowing touching nnrrativo to the Editor of the Ken 
dal Mercury : U. S. 

' Sin. — I have lately received some photographs 
of slave children, which 1 think some of your renders 
may like to oxamine. Mr. Wilson has kindly allow 
ed me to place them. in hit shop, where any one may 
see them who cares to do bo. 

' Though I hud often honrd of Octoroon and 
Quadroon negroes. I confess I hardly expected to see 
faces so entirely like onrown. The young creatures 
from whom these photographs were taken, were slaves 
brought from New Orleans since its oecupatiou by the 
Federal troops, and they are now in New York, where 
my friend saw them and procured their pictures. 



The Kit-Cat Ct,xr» iwas instituted in 1700. and 
died awsy about the year 1730.

During .11 this time be was only absent for two or 
three moniha. which he speni, about s year ago. el 
Teneriff for the benefit of hi. health. On his re- 
turn he seemed quite well, bjt soon after be began 
to be ill again. A lew weeks ago he concluded to 
leave Lsgoe a second time, and had got his luggage 
packed to leave by the maU steamer on the very day 
of his death. On the day previous, he seemed 
very feeble, but this was attributed to the excite- 
mont of bidding good by» to his friend* »°d olner - 
wise preparing^ his departure. On Thursday 
evening Ye kept his bed entirely and experienced 
great difficulty in breathing. Hi. fnsuds began 
then to realtM the fact thai be was dying. At about 
5 a m., on Bi'tdey. he breathed heavily, and immedi- 
ately expired. . ... 

There are few men in Lagos for whom there is 
more general kind feeling than the deceased, who 
was exceedingly kind and courteous to every one Hta 
remain, were followed by a large eonoourse of peo- 
ple Europeans, natives, snd Braxilians. He has left 
,»o children, one bare and tbe other at Balnn, Bra- 
ails of which place bo was a native : he leaves also 
„„ elder brother, his late partner in businesa. The 
deceased was a worthy member of ihe Masonitr fra- 
ternity.

10th by the transport Ariege. 

The Emperor's fete was duly celebrated on the 
15th August.

They are like 1 the shadows of 
God's wings,' under which we may hide 1 until this

Breaking of the Atlantic Cable. 

The Great Eastern,- arrived off Crookhaven, re 
ports that after sailing from Valentin and making 
splice with the shore end on the 3rd of July, she 
continued her voyage to latitude 151 95 N.. Ion. 39 U 
\V., being 1.003 miles from Valentia. and 600 miles 
from Henri's Courent, Trinity Bay, bating paid out 
1,212 miles of cable, when it parted on the 32nd of 
July, ai 12.35' p.m.. in soundings 3,900 yards, un- 
der..ibo followioy circumstances : — 

A- pariia: loss of insulation having been discover, 
ed, the ship was Slopped to recover thai portion of 
the cable in which ilie fault lay. Electrical tests plac- 
ing it probably within six miles, the cable was pass- 
id from the stern 10 the bow eudof ihe ship for ibis 
purpose. After gelling in two miles of the* cable 
the fault being still overboard, iho cable broke about 
10 yards in board of the wheel at the, bow. having 
been injured by^feiflHg OB the stern of ihe ship.: ■ 

Two previous faults had been discovered, ibe first 
in soundings «( nboul 1.000, yards, and the Second 
in about 4.000 yards, and had been successfully re- 
covered and made good. In the Brat case len miles, 
and iiV the second iwo miles and a half, of cable were 
hauled in. 

After ihe cabttf^irtcd, a grapnel, wilh two and a 
half nautical miles of rope, was lowered down, ihe 
ship being placed so as drift over the line of cable. 

The cable was booked on the 3rd, and when 
2.200 yards of ihe rope had been hauled in a swivel 
ill ihe lauer , . « way, and 2.800 yards of rope were 
lost, the cab: J Uvingibeen lifted 1,500 yards froth 
the bottom. "'.-.' 

On tbe 4th a buoy, With flag and bell, was moored 
with 500 yards or rope, to mark this place. Il is j» 
hi- 51 85, long. 88 49. 

From iho dlh of August fogs, with adverse winds, 
prevented a further attempt until the 7th, whon an 
effori was in ids nearer iho end of the cable, aud was 
unsuccessful from the same cause, when ihe cable 
lifted about 1,000 yarBs. Another buoy was placed 
in hi. 61 98, long. 88 56.' = 

A third attempt was made on theJsWth, which fail- f 
ed. ihe grapnel chain having fouled the flukes of the 
grapnel. . About 800 yards of rope came up covered 
wilh ooze- 

A fourib attempt on ihe 11th, at 3 p.m., also fail- 
ed through ihe breaking of the grapnel rope when ihe 
cable had been raised 600, yards from the bottom 
Tbe slock of rope betofj|«xltao.sted, it became abac 
lutelr necessary to reitfra to England for more and 
stronger tackle. 

The Oreai Eastern behavodTHmirably. She goes 
to Sheerness at once, touching at Dover. The Ti 
rible has gone to St. 3ohn"s.

The 
payiiig-oui machinery can be perfectly relied upon 
The cause of the two faults was perforation by a pei M 
of iron. Confidence in ibe practicability of tho sue. 
cessful laying of the cable has been increased, and 
there is no doubt ibe lost portion can be recovered 

The practical conclusions unanimously arrived at 
by ihose et gaged iu the various capacities in the ex. 
pedition are as follows: — *■- 

Firstly. That ihe steamship Great Eastern. from 
her size and consequent steadiness, together within* 
better control obtained over her by both the paddlet 
and screw, render it possible and safe to lay Atlanta 
telegraph cable in any weather. 

Secondly. Thai the paying-oui machinery, con. 
structod for tbe purpose by Messrs. 3. Canning and 
Clifford, worked perfectly, and can be confidently 
relied on. 

Thirdly. That ihe insulation of the gutta perchi 
covered conductor improved when submerged'io mora 
than double what it had been before starling : and 
has proved itself to be the best insulated cable ever 
manufactured, and many times higher than tbe stand- 
ard required by ihe contract. The |oause of the 
iwo faulia which were recoverd was in each case i 
perforation of lite gutta percha through lo tbe pro. 
per conductor by a piece of iron wire found slicking 
to ihe cable. Electrically, ihe third fault was uu- 
lagous lo the first. The difficulty may be provided 
against in future. 

•Fourthly. That nothing has occurred lo create 
ihe least d.iutn in the minds of those engaged in the 
late expedition of ihe practicability of successful lay. 
ing and working an Atlantic telegraph cable ; but. on 
ihe contrary, their confidence has been largely in. 
creased by the confideoce obtained on this voyage. 

Fifthly. Thai the Great Eastern steamship, sup- 
plied with sufficiently strong tackle and bauling-tn 
•nachinery for a depth of 4000 to 50IX) yards there is 
tittle or no doubt of ihe possibility of recovering the 
lost end of the cable, aud completing the line already 
ibout two-thirds laid. 

The Great Eastern proceeds direct to Sheerness. 
All well on board, flue reports having parted com. 
paoy wilh H.M.6. Sphinx a few days aftor starting. 
The weather was for the most part very calm, but of- 
ten foggy and rainy. A stiff breeze blew on two days, 
bui. although ihe sen washed over iho Terrible, 
scarcclv any motion was observable on binrd the 
Great Eastern, her greatest roll being 7 j degress, 
and' lier greatest pitching 1 lo' 1 i deg Tile cable 
paid out beautifully, aud owing to its diameter and 
lightness, the strain requited lo prevent too rapid 
egress uever exceeded I I cwt. Its unglo with lite 
horizon during the paying out' rarely exceeded 5| 
degrees. No difficulty whatever was experienced iu 
mooring the buoys iu iho deepest water, two having 
been leu' behind moored vviffrpieces of cable that had 
been picked up from the depth of two miles. One 
of litem rode out astiffsunimer galo. its position af- 
ter nine days being unchanged Captain Aloriariv's 
chronometers found the true position of the ship to 
within a fraction of a mile.

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T> about 22 commercial houses which existed 
30 months ago, there are now left only 11, 
and it is well known that should affairs continue 
as they are, more must succumb in a short time. 
The business done byThose which still exist, tak- 
tntr one month with another, can scarcely be said 
to be profitable, indeed two or three have posttive- 
lysuffcred loss even of capital. In this we do not 
include the business conducted solely by natives, 
many of whom have been entirely ruined. The 
cause of all this is simple and well-understood 
—the wars in the interior and the complications 
between this government aud the surrounding- 
oouotries. But this is true only of the past. 
The cause of such Buffering as the commerce ol 
Lagos must endure for the immediate future 
tnust be sought nearer home— we speak plainly 
—they exist in the measures of the government 
Now we do not mean to say that the^vernmcnt 
has wilfully and with predetermination stnved 
to compass tbe ruin of the business people of 
«he Colony. We ascribe no molives whatever 
for the measures with which all are now familiaF 
— nav fnrther, if it is desired ef us, we might 
allow' that all that has been done, was intended 
for the best. We arc not dealing at present with 
motives and intentions, but with elfcots. These 
are palpable— we see them, we feel them, and 
howev er we might be affected towards the au- 
thors of them, we cannot close our eyes. 
• Tne wars have ceased. From the rivers to the 
Imrders of the Asl.antcc Kingdom there is peace. 
The Ibadnns and the Egbas have shaken hands, 
and"now vie with each other in the iDiereh»u«e 
of friendly relations.. And as' between us and the 
Egbas, what have ire demanded of them which 
lliey have not eoneeded ! We asked for compen- 
sation for the robberies on tl.c_r.vers.

The War in the River Plate. 

There are many of our readers who are. perhaps, 
•not aware that we yesterday announced a great naval 
victory and the sack of a considerable town. For the 
sake of these we may state more prominently that the 
Brazilian squadron in the river Parana has nearly 
destroyed the Paraguayan squadron, after an engage- 
ment of nine hours, snd with a loss of from 1.700 to 
3.000 men : while on the other hand, the Paraguayan 
hare invaded the Brazilian territory and captured 
the ci:y of Borja. on the eastern hank of the Ur- 
uguay, after five, days' fighting. The conflicts of 
South American chiefs have bocome a byword in the 
political worbi, a ready argument against popular 
sovereignty end premature freedom. To be acquaint 
ed with their causes and merits has been left to 
the familiars of the Foreign Office and a few quid' 
nunci who affect airs of diplomacy. But the. con' 
test which is now proceeding in South America, and 
which the victory of the Brazilian squadron may 
end to bring to a close, is sufficiently important to 
merit attention in Europe. It is enough to say that 
i he territories which it affects are among the finest in 
the world, and that the success of Brazil is likely to 
aive them peace end prosperity, and open them 
fully to trie enterprise of other notions. 

Most educated peoples! some time felt a curiosity 
ms to the mysterious Psrsguayan. This Christian 
Japan, which, first under the Jesuits, and agajn,under 
their high-handed successor, Dr. Francis, for so long 
kept itself apart from the world, has always been one 
of the wonders and puzzles of modern civilization. 
A country into which, even when it was under, Span- 
ish dominion. Spaniards were forbidden to enter ; a 
people secluded from mankind, and yet possessed of 
luxury and art. well-built towns, splendid churches, 
wealthy convents, and pursuing industry sufficient 
for all their wants, with hardly even a mercantile 
connection with the outer- world ; a Government 
theocratic and despotic, yet administering the coun- 
try fairly and. according to all accounts, not unwor. 
thy of support, formed a community unlike any 
other frhich is met with in modem history. It is 
this State which in the present day has abandoned 
s-> much of its traditional policy, has maintained a 
sort of unsocial peace v> ith its neighbours, and which 
now attacks the foremost Power of Scuth America 
«ith tlte intention, it would seem, of enlarging its 
boundaries at tho expenBo of its neighbours. The 
quihition of thr late President Lopez did not end 
with his life.

terrorism Towards the end of bis career the prisons 
were, filled with his victims, private rights were over- 
thrown, and desolation reigned everywhere. In 
foreign po'itics he acted upon a simple maxim He 
ignored all that part of the world which did not lie 
within the boundaries of P.areguay. He would allow 
of no intercourse of any kind with other states. The 
condition to which tho country was reduced by such 
a rule may be imagined. Not a single article ol 
foreign manufacture could be got in without smug- 
gling, and bo costly wa« this process that a cotton 
pocket handkerchief of English manufacture eostfire T 
francs. Agriculture, -hardly existed. The fields 
were ploughed with liedge-stakes ; the corn was 
ground in mortars, mills being unknown : the cotton 
was separated frum seed by the fingers, without th» 
aid of art. and after boing rudely spun, it was kept 
till an itinerant weaver came round, carrying hia 
loom on the back of a mule, and setting it up for a 
week's work under the nearest tree. Such wai Para- 
gusv naturally one of the richest countries in Ufa 
world, under the bruuT tyranny of Francia. Eat 
dictatorship was protracted till 1840. when, with a 
good fortune. rare among despots, he died peaoefoBt- "• 
His death was Asignal for a change of policy aa regards 
commerce, but he was so little disliked that a Nation- 
al Congress, assembled in 1841, raised his ncphrC, 
Dr. Carlos Antonio Lopez, to supreme power, 
with the title of President. He died in Mi, but 
before hia rteath he called hia son, General Francisco - 
Solano Lopez, 'to the Vice-Preaidency. and en M» 
decease a National Congress gave effect to his wish 
by making this son his successor, f hus. three men 
— two doctors and a general -members of the same 
family, have ruled over Paraguay for half a century. 
It is said that despotism produces unity and vigour 
i,n the councils of the State, and perhaps the mad de- 
termination of Paraguay to go to war with Brazil and 
the Argentine Confederacy illustrates, the truth of 
the mixim, but if so, the defeat which has rebuked 
its presumption must be placed to tho account. So 
far as the interests of humanity are concerned In the 
quarrel, they are perhaps on the aide of the two great 
powers — great by comparison — which are atriving to 
extend their authority over the territories adjacent 
to the Plate and ita gigantic conflueuts.— Maiuhattr 
Emaminer.

The loss of saliva caused bjr strong tobac- 
co roust also be very iujtiriona, aud I bare often 
found great difficulty in jpaaiication, from dryness o) 
the palate. Strong - tobacco seems to decrease the 
p.mer of thinking with rapidity, aud it has rather a 
dulling than anesciting influence on the brain. 'lis 
. most injurious effect on a dyspeptic. Iiowever, seems 
to me to be the lovvoes* of spirits it produces. The 
feelings of bounding joy and glorious excitement pro- 
dueod by a climb up a ilighUnd hill uraswini in the 
sea, receive a decided check by an after indulgence 
iu a strong pipe.

gain. The naire of Richard Cobden will thus be 
transmitted to posterity in a form which will ren- 
der it the object of ambition, and a source of inspi- 
ration to all patriotio souls. We do uot often read 
of soch forgetfulnes* of self at Mr. Cobden ever 
exhibited. To htm. the question ulwaya was. not 
whether a certain course ol action .would be sdvui. 
tageous to himself or to his frieuds, or even to bit 
oouutry. if thereby tlie interests of humanity were 
likely to be endangered. He was a eotaiopoliteo iu 
his po.'itics. H* loved bis oouutry, but he loved 
mankind more. He belonged to no party except ths 
party devoted to the material evangelization of 
mankind. He attacked heathenism iu commerce, 
idolatry in diplomacy ; advocated Peace in order 
that commerce might flourish, and so multiply lbs 
motives which might induce men to make War no 
more. How many wars, international and civil, lbs 
success of Mr. Cobdea's ideas have prevented, it is 
iupossible to say. We only know that never io the 
history of England has so njhch poaperity fallen to 
our lot. and that in another great country, where 
also the Anglo-Saxon race most abounds, a neglect 
of the great consideration of internstiounl I'reo-tradt 
tended to a war the most terrible recorded iu his- 
tory. We may. therefore, fearlessly saj lhai we 
owe much to the exertions of this geudoaiau gone, 
but however great our debt, it is uoi iu money that 
we are permitted to pay our debt.

- Some-sense of decency nay be 
observed by people who imagine themselves so much 
the benefactors of their country at ho entitle them- 
selves aud tbeir descendants to pensions oat of the. 
State coffers. We do not grudge the pensions paid ■ 
to gallant soldiers, or even to statesmen who have 
done the State some service ; but still there it 
room .for some discrimination to be exercised as to 
the grant of anuuities to officials who have laboured 
for an amount of gain, which they wall knew before- 
hand. There are some services — like those of Mr. 
Cobden's— which cannot be paid for in money, 
where a national acknowledgment is due to the pa- 
triotic donor : but the same line of argument can 
scarcely be pursued in other eases.

Colonial. Laws.— The Colonial-offiee ha* bud be 
(ore ths House of Commons twoBillt fut the pur. 
nose of removing doubts respecting the validity of 
certain colonial laws. One of the Bills proposes to 
snscl that t colonisl law thallbe void for repugnance 
ie the law of England only when it is repugnant to 
lbs provisions of an Act of Parliament oxteuding to _ 
tbe colony, and ihon only m the extent of such re- - 
pngnancy. A colonial Uw is not to be void by res- 
ton 'of inconsistency with instructions given to the 
Governor by any instrument other thau the letters 
patent or instrument authorizing tbe Governor to 
assent to laws for the peace, order, and good govern, 
ment of ibe colony. Every colouial Legislature is 
declared to htTe power to establish courts of judica- 
tore, snd to alter the constitution thereof: and every 
rspreseniatjee Legislature is declared to have poww 
to make la*e respecting its constitution, powers, and 
procedure. The other Bill declares thai laws made 
by the Legislature of any colony for establishing ihe 
vslidily of msriiages previously contracted there have 
the same force »nd effect throughout her M.jcsty a 
dominions at within the colony ; but this provision 
it not to give vallditv to any roarrisge unless boih 
parties were, secordtug to the law of England, com- 
petent to contract it-

So far it has been done with such impunity, that 
even with the knowledge that >j^men were 
on tlje premises, atte^ - Th i** 
men together attempted to ontoroiir ; «»i>4vTeU. 
ing-a few nighte ago, and hid they not dis- 
covered that their altercations with the watchman 
had aroused ua, they would doubtless have cuter- 
ed ip spite of him. The business place of, the 
London 8t African Trading Company, that of Mr. 
Valentine, of Signer Cravalhc, have all been 
robbea ol prorH-rt/ofcor-iderable Wtiue. Other 
places have suffered to a leas eatent, but as 
we said' before, there is scarcely one which ha* 
not been entered with burglarious intention. 

An event has jost occtirred, however, which 
i, likely to check, for a time at least, the energy 
of these depredators. Four times within a few 
days, attempt* were msde to rob the factory ol 



J. P. L. Davies, Esq., but the vigttauce of the . 
watchmanui each* instance interferred with tin' 
purpose of the robbers. 

On Monday night a fellow was discovered, 
flagrant* delicto, carrying off a bag of kernels, 
Which he doubtless mistook for' ©owries. . The 
watchman called out, and the fellow dropping . 
his load, escaped into some grass growing in a 
swampy part of the yard. Thither he was fol- 
lowed, but while beating about (or him he again 
escaped, and in runing off was shot in the back 
and fell. He was conveyed to the station, whence, 
the officers finding that hi* wounds were danger- 
ous, he was taken to the doctor, in spite of whose 
attention he died the ne^t day. ■ 

On Thursday last m investigation l w**, wade 
into the circumstances, reacting in lite discharge 
of the watchman, as, from the absence of a/w»< 
mortem examination and coroner's inquest, it was 
not certain that death was caused by the gun- 
shot wounds. The watchman was informed that, 
had it been ascertained that such was the fact, 
he might have been indicted for man-slaughter, 
but as it was, he must be discharged. He was 
however admonished against a too heedless use 
of fire arms, particularly when the number of 
persons who were brought together by his oall* 
might easily have captured the thief. 

We are at a loss to perceive bow it happened . 
thai there was no coroner's inquest. Certainly 
for the credit of British institutions such an over- 
sight should not be permitted to ocsotK»«mii.

'-cause ihe course of English trade is, as a rule, bring-

To the Editor of the Anglo- African. ' 
Sir, — I shell be glad if you will afford me space 
for a few observations on the resolutions of the 
Committee of the House of Commons which you 
have copied into your papar of the SJud of July 
last. It is very possible that these resolutions 
" bear evident marks of a compromise : " but this is 
not to be wondered at when the circumstances are t- 
membered under which the notice for tho Cumtnii- 
tee was given, at the end of the session of 1864, and 
the well known and openly expressed viewi of the 
chairman. Mr. Addcrley, are taken inlo account. 

The resolution., although short, really embody ill 
that was required ; in tbe hand* of Mr. Cardweljr 
whom I believe to bo the first Colonial Minister thst 
has seriously taken into consideration the require-- 
ments of the West Coast Settlements, with tbe earli- 
est desire of placing their system of government up- 
on a satisfactory basis, and will support hits in effect- 
ing those reforms which otherwise might ha>e hero 
questioned, or exposed him to criticism in the House 
of Commons. 

It is. however, to the third resolution that I trust 
your readers on the Conat will pay especial attention, 
in which it states " that the object of our policy 
should be to encoursgo in the natives the exercise of 
tltose 'qualities which may render it possible for i-» 
more and more to transfer to them the administra- 
tion of the Governments, 4c. Here is theeuuncia-< 
lion of .it entirely new policy as applied to tbe West 
Coast, although the principle is in harmony saitli 
that adopted -with so much advantage in England s 
othct colonies. To you. Sir. and other friends of lbs 
onuse. who have consistently maintained the capacity 
of the African ra.ee to undertake tbe responsibilities 
To the"end of hisjof rational and constitutional self-government, the 
principle embodied in the above resolution mu.t be 
especially gratifying, and it behoves the natives them- 
selves, in tlio eocial and political tcule, to forego all 
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U nelly difference., io order to unite and 
itrenglheti the hands of the Executive in giving ef- 
fect to tbf adoption of this policy; nor is there inv 
BT ing that, if found to be aucoeasful when applied 
to settlement, on the Coast, the same principlea ma; 
uol extend themselves among independent tribes in

Never, before or since, died a 
Prime Minister so poof. The will, an exact copy of 
which, as far as it cau 'be given in print, any one may 
read in Lord Stanhope's Memoirs, is. in rhere litd* 
schedules, each signed W. Piit. Tho hand writing 
is that of the Bishop of Lincoln ; but it ap|-e.rrs. from 
a senrenco. in weak, straggling characters, differing 
from the rest, commenced aud abandoned, thai ihe 
testator once attempted 10 write himself, but was 
compelled. to -resign the pen.

"Not that I am a teetotaller myself, but a very etronp 
advocate for the repeal of the Malt-tax in the inter 
eat of the poor man. to whom I hold thai genuine 
beer will do as much good aa the tobacco he smoke* 
will do harm. Montaigne has well said thai there in 
nothing more difficult than to separate one's judg- 
ment from one's affections, which holds good eveu 
when a man's affections are set onlj on tobacco. I 
am not, therefore, going to attempt to conrert an; 
Philo nicotian from the error of his ways, and address 
mjself chieftj to the young and untainted. My 
chief objection to tobacco smoking rests on the fol- 
lowing oonaideratioDS, whioh nothing that I hare 
read, in Public OpujioW or elsewhere, has touched 
for it it founded not on antipathies or preferences, 
bat on chemical and medical facta. The operation of 
tobacco I read on undoubted authority is, " narcotic 
sedative, inducing intense muscular and Tascular de. 
firestion, diuretic, cathartic, emetic, errbine, a violent 
pbiasav whether externally applied or taken into the 
stomach." 

So much for its description as an article of the 
Materia Medice : but if I am anxious about poisons, 
ae d esist, to be prepared with an antidote in oase of 
imOjjnHSj I find that tobacco is classed as a narcotic 
vegetable poison, and that the sjmplome of poisoning 
by tobacco are "severe nausea, vomiting, headache, 
and other sensations of inebriety : sudden sinking of 
the strength, cold sweats, tremors, convulsions and 
death." And mark, that even " the external appli- 
cation of a strong infusion is attended with similar 
symptoms." If all men had logical minds. I might 
slop the case here and leave them to draw the infer- 
ence : but I must carry it a step further, aod ask 
whether, as it is admitted on all hands that smoking 
-Stan effeot on the animal economy, and it is clear 
that this effect is due to,lbe alkaline poison ateetuw. 
it is possible to believe that the enhaling into one's 
longs, and absorbing into one's stomach, year after 
▼ear, this poisonous principle, however diluted, cau 
be otherwise than deleterious iu its effects ? The old 
argument about use and abuse, on whioh some of the 
smoker* seem to raly. baa no place here : that argu- 
ment only appliee to things whioh are good ptr ti. 
and whioh become pernicions bj excess, such aa wine 
'brandy, beer. eh. ; but the use of medicinal poisons, 
which are bad ptr it. can only be justified by neces- 
sity — s plea which certainly cannot be urged in behalf 
of tobacco, I have always domed the above consi- 
deration quite sufficient of itself to induce a man who 
judges<for himself, and is not led away by the example 
of others, to abstain from smoking : and certainly 
the weak arguments, ot rather assertions aud excuses, 
which sre brought forward in favour of the babil by 
those who are already its slaves and its victims, are 
not (jchss to overcome the natural reluctance of the 
unsophisticated J&an to adopt what is surely a very 
Daety operation at Aral, whatever one. may bring ouo- 
self to think of it afterwards. 

If you will allow me the opportunity. I shall be 
very glad 011 another occasion to show iu what ree- 
peots I believe most of the arguments adduced in 
favouf of smoking to be untenable and iuconsistem 
with the facts -: 1 mean, of course, the general facts. 
There have always been individual idiosyncracies 
which prefer garlic and tobacco to violets and roses.

To gather from what our Brooking friends ssy con 
corning tobacco as an sid — nay, even as necessary — 
to reflection, one would, oe led to conclude that since 
Sir Waller Raleigh's introduction of tobacco, we had, 
aa a nation,, undergouo an entire mental change. 
iVW according to onr opponents, our literati must 
have a " pipe' or cigar to aid them. But in pre- 
Bsleigbite times, before tobacco was even thonghi of, 
whst stimulant had the numerous historians, poet 
to., to assist them? Plutarch wrote his " Lives.' 
Homer his " Iliad. ' and Cesar his " Commentaries' 
without the aid of tobacco: so what rubbish it must 
be to say it is an aid or necessary now I 

Our opponents must agree with us when we sffirm 
that a man is more able to concentrate his thoughts 
— more able 10 study sud compose — without tohacco 
than with it For. apart from other reasons, a man 
cannot well pay attention 10 his pipe and studies 100 
st the same time. 

Smoking parches the throat — the thirst mutt be 
quenched. Who cares about water for such a pur- 
pose 1 A glass of sle, or porter, or something 
stronger — and then we are introduced into the tavern 
We need go no further : tie have proved that smok- 
ing lesds 10 the tavern — that is our point. 

The stain given to the teeth by smoking should 
deter all who study personal appearance : the ex- 
pense, incurred, they who stndy their pocket and 
families ; the example set! they who study their chil- 
dren ; the offensive odour, they who study their wires 
and homes ; whilst they who care for neither one or 
other (and many their art amongst the smokers) first 
smoke, then drink, snd oftentimes briug disgrace up- 
on their name, themselves, and families.

every class of the community. At about 8, a.m. 
the " Thomas Basley " with the principal num- 
ber of the guests, and the " Investigator " and 
" Eyo Honesty," with the remainder, left the 
Government wharf. The tvaters of the lagoon 
were never yet so lively, or presented so fine a 
sight as of these three vessels steaming in com- 
pany, each with- its happy freight and surround, 
ed on every side by canoes gaily bedecked with 
flags of every colour and with music (such as the 
natives only can appreciate), resounding on every 
side.

The 
largest of the canoes contained the ex-King Koso- 
ko.with a large retinue; the others contained 
eaeh one or other of the headmen Or chiefs of the 
villages near Lagos. Ikorodu, Beshy, Otta, 
Gann,each, was represented by a chief and his at- 
tendants. In two hours the vessels arrived off 
Agudu, or as near as that place can be approach- 
ed by such large vessels — about one mile. But 
with the thermometer at 130° in the sun, no one 



th^ iohiefs of the respective towns as they moved 
among the crowd were greeted with much anima- 
tion. At about 3, or half past S, as near as we can 
guess, the Governor, attended by the commander 
of the troops and some other official., arrived.

The War In the Brtwita 

Kio de .f.neiro. Sept. 94. 
D*risf rom Montevideo are to the 16th, and from 
Buenos Avre. to the 11th i»st. On the «ih ITiro- 
guay»!ia was still occupied by the Paraguayan coloibn. 
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and the attack on the' town, for reasons unknown and 
not comprehended here, had not commenced. To ihe 
first ultima' ion to surrender, Esligarribia, the com- 
mander-in-chief, returned the following answer : 

" Heed-quarters, Uruguayans. Aug. 20. 
•■ To ihe Commander-in-Chief Brigadier D. Yeuau- 
cio Flo'res. 

"Lale last nighi I received yoor communication 
dated the same day. which was delivered to me by ih< 
prisoner of war Lieutenant J"S^ Sorilla, who also 
takea this mjr answer to your Excellency. I read 
with great attention your said note, in order to an- 
swer it as should a soldier of honour to whom a deli- 
cate post has been confided by. the suprem • Goveru- 
ment of h.s country ; and I must in consequence 
declare that, as a Paraguayan and as a sold ier «h6 de- 
fends the canee of the institutions and of the inde- 
pendence of his country, and whose Government is 
resolved on maintaining, at all risks, the integrity of 
the Republic* of the Plate and their equilibrium 
cannot, I ooght not to accept your Excellency's pro- 
posals. 

" Even supposing, as yoor Excellency says in the 
note which I answer, that I am lost, and cannot hope 
for protection from the armies of Paraguay, honour 
and obedience to the orders of tho supreme Govern- 
ment of my country command mo to prefer death to 
surrendering the arms confided by H_E. Marshall 
the President of the Republic, to defend the sacred 
rights of so noble a cause against a foreign enemy. 

'■ The chiefs, officers, and men of the division un- 
der my command are of the same mind, and are all 
resolved on falling on the field of battle rather than 
accept a proposal which would eoverwith infamy and 
dishonour the name«f the Paraguayan soldier. 

"I am content with the modest position which 1 
occupy in my country, and do rpt desire honours or 
glory acquired at the expense of my country and for 
the benefit of a few wretched Paraguayans devoted to 
the service of foreign enemies- 

" I and the division under my command anxiousl 
await tbe moment when we may proye to your Ex- 
cellency that the Paraguayan soldier does not count 
his enemies, neither does he bargain with them when 
he defends rights so noble and so much cherished. 

" God protect your Excellency many years, 

" AsToxto EiTiOAtutrniA." 

A second and most extraordinary proposal, signed 
by Flows, Tamandare,- Baron Porto Allegre. and 
Paunero, was sent to Eetigarribia,*ho again refused 
to surrender. 

Generals Hornos and Caesret were reported to be 
on the banks of Ihe river Corrientes with 5.

Ifthe vom 
ting should be violent, so as to render it difficult for 
he stomach to retain the camphor, a small piece of 
ce about the sire of a nutmeg must be given before 
and after the camphor ; proceed till there is a sense 
of returuing-warmth, with a disposition towards per- 
spiration, and a manifest decrease of sickness and 
cramps. This will never fail if given ai once, and 
will always do good at any period of ihe disease: 
hut the least mixture of other medicine neutralizes 
the effeclaol the camphor. 



Sir John Franklin's Expedition 



Henry Guisjtkll, of New York, has received a let-; 
er which Mi. Hall wrote to Captain Chapol, to be 
forwarded to Mr. Grinnell. from which the New- 
York .journals had been permitted to extract the 
following : 

•■WinterQuarters.in Igloo. Dec. 10. 1804 — 
Noo Wook, West End, Rowe's Wellcome, 
lat. 64.46 N., long, 87. JO W. 
Dear Friend Chapel— In this letter I havesome 
deeply interesting intelligence to coiamunicate to 
you. Since falling in with the uatives I have not 
been idle. Nothing in Parry's narrative of second 
vovage for the discovery of the North- West Passage 
relating to the Esquimaux of Winter Island and 
Igloolik: but these natives are perfectly posled up. 
Indeed, I find, through my superior interpreter. 
Too-koo-li-too. that maoy deeoly interesting incidents 
occurred at both-named places that never found 
their place in Parry's or Lyons s works. But ihe 



next day the cousin gaveOogier a little larger piece 
of same seal. By the judicious care of this cousin 
for Croxier his life was saved. Indeed, Crosiers 
own judgment stuck to him in this terrible situation 
for heagreed with the cousin that one little bh was 
all that he should have the first day. When ih 
cousin first saw Crozier's face it looted so bad hit 
eyes all sunk, in the face so skeleton-like and ban. 
gard. that he (the cousin) did not carre to look upou 
Crozier 's face for several days and after, it made him 
feel so bad. This noble cousin, whom the whole ci 
vilised world, will ever remember for humanity, took 
care of £rozier and his three men, save one. who 
died, through the whole winter. One man. however 
died a short time after the cousin found them noi 
because he'starved, but because be was sick. In ihe 
spring, Crazier, and the remaining two men, accom- 
panied this cousin on the Boothia Felix Peninsula 
to Neitchville. where there were many Innuiu 
Crozier and each of his men had gnus and a plemv 
of ammunition, and many pretty things. They killed 
a great many ducks, nowgers, Ac., with 'heir gum. 
Here they lived with the fnnoits at Neilehyflle, end 
Crqzier became fat and of good health. Croziq; told 
his cousin that he was once at Innoil-Ie (Repulse 
Bay), at Winter Island, and Iglooik. many years be- 
fore, and that, at the last two-named places ha saw 
many Innuits, and got acquainted with them. This 
cousin had heard of Parry, Lyon, and Crozier, of his 
Innuits Iriends at Repulse Bay, some years previous 
and therefore when Crozier gave him his name he 
recollected it. The cousin saw Crozier one roar be- 
fore he found him and the three men where the two 
ships were in ifie ice. It was there that the cousin 
found out that Crozier had been to T^lodtk. 

" Crozier and the two men lived with the Neitch- 
ville Innuits some time. The Innuits liked him (C ) 
very much, and treated him'alwavs very kindly. At 
length Cmzier, with his two t.-.ett and one Innnit. 
who took along a Ki-i-k — nit inlii. rubber boat, as F-

sad security. But when the alternative is between

But it cav.net be said that all tbit moat continue 
to be allowed because tbere it no alternative. Bom. 
land, to go no further off, furniehoa evidence cf a sys- 
tem in which the coats of bankrupt administration 
average no more than twelve per cent, of the aaaets. 
Very probably that system is itsof fat from perfect, 
t ut it it at least unquestionably. better than our own. 
It allows the Creditors to appoint their own officer, 
to give him their own directions, to distribute among 
themselves their dividends, to grant or withhold the 
bankrupt's allowanca, protection, and discharge: ' u 
interposes the authority of the court only vhere 
necessary for eliciting information, or for settling 
actual ditputea, or for giving legal affect to the cre- 
ditors' resolutions. It it obvious at once that ibis U 
a system which has reason on its side : that it mutt 
at any rate give the creditors a stake in the adminis- 
tration, snd emble tbem to de'y the threats of » 
fraudulent debtor. And it is equally evident tbst 
it has the a Wantage that, as in fact hat been the 
caae iu Scotland, it niav from time tatime he improv- 
ed in the working of det.iil without requiring aucS 
total remolelltng as the amendment of our English 
oode hat to often involved. To the adoption of (his 
system, therefore, public opinion it now rapid'r 
tending. It bm lean approved by most of the 
Chambers of Comn eree. by the majority of tbe mer- 
cantile authoritcs examined by the Home of Com- 
mons' Committee, and by the report of the Ctimmmes 
itself. Nothing remains bm that Government thouM 
adopt it. and at once proceed to embody it iu a bi'l 
fur tbe early considers/ iun of the next session of 
Parliament.

It may be remembered that about* year 
ago he started an immense proposition for transferr- 
ing tlte management of all btttkrupt estates to, a 
O.vernnieut commission or board, which should pay 
the creditors tbt- realized assets, minus a de finite [>or- 
coiilsge. Sourcely less coittmry to sound polit-y'ia 
his Lordship's lsteet, but quite different, suggesiton. 
It is this : — 

"On a man becoming bsnkrupt. grant hint, on bit 
surrender, protection from impria muteiit for debt 
(ay long as that absurdity continues), but let Iris fu 
lure estate remain liable to his debts pntil he gets a 
voluntary discharge from his creditors. Let it Isj 
his business to obtain such discharge. If he does 
not succeed in obtaining a discharge from his crr- 
Jitort. let him etknd. as to his future estate, iu ths 
shoes of those creditors "ho have signed hto.dtaeh»i g». 
All other enforcement of penal law. of infliction of 
penalties, is a mistake. At present two separate 
functions are confounded—the civil aud the criminal. 
The Court of Bankruptcy properly has but one func- 
tion— the collection and disiribution of the debtor's 
.tsseta. preaent and future.'' 

There are two terious mistakes in this propossh 
To allow a single ore'ditor, or one or two creditor*, to 
hang ehatnt about a debtor fox hie whole life, con- 
trary to the optuion of all bit other creditors, trd 
possibly on account of debta which he incurred in per- 
fect good faith, hut which, through unexpected losses, 
lie became unable to discharge, ie contrary to *e 
soundest maxims of commercial morality and expe- 
diency . How far he abould be freed may be very dif. 
'Gcu.li for a eourt to decide, but it is at least » qua*- , 
tion very suitable for a considerable Wajb^tjfof hi« 
creditors, acting thqe as a eert of jury, and not likely 
to be too favourable, to deoide : and when they think: 
he baa done enough, we ate quite warranted in in- 
fusing to allow the officer* of this law to giro aid t-> 
a recuiaht creditor who seek* to et»ct more. But 
the late Lord- Chancellor * second error is *tiH more 
fundamental. We must emphatically deny that tn* 
funotion of a Court of Bankruptcy is to collect and 
distribute tbe debtor'* a***sl. Thi* i» the fatal theo- 
ry which haa perraded our Englmb system snd led 
to all our errors, and whioh, while it exists. wouM 
defy the efforts of «ny conceivable, chief judge,!')

Homicide. 

' Vol) mar le guilty of homicide, and yet commit so 
crime There are cirouinsisuet* under which you 
may kill viur neighbour without being oast, itt 
society, »nd ni limes ysu hi»j deprive your fellojrjr* 
cresinre of hfe. and gain muoh reputation by the 
deed. But il vou kill any one in a manner that i* 
n'itber justitlable nor oseusable. yon then commit 
ibe highest crime again*! lite law of nature which 
mau is capable of committing. Every one ought 
to have some •cquaiwano* with the law of homi- 
cide inasmuch a* all are directly affected by it. 
Cs.es sr* n it unkuown of the moat upright aud 
moral-minded men having been convicted of m*n- 
elaughter. and sentenced to treneportation. thmugli 
their ignorance of the law of England, with which 
every subject in the realm is presumed to be inlf- 
mately acquainted. 

Homicide is et.her justifiable or excusable, or it 
i* Wouiou*. ' It is justinable where it ante, from 
wme un«ToidUble^ece*»lty. *nd by permbatlon dc 
commend of the law. When Calcraft haUjj^nun'. 
who lis i been »ulv sentenced (obe haiiged'.Tft dots 
.hath" is comm. nded to do. snd what i*a*Wcd 
by the law, and for thi* re**on th* homicide »UM 
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bt oommirt 1» jnstiflatde. If a policeman attempt 
to capture a felon. and is resisted, and in the en. 
demotir to take the felon the latter is killed, thai 
omieide is also justifiable, providing there was but 
apparent necessity for it — as, for instance, that the 
felon would otherwise eaeape, Police constable* 
are justified in killing rioters, in the" endeavour to 
qnell a riot and disperse the mob : and & jsJler may 
kill a prisoner, in the endeavour to prevent an es- 
cape. So. until trial by battle was abolished (which 
v.'ss not till the beginning of the present century), 
if one of the champions was killed, such homicide 
was deemed justifiable, and was imputed to the 
judgment of God. 

You may repel force by force in the defence of 
your person, habitation, or property, against any 
one who manifestly intends or endeavours by vio- 
lence or surprise to commit a known felony '; such 
as rape, robbery, arson, burglary, and the like. 
Bo' to justify your killing a man, there must be 
aotnol danger - the bar* fear of any of these offences, 
however well grounded, is not sufficient without 
aome ' overt act.' If, therelore. you kill a man who 
is merely lying in wait, you will not be excused. 
You must not. in fact, make an attack upon others 
unless you can justify a full conviction, on your 
own mind, that if you do not do so your own life 
will be in more danger. In the course of a sudden 
broil, vou may protect your person by killing your 
assailant, provided you had no other possible or 
probable means of escaping from him. —If you are 
walking along a dark lane, and are attacked by gar- 
rotters, it is your duty to mako your escape from 
them if you can : you should retreat as far as you 



conveniently or safely can before you turn upon you, it ia murder ; but if you poll my nose ir, thi 



them : and if you cannot retreat, or cannot yield a 
siep. without manifest danger of your life, or enor- 
mous bodily harm, then you may shoot the villains 
■at once. You may kill a garrotter while he is com- 
mitting the offence, but you must not shoot him 
after ike fray is nrer. or when he i« running awsy. 
for that is revenge, nut self defence. And jc.u 
thould bear in mind that you cannot kill a man 
for a crime unless it is accompanied by force or 
violence: you are not justified, for instance, in 
killing a man found in the act of picking your 
pocket. 

If a man break open your bouse at night (that 
ia. between nine P.H. snd six a m. of the following 
morning), you may kill him; but if a mau breaks 
open your house in the daytime, you, must not kill 
him'unless the offence be accompanied by robbery

shoot me. the gun burst, and kills you. If you per- 
suade a man to kill him«el', and he does so. you are 
guil .y of murder : and if you and your wife agree to 
commit suicide together, and you both accordingly 
take poison, and she only dies, you will also be guil- 
ty of murder. 

The felonious killing of another man may be either 
manslaughter or murder : the former offence be ; ng 
principally distinguishable from the latter in this. that, 
though the set which occasions the death is unlawful, 
or likely to be attended with bodily mischief, yet the 
malice, which is the Tery essence of murder, is pre 
sumed to be wanting m manslaughter, the act being 
rnllier imputed to the infirmity of human nature. In 
mniislaughter. the act is altogether sudden and with, 
out premedition. otherwise it would be murder. 
Suppose you and I have a quarrel, and from words v e 
come to- blows, whereby you are killed. I should be 
guilty of manslHughter ; so. also, if we upon such an 
occasion go out immediately' and fight in-a field, fur 



the offence will be murder, manslaughter or roi^' 
venture, according to the caution exercised and lriu," 
reference to the place where the injury occurred Tr 
under the cironrostances. you indicate a wanton' and 
malicious disregard of human life, the offence m„ 
amount even to murder. If you aro neg'igent onlr 
it will be manslaughter; and if the negligent be arl' 
eent, it will amount to misadventure merely I f totj 
dri T e a carriage carelessly, and it runs over a chidd 
in the atreet— if you saw the child, and yet drov.

But in ordei 
ihnt the provocation may have the effect of reducing 
the offence to manslaughter, it must appear to have 
been recent, for-if there has been time for pss-ion 
to subside, and for reason to interpose, the homicide 
will be murder What is or is not a provocation snfB. 
ciently recent for this purpose, is a matter impossible 
todefineand difficult todecide upon. As wshava al- 
ready mentioned, if you kill a man while snfferins 
under recent provocation, the crime is reduced from 
murder to manslaughter.

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On Tuesday last, the 12th inst., there was an 
examination of the pupil) of the Chnrch Mission 
Grammar School, Rev. T. B. Macauley, prin- 
ipal. The following; are the aubjects iu which 
they were examined ":<>_ 

1st. "Illustrated Catechism " — The Ten Com 
mandroents. 

Jnd. Wajl'* Scripture Htatory — "' .The Kings of 
Israel, Judah, and the Return- of the Jews from 
the Babylonish Captivity." 
3rd. English History, 
dtb. Algebra— " The Binomial Theorem." 
5th. English Grammar. 

6th. Geography — "The different Races of Man- 
kind,'' " Religions,'' "Civilization, or the Differ- 
ent States of Society, and the Different Kinds 
,of Government." ^ 
7tb. Latin — Henry • let Book. Exercise* 17-93. 
8th. Euclid* Elements— Propositions, xxxii. 
xixiv. xxxv. A xlii. 

There were present, the Right Rev the Bis- 
hop of Niger, presiding;. Rev Messrs. Mann, Ni- 
cholson and Morgan, Messrs. J. P. L»- Davtes, 
Isaac Willoughby, Samuel Crpwther, and the 
editor of this paper. The pnptls acquitted them- 
selves excellently on all the subjects, their an. 
a veers being prompt and correct, reflecting 1 the 
greatest credit on the industry and care of their 
teacher. The examination was conducted by 
the principal, bat after each exercise questions 
were asked by one or other of the gentlemen pre- 



sent. The question* were intended to test the 
depth of there acquaintance with the several sub- 
jects ; in every case, however^ their ready answers 
fully proved that they were thorough. I B Engligl, 
Grammar, in Algebra, and in Geometry, p«. 
ticularly, they evinced a very satisfactory and" 
critical knowledge. Frequently, in the midst of 
the demonstrations of the proposition* to Euclid 
they were purposely interrupted, but they alw»y, 
readily resumed the thread of the demons traticra 
and completed it. Tbe figures, too, were num. 
bered and not lettered, as in the text book, so 
that what they did would have been impossible 
had they not known well what they were about. 

While however, we are ready to award them 
so far the credit to which they are entitled 
we regret to hare found them very defective in 
correct articulation and enunciation, indeed 
without great effort, it would hare been impost 
sible for any one to understand what they were 
saying. This is an evil which we think some 
attention- to English reading — for its own sake 
— would in time do much to remedy. It will 
be noticed that reading, which should have bent 
a prominent feature is not set down among the 
subjects for examination. We hope our remarkj 
will not be regarded as dictated by any spirit of 
fault-finding, for on the contrary they come only 
from an earnest desire to see remedied a very 
marked defect among pupils otherwise so care- 
fully taught — a defect which is also common 
among young men trained entirely in African 
school*. 

We do not know how much, or what kind of 
attention is given to English composition. The 
principal informed us that they are exercised on 
Saturdays, that is, once a week in this very es- 
sential department of an English education ; this 
is certainly not enough, indeed, every day would 
not be too often. All present would have been 
pleased to see some of their productions in com- 
position. 

.^o much we say to the teacher, but we have 
also* a word or two for those under whose auspi- 
ces and support this school is conducted, la 
the first place there should be more convenient 
accomodation for the pupils — in fact a proper- 
ly built school-room. The room at present iu 
use does not exceed ten feet square, and except- 
ing a small black board and two maps of Europe 
and Asia respectively, is totally unprovided with 
necessary school apparatus^ Jn a verandah out- 
side the room tbere are two or three old-fashion- 
ed benches, on which we suppose the pupils" oc- 
casionally take a little rest, but as these are all 
too largo for the room — we suppose tlte rule is to 
have tlte pupils stand always during their 
studies. If sach is the case it is easy to account 
for a disagreeable habit we noticed among them of 
leaning against the windows and walls, and of 
putting themselves in all kinds of attitudes— 
manifestly to relieve the tiresomeness of long- 
standing. In well-couducted schools, it is, ore 
believe, a rule that each pupil sits, except while he 
is reciting. During devotional singing and in a 
few other exercises, it is of course proper to 
stand. 

, Another thing is that a single teacher is not 
sufficient for the work in a school in which ao mauj 
departments of learning are taught. Mr. Macau- 
h'y should have at least two assistants. Two or 
tliree subject* are as many aa a teacher should be 
expected to teach, to be efficient. 

And now a word for the narenta. Send your 
children to school regularbrvtby this meant they 
will progress far more rapidly, and learn more 
thoroughly than if theV are occasionally keptaway 
iften for very trivial purposes ; and do notre- 
move tHhrn' rjjhtil. they have completed the course 
of studtesvfcretcribed in the school. Without tho 
co-operation of parents, few tsaohera are able to 
effect\much for his pupils. A .faolt very common 
«ntoQfl parent* is to think when a boy leaves tho 
iSM-rooirf that hi* work is over until he returns 
next morning ; a portion of a boy's time «"t of 
school might be devoted to assisting his parent* in 
some way, but he., should nevertheless always be 
allowed time to prepare his exercise*, so a* togi" 
the teacher a* little annoyance as possible , there 
is nothing in the work of teaching so vexing as 
hearing a class recite where the pSipUs have not 
prepared their lessons. 

We repeat, Mr. Macauley deserves great credit 
for.theworkmwhchheUragaged. Thedeftu^on 
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*of learnragTT-rhe cultivation .of the habit of correct 
thinking — the discipline of mind which is the eon- 
eeqoencr of study, particularly of mathematics and 
a few other subject* nhich people often think a 
waste of time to acquire, are together with religious 
truths, donbtless the surest means of developing a 
respectable community. Fortified in snch manner 
we could then hope to see our youth* pas* safely 
the stumbling blocks of vicious examples on the one 
hand, and on the other, the thousand allurements 
to vice, which one must always meet as he paste* 
through the world. The dictates of a well-balanced 
mind are surer incentives to virtue than the res- 
traints oi law. and hence we think it a duty of the 
state, aa a pari of its efforts to protect its subjects 
to promote educational measures The Ijigosgor 
ernment might not now be in a position to establish 
acbool* — we hope it will soon be — still something 

,c*n b» done — if only by an occasional visit, to en 
courage a dnaervingieacher and show him that some 
interact is taken in his work.

Church Congress same one will md an essay on tie 
union of Christians in England as an appendage in 
Bishop- Wordsworth's interesting paper. There is 
i fine field ber* for practical Cbureb Beformere. 
While ihe very heart of Cbristiauily is being attack- 
ed with a subtlety and skill that have never been 
surpassed, tits' old dispute as to " which ahall bs 
greatest " i* carried on be:ween onr religion* bodies 
with aa much viR^nr.iti.ever. Political rayk. privi- 
lege, and superior tysre as dear lo thtir possessors** . 
if it had never beetT declared that » be that ahall 
humble biaisutf*** S lfctli ebild. the' ma* 1* lbs 
greatest in the kingdom of heaven."

In auoiher fiity summon*** 
are Uaued in one day lo compel oariehoner* to bring 
Easier offerings- Here, raids are made upon the 
furniture of Christian n eu for the support, of a 
Church to wbioh .they do not belong r and there »n 
Anglican priest bounce* out of a festive meeting be- 
ams* the chairman has coupled a toast in ibe honour 
or hie order with the recognition of th* clergy of 
.iher denomination*. If the Res. George Frederick 
Le« and hia Association for Promoting tbe Unity of. 
Christendom could find an available remedy for these 
lieorders, they would do more good -than ha* been 
hitherto accomplished by all the Church Congresses 
that hnvn met. or even by the interminable discus- 
sions of Convocation.

G. W. Gordon, 
a member of (be assembly. anda baptist preacher ; se- 
condly, several Mark persons, chiefly offsets baptist 
persuasion, conected witb|bim : thirdly, various poli- 
tical demagogues and agitators, who haying no ehsrsc 
teror property to lose, make s trade of exciting the 
ignorant people : fourthly, a few persons of honor in 
formation and education, who find their interest 
in acquiring an influence amongst the black people 
by. professing to advise them, whilst in reality they 
are bnt exciting snd stimulating their evil passions; 
fifthly, a few baptist missionaries, who like ... en- 
dorse at public meetings or otherwise ill the untruth- 
ful statements or inuendos propagated trV-Dr. Under- 
hill's letter : and lastly, a section of the press, which 
like the Wsreamaa snd the County Union, is always 
disseminating seditious doctrines, snd endeavouring 
to bring into contempt the representative of the 
sovereign, and all constituted authority. Whilst it 
is my ddty to point out how mischievous has heen the 
influence of a few of the Baptist ministers, snd of 
various members of that persuasion, it is equally ray 
duty, and a pleasure to me to state that I believe the 
large (asjority ,<-f the Baptist ministers have been 
mon auxious to support the authorities, to teach their 
people to -be loyal and industrious, and to endorse the 
advice given to the peesauity by Jjer mint gracious 
Majesty. In reporting the occurrences of the out- 
break of the rebellion, and tbe steps taken to pnt it 
down, it is my duty to state most unequivocally ro; 
opinion that Jamaica has been, and to a certain ex 
tent atill is, in the greatest jeopardy, xftmanl; 
sneaking, I believe that the promptitude and vigour 
of action which has at ouoegrappled with snd pitnisb- 
the rebellion bss been the waving of Jamaica. The 
whole colony has been opon a mine, which required 
but a spark to ignite it. Disaffection and disloyalty 
aiill nisi in nearly nil the parishes of the island, and 
had there been the least hesitation or delay iu deal, 
itig with them in the parishes where they became de- 
veloped in rebellion. 1 confidently believe that the in. 
aurrection would hove been universal throughout the 
entire island, and that either the colony would have 
been lost to lite mother country, orsnnlinosi inter- 
minable war and an unknown sxpense hare had to 
be incurred in suppressing it. 

In many previous despatches 1 - have pointed out 
the pernicious efforts and influences of the so-called 
Underbill meetings ; snd tint long since I called your 
attention to the necessity 1 was under in August 
ls-u. of sending men-of war to lire parishes of Si. James. 
Trclswnv. St. Elizabeth. Hanover, and Wwtmore. 
In ltd. to intimidate the malcontents, and prevention 
expected rising. These roessures.wero then success- 
ful. In the recent case of St. Thomas in the East 
the government had not s sufficient warning, and our 
precautionary measures were too. late. I -trust, air, 
that you will fully bear these clrcumsisncee in mind : 
and that in doing so you will not regard the just se- 
verity which has been exercised otherwise thsn ss a 
merciful substitute for the much larger measure of 
punishment which would have had to be executed 
had the rebellion been allowed time to gather 'head 
amt-extend itself. I regarded it not only desiraMe, 
but a positive duty to be personalYy present to direct 
and ajperintend the military movement* in the dis- 
turbed dittricts. From the first movement of the 
outbreak up to the dste of my return to Kingston 
litis afternoon (9.0th October) every di*|iosiiion of tbe. 
troops, and every movement hss been msde by Bri- 
gadier Nelson under my own personal instruction 
aud approval. The whole resjioneibiliiy of what has 
been done, therefore, rests upon me. At the same 
time I beg to express my own deep .obligation, and 
the obligation of ihe'wnole community to the mili- 
tary and nsvsl authorities for the promptitude, ener- 
gy, and zeal with which they have responded to my 
viansa, and at great pernooal inconvenience, risk, 
and hardship have successfully coined out my re- 
quirements

bs able and zealous manner in which during my ab- 
sence he co-operated with the executive committee 
and the Costos of Kingston inHnllming or organising 
various measures for the protection of the city snd 
parishes. - To the senior iiarar officer. Captain De 
Horsey, I am under preat obligations, not only for 
placing his ship the Wolverine ai sry disposal, but 
for going in command of her iu peraon. and for the 
cheerful readiness with which be kept bis ship at 
work almost night and day from the first outbreak of 
the rebellion until his return to port to-day. To 
Lieutenant Brand, of the smsll gunboat Onyx, I can 
not sufficiently express my thsuka for the indefsti 
gable snd untiring manner in ivhich be kept hie ves- 
sel plying day and night in a most unpleasant and 
srduoos service. To Brigadier-Geueral Nelson I owe 
it that all my wishes as regarded military arrange- 
ments in the disturbed districts were carried out with 
the utmost promptitude and efficiency. We never 
bad'* difference of opinion even upon the propriety 
or policy of a singlo act or movement, and the public 
service wsa consequeetly conducted not only sstis- 
fsotorily, but pleasantly. I would therefore respect- 
fully ask you to bring to the favourable notice of hip 
Royal Highness the Field-Marshall Commanding-in. 
Chief the meritorious conduct and services of Bri- 
gadier.GenersI Nelson, and to the favourable notice 
of the Lords of the Admiralty the meritorious con 
duct and good service of Captain De Horsey, of her 
Majesty a ship Wolverine, aud of Lientenatit Brand, 
of ber Majesty's gun-boat Onyx. I sppettd a copy 
of a report by Lieutenant Brand of the proceeding^ 
of the Outi between the 12th slid 18th October, 
showing tbe amount of work — snd hard work loo — 
performed in that period. Lieutenant Brand hss 
also been equslly engaged between the 18th sad 20ih, 
but I have no official report The colony is also 
mooh indebted to Colonel Hobbs. of her Majesty's 
dtb Royal Regiment. cemniau'Hng the expeditionary 
force on the line of the Blue Mountain Valley, to the 
militia officers who accompanied me in the Wolver- 
ine, to Inspector Ramsay, of tbe police force, whose 
daring and activity have been most conspicuous, and 
generally to the troops, sailors, volunteers, and others 
engaged in the undertaking. My aide-de-camp. 
Colousl Hunt, of tbe Royal Marines, rendered very 
sealoos and efficient service both to myself and to 
Brigadier-Geueral PfalTOti The exertions of the 
executive committee Vni we untiring energy and 
seal of the Cusloa o/ Kiugaton, Dr. Bowerbauk. are 
beyond all praise, and justly entitle ibem to the good 
opinion, gratitude, and confidence o( the colony. 

It is impossible for me to narrate all the various 
subordinate arrangements or movements of ihe res- 
pective m litary corps in the field of the several do- 
tachments sent oui from them on special service, li 
may suffice to state generally thai a large number of 
rebels have been shot wiih arms in their hands, ihsf 
a great msny prisoners bare been tried ai-d-huo^ 
shot, or flogged, aud thai a considerable numb, r n." 
prisoners are still on hand awaiting trisl hy court, 
martial, li is difficult to arrive ai any correct esiiuinu 
of the number of people engvged in the tcbellion. 
The districts where it broke out snd into which ii 
spresd are fertile and voiYpopulous. Different per. 
sons bsvs reported seeing from several hundreds to 
as inanv thousands at s lime. And Colonel Hobbs 
reports iu one of his letters ihat there were still 
thousands of rebels around him. No stand hss ever 
been made against the troops, and though wears not 
only in complete military occupation of. but have 
traversed with troops.-ajl the disturbed districts, not 
a single casualty has befallen any of our soldiers ot 
ssiloraj and they are all in good health. They have, 
however, suffered much inconvenience and bardshii 
from the state of tbe weather, whioh has been ex- 
tremely wet snd inclement, the month of October 
Iwingthe period when whst are called *■ season rains' 
ususlly fall. 

We have been singularly fortunsls in capturing or 
boofi^ig a large number of the principal ringleaders 
in the rebel lhsn. 'and many of whom were personally 
concerned ih the atrocious butcheries on the 13in 
October at. the- Morant Day Court-house, or Iu the 
subsequent destruction of life snd property furthoi 
to. the eastward, ss the rebellion extended in that 
direction. Very many acknowledged their guilt be. 
Tore execution.. It is a remarkable fact that, so far 
as we can ascertain, the rebels at Morant Bay did not 
proceed in any considerable numbers to the adjacent 
districts, but the people of each district rose and com- 
mitted the deeds of violence and destruction that 
were done within it. This fact shows how wide-spread 
the feeling of disaffection is, and bow prepared the 
oeople of each parish were to catcb the spirit and 
follow tbe eismple of their neighbours. It shows too 
the extreme insecurity which jet exists in nearly all 
the ether parishes of Jamaica, where the same bad 



rebellion is crushed, in tbe others it is only kept a*."' 
derforthe present, but might at any moment burst 
into fury. 

I append various military reports and some other 
payers beariug upon the rebellion or upon the state 
•if other parishes. It bss been impracticable to ob- 
tain a correal list of all the Europeans or coloured 
persons who hsve been killed or wounded. 1 append 
tbe names of those at present known, but there were 
some burnt in the court house and others are missing, 
and nothing certain known about them. Even thus 
however, the list is a very lung and sad one. aod' 
comprises many persons of station, editcaiiou. and 
weight in the commuuit£. whose loss ia irreparable 
in a colony like Jamsica. Copies of a letter taken 
at Stouey Gut. aod of threatening letters which have 
since been received, eilhor here or st Kiugaton, aro 
attacked. I also sdd copies of ihe local newspapers.
